TaxSuit Ruling 
Against Agents 


Simon Agency’s Personal Service 
Claim Disallowed by Board 
Of Appeals 


. WASHINGTON, March 12.—The Simon 
Theatrical Agency, of Chicago, has lost 
its suit involving deficiency in income 
tax payments, under a ruling handed 
down by the United States Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Deficiencies of $780.29 and $1,262.60 
for 1918 and 1919, respectively, were de- 
termined by the Tax Commissioner in 
returns filed by the Simon Company. 
The company claimed it was entitled to 
classification as a personal fervice cor- 
poration and claimed deductions on that 
theory. 

The evidence revealed that John 
Simon, Irvin Simon and Burt W. Cor- 
telyou each owned one-third of the 
stock. The company was engaged in 
arranging bookings for actors on a com- 
mission basis, ofttimes making advances 
to actors for payment of train fare and 
other expenses, taking I O U's as secur- 
ity. The board found that the capital 
was a material factor in producing the 
company’s income and denied its claim 
for personal classification.

NEW YORK, March 14.—About 500 
members of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion turned out this afternoon for the 
meeting at the Hotel Astor.

Jackson, Miss., Reformer Out To Make Goat of George E. Wintz 
Revue---Court Trial Attracts Widespread Interest---Sentiment 
With Show---Outcome Will Affect Saenger Bookings 


JACKSON, Miss., March 14.—With the 
entire South aroused over the incident, 
and with an imposing array of counsel 
retained by both sides, hearing began in 
the county court today in the case in- 
volving members of George E. Wintz's 
touring production of Irving Berlin’s 
Music Bor Revue, arrested last Monday 
night, and charged with giving an in- 
decent and suggestive performance as a 
result of girls in one-piece bathing suits 
doing a brief “Black Bottom” dance as 
the finale of the show at the Century 
Theater. 

The case is being prosecuted by Dis- 
trict Attorney J. H. Howie, who freely 
admits his purpose is to “break up the 
show”, and to this end he ordered the 
15 girls and three men brought back 
from Louisiana, where the show is ap- 


pearing, instead of allowing one or more 
to appear for the group, which is per- 
missible under the Mississippi law on 
agreement of counsel. 

Attorneys for the defense are Chalmers 
Potter, son of the Circuit Judge of this 
district; Cassidy Holden, son of an As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court, and 
State Senator Carl Marshall, of Bay St 
Louis. The Music Bor Revue played 
matinee and night at Monroe yesterday, 
and immediately following the night 
show the defendants were loaded into 
automobiles and started on their 150- 
mile journey thru the wild and rough 
country of Louisiana and Middle Mis- 
sissippi. Public sentiment is emphatically 
condemning this hardship which the

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Jolson and Cincinnati Critics in Tiff; 
Incident Similar to Jessel Controversy 


Al Jolson may be an ace of spades as 
an entertainer, but as a judge of sym- 
phonic music he falls short of the mark, 
according to Cincinnati critics. The 
Times-Star and Commercial Tribune re- 
viewers, in their reports on Big Boy, 
which played Cincinnati last week, con- 
ceded Jolson’'s capacity as an entertainer, 
but picked some defects in his material 
and said that the mammy singer’s work 
was not representative of the highest or 
most desirable type of theatrical enter- 
tainment. 


Jo!son took exception to the comments 
and made curtain speeches in which he 
handled dramatic critics in general 
pretty roughly. The monolog, inciden- 
tally, was good for several laughs. 


Last Saturday William Smith Golcen- 
burg, drama and music critic of The 
Onquirer, joined with the music critic of 
The Commercial Tribune in expressing 
some dissatisfaction with the perform- 
ance of George Gershwin as soloist with 
the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra. 
This, too, got under Jolson’s skin and 
at his Saturday matinee he made an-

other speech ridiculing the music critics. 
His personal remarks are said to have 
been beyond the limit of good taste as 
well as beyond the privilege of an enter- 
tainer. 

A lengthy editorial in Monday's Com- 
mercial Tribune handed it to Jolson 
pretty hard. It referred to his speeches 
as a “childish exhibition of pique and 
wounded vanity.” Regarding Gershwin, 
the editorial said: “It is precisely the 
fact that Gershwin does appeal so 
strongly to men like Jolson that makes 
Cincinnati critics skeptical of Gersh- 
win's genuine artistic worth.” 

The Jolson incident is similar to a 
controversy involving George Jessel 
when he played Cincy in The Jazz Singer. 
The critics panned the play as a dra- 
matic work. Jessel made an issue of it, 
giving out the impression that those 
who did not like his play were haters 
of his whole race. The papers retorted 
with a spanking similar to the present 
one. Jessel also was censured for the 
“presumptuous and arrogant” use of the 
expression “another “Warfield” in his 
billing.

The advance of dramatic stock is 
progressing at a rate that bids fair to 
offset in time the decreased activity in 
the road-show line. According to the 
latest weekly bulletin of the Century 
Play Company, there are at present close 
to 150 permanent dramatic organiza- 
tions, not including the traveling stock 
and repertoire companies, nor tent dra- 
matic troupes, and the indications point 
to a continued increase. 

An increase also is noted in the num- 
ber of prominent stage artists who are 
playing guest-star engagements with 
stock companies. Many of them are 
even signing as permanent leads. 

Reports from stock managers reveal 
that business is generally good and pub- 
lic interest in spoken entertainment 
gradually growing stronger. 


U. S. Supreme Court 
Upholds State Tax 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—The South 
Carolina State tax law levying 10 per 
cent on admissions to all theaters in 
towns of 2,000 or more population was 
held constitutional by the Supreme 
Court today. Motion picture theater 
owners of Greenville, S. C:, attacked the 
law as unconstitutional and brought 
suit to recover taxes paid under it. They 
maintained that the exempt.on of swim- 
ming pools and of theaters in incor- 
porated towns of less than 2,000 popu- 
lation was an “arbitrary classification” 
discriminating against them and there- 
fore denied them their constitutional 
right to equal protection of the law. The 
failure to exempt theaters in unincor- 
porated towns of less than 2,000 popu- 
lation was also cited as a discrimination.

knowing very little about the bill and its supporters, and, despite censorship, the 
theatrical opposition appears to have won out. 


Elsie Ferguson, Frank Gillmore, Owen 
Davis and Elizabeth Marbury were 
among the prominent members of the 
theater who appeared and spoke at the 
hearing. The bill went automatically to 
the rules committee. The education 
committee has decided to have a meet- 
ing next Tuesday and make a recommen- 
dation to the rules committee concerning 
the measure, but whatever develops it 
is believed that the bill has but a small 
chance of getting beyond the rules com- 
mittee. If the theater lives up to its 
promise to do its own cleaning the mat- 
ter will be automatically ended. 


NEW YORK, March 14.—‘There will 
never be a censorship of the stage in 
New York if I can help it,” said Mayor 
Walker in a speech last night at the 
dinner in honor of Sam Bernard’s 50 
years in the theater, a rousing event 
attended by nearly 1,500 stage folk at 
the Hotel Commodore. Other develop- 
ments last week included the Supreme 
Court’s refusal of the injunction to re- 
strain police interference with Horace 
Liveright’s proposed reopening of The 
Captive and the denial of another in- 
junction to compel owners of the Wal- 
dorf Theater to live up to the lease for 
housing and revival. Liveright imme- 
diately entered an appeal to carry the 
fight to the appellate division. His 
court actions can go no further if 
turned down there. Cases against The 
Virgin Man and Ser remain at a stand- 
still.

An undeniably dramatic power — 
rugged, primitive, highly emotional—lies 
in this latest work of Em Jo Basshe, but 
it is smothered in a thick blanket of 
monotony. The fault is partly the au- 
thor’s, but more particularly that of 
bungled staging. Seve. ‘ ng scenes Of 
semi-hysterical religious . . vor kept at & 
climatic pitch without a moment’s re- 
lief, sweeping about in circles of inde- 
cision, groping and grieving, become un- 
bearably tedious. A modulation of the 
play and the playing is essential if 
Earth is to be saved for its true worth. 

The theme itself, of course, limits the 
extent of variance. It deals with the 
conflict of Christiaaity and voodooism in 
the undeveloped but searching minds, 
hearts and souls of the backwoods 


negroes of the Southlands, the fanatical 
swaying from one belief to another, 
superstition on one hand, fear of hell's 
fires and damnation on the other. Wild- 
eyed tensity is ever dominant, mob spirit 
prevails every minute thru the chosen 
period of torment which the play sets 
forth. But clever direction might bring 
occasional relief for the audience, if not 
for the characters of the drama. It 
might keep the rhythm in check, let it 
intensify with some semblance of 
graduation. 


The all-colored cast follows the staging 
with a blindness that may be attributed 
to its general lack of experience, but 
at least three performances emerge as 
highly commendable. Inez Clough, as 
a rebellious worshiper who cannot see 
the results of 20 years’ allegiance to the 
Bible, is majestically impressive but at 
the same time most natural. She holds 
her scenes with a sure hand. Daniel L. 
Haynes plays a blind preacher with 
deep understanding and carrying power, 
altho he might improve the shadings in 
his deep, throaty voice. As the voodoo 
doctor, William Townsend has moments 
of great racial illumination. The rest 
of the company is more amateurish in 
its reading but manages to maintain the 
naivete of the negro characters. Their 
constant shuffling movement and wag- 
ging of heads is distracting and detri- 
mental, a fault that should be cor- 
rected. 

Cleon Throckmorton has _ supplied 
some suggestive cut-out settings that 
aid the mood of the play. 

The conclusive result of the produc- 
tion is a showing of further promise for 
Em Jo Basshe and a stimulation of in- 
creasing interest in the experiments of 
the New Playwrights’ Theater.

Proposed Major Circuit Deal 
Affects Film Interests Only 


Keith-Albee and Orpheum Negotiat'ng Arrangement Combining 
Picture Properties of Producers Distributing Corporation 
and Pathe—Vaudeville Not Implicated 


NEW YORK, March 12.—No deal has been closed for a merger of Producers 


Listributing Corporation and Pathe, Inc. 


Neither are the vaudeville properties 


o: interests of the Keith-Albee and Orpheum circuits in any way involved in 
the proposed combine of these two film companies which has been under way 


for many months. 
today by Maurice Goodman, general 
counsel of the Keith-Albee interests. 

Denying the import or statements in 
voluminous reports recently and up un- 
til today, Mr. Goodman wanted it to be 
made clear that the Keith-Albee and 
Orpheum circuits are involved in this 
film merger only by reason of the fact 
that they control a 50 per cent interest 
in Producers Distributing Corporation, 
essentially a motion picture company. 
Mr. Goodman stated that the principals, 
directors and stockholders of Producers 
Distributing Corporation, which neces- 
sarily must include powers of the two 
vaudeville circuits, are satisfied with the 
plan for the proposed merger, and the 
terms of the agreement under which P. 
D. C. would combine with Pathe have 
been submitted to the latter organiza- 
tion for ratification. Until Pathe rati- 
fies the agreement, which has not yet 
been done and will nct be done before 
a board of directors and stockholders’ 
meeting is called, the merger is not 
effected. It has been under way prac- 
tically ever since K.-A. and Orpheum 
obtained a 50 per cent interest in P. D. 
C., and meetings have been held for 
the working out of tentative terms for 
some time. 

The agreement now before Pathe, 
which it is quite possible will be rati- 
fied, may, however, be turned down, thus 
making it now merely a tentative basis 
for a combine. Pathe must accept 
whatever mutualization basis for the 
stock in the merger before the merger 
becomes a fact. 

A physical .merger between the Keith- 
Albee and Orpheum circuits, which have 
a working agreement, share offices to- 
gether in New York, for instance, and 
in others are closely associated, is a 
most remote possibility for the reason 
that the one circuit, K.-A., is indi- 
vidually owned and the other, Orpheum, 
is owned by stockholders. E. F. Albee, 
president of the K.-A. interests, would 
never place the circuit bearing his name 
into the hands of stockholders which 
might oust him the same as Orpheum 
let out Martin Beck years ago. 

The two circuits stand on their own 
60 far as the vaudeville business and 
their theater and other properties are 
concerned. They stand together on an 
equal basis only in their film holdings, 
which at the present time is vested in 
the Producers Distributing Corporation. 

It is quite probable that the film 
merger will be effected within a few 
weeks. In order to look into the situa- 
tion, Mr. Albee has changed his plans 
and will leave Palm Beach next Satur- 
day, March 19, so that he can be 
present when the actual deal is closed 
and papers are signed, sealed and de- 
livered. 

Vehement denial from various sources 
that the present merger includes a com- 
bination with other companies is made. 
No such plans are under consideration 
at the present time and will not be dis- 
cussed or gone into until the present 
merger is put thru. 

Reports from countless sources have 
been circulated for several weeks as to 
the activities with reference to the K.-A. 
and Orpheum interests in connection 
with the proposed P. D. C.-Pathe con- 
solidation. In all matters of this kind 
there is always a certain amount of 
street-corner talk and_ gossip. This 
gossip is published far too often as facts 
Often individuals make suggestions as 
to what in their opinion is going to be 


An official statement to this effect was given The Billboard 


the next move and an hour later, it is 
given out as facts and accepted by 
Many publishers and printed. 

The Keith-Albee and Orpheum circuits 
have quietly disregarded all this side- 
walk gossip and speculation as far as 
the proposed merger is concerned. 

The facts, learned from an authentic 
source and substantiated by records are 
that the K.-A. and Orpheum circuits 
are interested in Pathe, Inc., to the ap- 
proximate extent of 25 per cent and 
thru this distributing agency release 
Aesop’s Fables and Topics of the Day, 
which the two vaudeville chains control 
by 100 per cent. Their position, when 
gaining a 50 per cent interest in P. D. C., 
naturally pointed to the advisability for 
obvious reasons to merge the film in- 
terests. 

Cecil B. DeMille and the Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum interests are working in com- 
plete accord on this matter. Mr. De- 
Mille’s associates and representatives 
have been here for several weeks in con- 
ference with Mr. Albee’s associates and 
all are working from the same angle in 
whatever policy has been laid out for 
the future. 

While banking concerns are always 
interested in merging big interests, as 
that is their business, the circuit offi- 
cials have had a greater foresight in 
building the future interest and mu- 
tualizing the interests under which the 
Keith-Albee and Orpheum circuits are 
concerned under one head. 

When it is a finished subject it will 
be run for the purpose of building and 
strengthening all the picture interests 
generally and, most of all, those that 
the Keith-Albee and Orpheum circuits 
may have an interest in. 

The two vaudeville circuits and their 
allies were primarily pioneers in the 
two-a-day. They built a great chain of 
theaters and in recent years many of 
these houses have piayed pictures and 
vaudeville. In other words, they have 
been in the position of exhibitors and 
until their tieup with P. D. C. have not 
recently been interested whatever in the 
making of picture productions. They 
are concerned only in pictures for their 
vaudeville theaters, but in addition to 
the houses in which they present vaude- 
ville and pictwres they have a vast in- 
terest in exclusive picture houses thru- 
out the country and Canada. 

In Cincinnati, for instance, they own 
10 straight picture houses and there is 
now under construction in that city the 
finest motion picture house, it is 
claimed, in Ohio. In line with their 
picture-producing interests they are 
fast accumulating straight picture 
houses. Also, in this connection, the 
Keith-Albee and Orpheum circuits are 
in complete sympathy with the independ- 
ent exhibitor, understanding his wants 
and his problems. They will consider 
the exhibitors’ angle in selling P. D. C.- 
Pathe product, providing this merger goes 
thru, not only as to the pictures them- 
selves but will give consideration to the 
price. They will watch the footage, the 
overhead and the economy of produc- 
tion, and will make every effort to pro- 
duce pictures that will please the pa- 
trons rather than pictures that are made 
by many directors with but one view— 
to establish their own trademark and 
advance their own selfish ends. In 
other words, this film organization, with 
Mr. Albee and others guiding its desti- 
nies, is going after the independent ex- 
hibitor’s business by trying to give him 
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SADIE BANKS, widely known co- 
medienne, who this week begins a 
short series of out-of-town independent 
vaudeville engagements under the pert- 


sonal direction of Al Silberman, New 
York artistes’ representative. Miss 
Banks is teamed with Little Anna 


Propp, formerly a featured soubret in 
burlesque. The pair will show their 
act for Loew bookers early in April. 


Lew Cantor Organizes 
New Group of Midgets

NEW YORK, March 14.—Jimmy Ma- 
loney, the Boston pugilist, who is re- 
garded as the most logical contender for 
Gene Tunney’s title, and George Young, 
the 17-year-old swimmer, who recently 
captured the Wrigley prize for winning 
the Catalina Channel race, have been 
signed for Loew engagements, both ath- 
letes having been booked for the week 
of March 28. Maloney will hold forth 
at the Orpheum Theater, Boston, and 
Young will be given an opportunity to 
demonstrate his drawing power at the 
State Theater, Newark. 

The Maloney booking, altho it might 
be followed by a lucrative contract for 
the remainder of the Loew FSastern 
vaudeville houses, carries no more than 
local significance.

tas thus far been highly successful in the campaign, but Loew bookers seem to 
be stubbornly posing with their thumbs down on the master-of-ceremonies idea 
fcr the big string of three-a-day houses. When James C. Morton, the veteran 
monologist, was recently recruited for the master-of-ceremonies role in one of 


the local Loew houses, practically every 
lay official of the outfit caught the Wil- 
lard Theater (Woodhaven, L. I.) show, 
in which Morton was giving a sample of 
the stunt, and left with highly en- 
thusiastic comment. But the acknowl- 
edged vaudeville experts of the Loew 
organization—the bookers—put their feet 
down on Morton's project and after the 
single week, beginning February 14, 
Morton and his five-people company 
found themselves laid off. 


The sudden taboo of the master-of- 
ceremonies idea by Loew bookers is 
fraught with mysterious motives. Par- 
ticularly is this the case since Charles 
C. Moscowitz, general theater executive 
of the circuit, and his two aides, Joseph 
Vogel and Samuel Meinhold, gave Mor- 
ton’s stunt their verbal approval. The 
bookers, who later became antagonistic, 
permitted it to spread tc the American 
Theater the last half of February 14, 
with Harry Rose holding the reins, and 
also the last half of February 21, with 
Jack Wilson, the black-face funster tak- 
ing it when he began his return engage- 
ment at the new Grand Theater, in the 
Bronx. It was readily agreed by fhose 
in the know that Rose's and Wilson's 
methods of working the m. of c. gag 
hardly warranted the encouragement 
and backing of the circuit's booking 
staff. But with Morton the situation 
was far different. The Willard did a 
great box-office business during his 
week run there. His material was of 
such corking quality that it has since 
been lifted by several big-time acts, and 
more, the bits were written and staged 
by members of the circuit’s own exploi- 
tation staff. 


The frowning attitude of the Loew 
booking office toward the m. of c. idea 
remains more inexplicable when one 
takes into account the eagerness with 
which the K.-A. bookers have grasped 
the gag. Frank Fay’s success with his 
act-clowning bits and his afterpiece is 
ancient history by this time. Leo Car- 
rille began in this role at the Fordham 
Theater last week and Florence Moore, 
probavly the first woman to be en- 
trusted with this responsibility, made a 
go of it the week previously at the 
Palace Theater. “Bugs” Baer and Ray- 
mond Hitchcock of past seasons might 
also be included in the array of artistes 
used by K.-A. Time to handle the m. 
of c. role. 


Morton's unpleasant experience in the 
Loew m. of c. experiment was slightly 
allayed by the circuit folk stepping in 
and paying for the props and other spe- 
cial ballyhooing. Jim didn't come out 
much the worse. He's’ now a _ better 
and wiser man and, incidentally, has 
been engaged by the Shuberts for a 
Satisfying part in The Circus Princess, 
slated for an out-of-town opening 
shortly. This brings the two Morton 
brothers, James C. and Harry K., under 
the Shubert banner. Harry, who served 
quite an apprenticeship in burlesque 
and vaudeville, is supplying the much- 
needed comedy relief in Countess Ma- 
ritza. 


Helen Menken and Ludwig Satz 
Break In for Big-Time Tours

prosecution has forced upon the young 

ladies of the show. 

The case has created wide interest. 
Theatrical men, newspaper reporters and 
representatives of press associations who 
are here for the hearing flooded the 
Wintz headquarters at the Edwards Ho- 
tel yesterday and on every side there 
were expressions of condemnation for 
the drastic action of R. E. Kennington, 
who caused the arrests. Kennington, 
who is a prominent business man here, 
formerly was head of the local theaters. 
The houses later were .taken over by 
the Kennington-Saenger Theaters, Inc., 
@ subsidiary of the Saenger organiza- 
tion, and Kennington now has no voice 
in the operation of the theaters. It is 
rumored that his action against the 
Music Bor has brought about a split 
between him and Saenger, and that a 
new deal all around will soon be in ef- 
fect here. Saenger representatives have 
been here thruout the controversy and 
are assisting Wintz. 

Kennington attendsd the opening of 
the Music Bor Revue despite the fact 
that it also was opening night of a 
large and widely heralded revival serv- 
ice in the church of which he is a 
prominent pillar. He remained thruout 
the performance and raised no objection 
at any time. The show was hearily 
applauded and firemen stationed at the 
doors on account of the packed house 
stated that not a person left the theater 
till after the show. Next morning Ken- 
nington took the action which resulted 
in the arrest of the 15 girls who par- 
ticipated in the Blagk-Bottom number, 
together with Wintz and two men who 
appeared in bits. Wintz immediately 
offered to make any changes or elimina- 
tions desired, but a point-blank refusal 
was made, Kennington being quoted as 
saying that he intended to prevent the 
attraction from showing in Mississipp!, 
while the district attorney is said to 
have declared he intended to see that 
the show was broken up and that he 
would not grant a hearing until the 
following week so the performers would 
have to come back at heavy expense. It 
is further stated that Kennington, who 
has political ambitions, was actuated by 
a desire to make Wintz an example for 
other producers. 

When Carroll E. King, personal repre- 
sentative for Wintz, arrived in Jackson 
he found public sentiment over- 
whelmingly in favor of the show. Near- 
ly everyone decried the unfair persecu- 
tion of Wintz and the young ladies. 
Kennington is a department store owner 
and his side of the story was given 
prominence in local papers, one of the 
papers being very “close” to him. In 
order to get the other side of the story 
before the public, King prepared a state- 
ment and purchased space for its pub- 
lication. This did not discuss the pro- 
duction, but merely cited 16 instances 
of persecution and arbitrary action, and 
appealed for fair play. The statement 
was widely circulated and a marked re- 
sponse was noted. Sunday morning a 
full-page advertisement of press com- 
ments from near-by cities, all praising 
the show, was carried. In the same is- 
sues of the papers appeared an editorial 
against revues in general and the Music 
Bor specifically, but neither of the pa- 
pers charged that it was the worst show 
seen here. 

More than 200 leading citizens came 
forward and voluntarily asked to be 
summoned so that they could testify 
in behalf of the show. About 100 have 
been summoned, with additional selected 
names held in reserve. The prosecution 
has summoned about 30 witnesses. So 
busy are the Wintz headquarters thaé 
they have been closed but four hours 
in the last two days and nights. 

As the offense charged is not an ex- 
traditable one, the people could have 
safely remained in Louisiana and gone 
on with the show, but both Gorge E. 
Wintz and the Saenger organization are 
dete&mined to fight the case to a definite 
conclusion on account of its importance, 
the precedent involved and the fact that 
the upholding of Kennington’s action 
would make it unsafe for any theatrical 
attraction to play in Mississippi in the 
future. In fact, the Saenger offices are 
holding up Mississippi bookings pending 
the outcome.

Girls 
from the sixth edition Scandals, which 
closed last Saturday in Athens, O., after 
a tour of 91 weeks, are joining the Mu- 
sie Bor in El Dorado tonight. 

Judging from the attitude of the pub- 
lic at large, the Jackson incident has 
made thousands of friends for Wintz 
and brought him a million dollars’ worth 
of choice publicity.

KANSAS CITY. March 12—Paul English was elected president of the Tent 


and Reperto 
Baltimore last Monday. 
Roberson were named vice-presidents. 
paid secretary, 
by mail. R. J. Mack was appointed tem- 
porary secretary. to assist Frank Del- 
maine until June 1. 

Delmaine acted as chairman. He in- 
troduced as the first speaker Abe Rosewall, 
manager of one of the Dubinsky Shows. 
Rosewall spoke of his experiences with 
motion picture theaters, and said that 
if the movie houses continued to turn 
the road shows down, the city councils 
of small towns would let the tent shows 
in for almost nothing, and that, if neces- 
sary, the show could play outside of the 
city limits to whip a town into shape 
for outdoor amusements. He said that 
the situation was fast righting itself, and 
an organization like the T. R. M. P. A. 
could open many towns. 

Delmaine said the Southwest Tent 
Managers’ Association lost all interest in 
tent-show matters shortly after it de- 
feated an important bill in the Texas 
Legislature, and he spoke of the new 
measure pending in the Texas Legisla- 
ture, which will mean much harm to the 
tegt-show owners unless they take im- 
mediate concerted action. Delmaine said 
he had written a letter to Ernest Cox, of 
the Texas House of Representatives, 
pointing out what this bill would mean 
to the tent shows, and asking him to 
use his influence against it. 

Delmaine then introduced Frank Gill- 
more, executive secretary of the Actors’ 
Equity Association, who stated that the 
organization had the hearty support of 
Equity. Gillmore spoke of the clause in 
the proposed by-laws and constitution of 
the T. R. M. P. A., which provides that 
all members. of the organization must 
use Equity contracts, and stated that this 
peeviston could be and would be elimi- 
mated if the members saw fit. He said 
Equity had spent considerable money to 
Kiefeat the tent-show bill in Texas,and was 
willing to spend much more to help the 
itent-show managers. He further declared 

hat the purpose of the organization was

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The Legitimate Stage 
In LONDON

LONDON, March 1.—The futility of the 
Theatrical Employers’ Registration Act, 
prophesied from the outset in my letters, 
proved by the bitter experiences of the 
victims of bogus managers thruout the 
country and by theatrical organizations 
who have tried to enforce the act, nas 
at last been publicly advertised in no 
uncertain way. 

Tuesday last the London 
Council unanimously adopted 
mendations from its public control 
committee, which proposed drastic 
amendments of the measure. These 
Proposals demand annual registration, 
the right to cancel or refuse it in case 
of previous offenses under the act or 
in case of personal unsuitability of ap- 
plicants to carry on theatrical business. 
It is also required that the registration 
authorities shall enforce the act instead 
of leaving it as at present to theatrical 
organizations to do so. 

This last is most important, as 
to the home secretary’s intervention 
while the measure was before the House, 
enforcement of the provisions of the 
act was not left to the police or to 
the registering authorities. Instead or- 
ganizations such as the Stage Guild, the 
Variety Artists’ Federation or Actors’ As- 
sociation were apparently supposed to 
undertake at great expenditure of 
trouble and cash what should obviously 
have been a function of the public 
authorities. 

It now becomes clear that the act 
which was destined to protect artists 
from bogus managers has actually pro- 
tected bogus managers from the just 
penalties of their own malpractices. It 
is, in fact, a farce, and a tragic one at 
that, as is shown by the fact that the 
committee acknowledged that it had 
44 cases on its books which it 
could deal with neither by prosecuwon 
nor by the withdrawal of the license. 

Lula Vollmer, whose play Sun-Up was 
presented in London and the provinces 
by Lucille La Verne, is joint author with 
C. G. Dawson Scott of Green Stones. 
Sara Allgood produces this tonight at 
Playroom Six, the little experimental 
theater in New Compton street. 

The Desert Song will probably be pro- 
duced early in April. Meantime Edith 
Day, who is to star in it with Harry 
Welchman as leading man, has been 
holiday making in Cornwall but has re- 
turned to the cast of Rose-Marie, now 
in its last weeks. 

A National Festival of Community 
Drama, organized by the British Drama 
League, has resulted in the Welwyn 
Garden City Players winning the silver 
cup, the first award, which entitles them 
to join in the international contest at 
New York. 

The Royal Academy of Dramatic Art, 
leading London stage training institu- 
tion, has installed a complete system for 
the training of radio performers. A 
micropohone has been set up in one room 
and students are coached before this 
by Lloyd James, one of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation’s pronuncia- 
tion experts, their performance being 
heard and criticized by students in an- 
other roomequippedwithaloud speaker. 

The Stage Guild Ball Wednesday 
proved again one of the social successes 
of the season. Pauline Frederick pre- 
sented the prizes for the best fancy 
dresses, and there were many entertain- 
ing turns interspersed with the dancing, 
in which the American contingent was 
well to the fore. 

Escape will have to be withdrawn at 
the end of this week from the Ambassa- 
dors, as Leon M. Lion is under contract 
to present The Fanatics, by Miles Mal- 
leson. Nicholas Hannen, who has en- 
hanced his already considerable reputa- 
tion by his remarkable performance in 
the Galsworthy piece, will play the lead 
in its successor. 

The good news now comes to han 
that business is steadily improving at 
the Apollo, where The First Year is over 
the 100 mark. 

Two shows presented by English ac- 

tress-manageresses last week promise 
well. Sybil Thorndike had an excellent 
reception in J. B. Fagan’s romantic 
drama of pre-revolutionary Russia, The 
Greater Love, and Gladys Cooper made 
her managerial debut with an excellent 
part in The Letter by Somerset Maug- 
ham.

The production, like Laffin’ Thru, by 
the same firm, has 25 scenes in the firs 
part and 12 scenes in the second part 
for the most part a series of drapes for 
the opening of numbers, bits and spe- 
cialties that are fully worked out in 
full-stage sets of classy, colorful at- 
tractiveness. 


Messrs. Dugan and Erickson are the 
only appellation given on the program 
to the two men who, in all probability, 
are intended to be the comiques. Dugan, 
a juvenile type, with clean face and 
glassless goggles, and Erickson, another 
juvenile type, with a putty nose, painted 
mustache and modified Dutch manner- 
ism, work together thruout the entirs 
presentation, with frequent changes of 
custom-tailored ‘street and comedy 
clothes. Both boys affect the self- 
assured, self-satisfied mannerisms of the 
small-time tab. and stock-house per- 
former, an attitude that becomes ir- 
ritating to circuit-house patrons accus- 
tomed to performers making conscien- 
tious effcrt to please. It may hare been 
due to their affectation of self-satisfac- 
tion and let’s-walk-thru-it mannerism, 
or it may be due to the lines given 
them to deliver, but they seldom regis- 
tered a comedy-making punch and both 
resorted to oft-repeated hells and 
damns, Dugan using 11 hells and 3 
damns and Erickson 13 hells and 3 
damns for no apparent rhyme or reason 
prioryto the burlesque of the Hairy Ape, 
the hells being so frequent that when 
they finally did find logical use for 
them in a burlesque on the Hairy Ape 
in the finale of the second part they 
failed to register, and the same may be 
said of the oft-repeated clapping of 
Straight Sher’s hands two feet distant 
from his objective point in dealing 


blows to the forlorn figures of the 
furnace fireman. 
Personally we are an advocate of 


“double entendre” in burlesque provided 
it is used by capable comiques judi- 
ciously, but the double entendre used 
by these comiques in their bits left 
nothing to the imagination of even the 
few dumb-bells in the audience who 
applauded its suggestiveness. 

Abe Sher was sufficiently aggressive 
in all his scenes to suit anyone, but ev!- 
dently misplaced in the presentation 
outside of his singing and human clari- 
net specialty, in which he distinguishea 
himself admirably. 

Jack Reid, with all the personality 
and pep of former years, offered a con- 
densed version of his “Information Kid” 
comedy, which could have been ex 
panded considerably to the advantage 0! 
the presentation. 


From our personal viewpoint Reid and 
Sher should be teamed up as the 
comiques, for with the aid of a capable 
straight man they could, and in all 
probability would, provide the comed) 
elements now lacking in the presenta- 
tion. 


Whalen, first name unprogramed, 
handled several character bits, including 
a burlesque on Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 
With the masculine principals off stage 
or in the background obliterated the 
presentation took an altogether dif- 
ferent aspect, for the feminine prin- 
cipals and choristers offered a singing 
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and dancing revue type of presentation 
that was exceptionally pleasing. 

The music of Roma Falk, the lyrics 
of James J. Morrison, the dance num- 
bers of Teddy Russell and Billy Koud 
were pleasing in their melody and pic- 
turesque ensembles. 

The feminine principals are strangers 
to us personally, all of contrasting per- 
sonalities, endowed with the talent and 
ability of thoroly seasoned singers and 
dancers, who fully merited the encores 
given their numbers, individually and 
collectively, and the same is applicable 
to the choristers. 


Near-nude costumes were a big feature 
of all the numbers, but it was very 
apparent to all present that House Man- 
ager Raymond’s order to stop the 
shimmy was in full effect, so much so 
that it left T. N. T., the classic dancer, 
at a decided disadvantage. 


Dot Woods, a boyish-bobbed brunet, 
and Ruth Darling, a Dresden doll type, 
with Miss Woods as a male impersona- 
tor, and Miss Darling, a sizzling soubret, 
put over several double singing and 
dancing numbers that fully merited the 
repeated encores given them, and the 
same is applicable to Miss Woods, out of 
her male characterization, as a classy- 
gowned ingenue in a single singing 
specialty. 

Miss Washington, a personally attrag- 
tive blonde with a slender symmetrical 
form in a scintillating, brillianted union 
suit, was an optical feast in her several 
modelesque poses. 


The Misses Beyes and Ryan, one a 
statuesque marcel-waved ingenue, and 
the other a short-statured, vivacious 
soubret, left nothing to be desired in 
their work in scenes and numbers. The 
soubret doubled in a talking, singing 
and dancing specialty with Comique 
Dugan, in which their singing and 
dancing stood out distinctly admirable. 


As a feminine-presented musical, sing- 
ing and dancing revue the Record 
Breakers is all that its title implies.

LONDON, Feb. 26—The sixth con- 
secutive royal show, held Thursday last 
at the Victoria Palace, has come and 
gone, and about $12,500 will go to the 
funds of the V. A. B. F. There are only 
six boxes at the V. P., three of which had 
been converted into one for the royal 
party. Sir Oswald Stoll paid $500 for 
one, Gillespie the like for another, with 
the third going begging, as Sir Alfred 
Butt was content to buy but four stalls 
at 315.75 each. As to the V. P., the na- 
tional advertising it has received could 
not have been bought for $250,000. The 
show ran smoothly, but a real fault was 
the irritating waits between the acts, tho 
but seconds, which showed where the 
“speed” of revue had put the ax in 
vaudeville. 


As regards the sale of the L. T. V. 
(Gulliver) Halls, the effect of this on 
existing contracts as regards cancellation 
can only be felt as from September next, 
on the ordinary contracts, but with Gul- 
liver’s “vellum” contracts, as long as he 
has one hall under the ownership of the 
L. T. V., he must play these “gilt-edged” 
contracts, and, as these all specify the 
Palladium and the Holborn Empire, there 
will be some great difficulty in their dis- 
posal.

The latest Berlin theatrical success. is 
Patriot, a new drama by Alfred Neu- 
mann, at the Lessing Theater. The play 
deals with the intrigues at the Russian 
court under the reign of Czar Paul. 


A film congress will be held at Berlin 
in some six months’ time. There is lit- 
tle probability of concerted action 
against American films being undertaken 
by the European film trade. Germany's 
financial interests are now so bound up 
with America that she will continue in 
friendly relations. German film man- 
ufacturers insist that American produc- 
ers have seen the failure of some of their 
pictures in European capitals and have 
learned such a lesson from it that a boy- 
cott, even if it were possible, is now un- 
necessary.

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REVIEWS OF PROGRAMS

Paramount 
Film: ‘‘Let It Rain’ 


(Paramount) 


A better vehicle for Douglas MacLean 
than the light comedy opus, Let It Rain, 
despite the equivocal title, has not made 
its appearance on Broadway in muny 
moons. The picture is thoroly enter- 
taining from start to finish, and as a 
program film for the average house— 
first or fourth runs—should do excel- 
lent business. 

The marines and the navy, brougnt 
into conflict for comedy purposes in 
M.-G.-M.’s Tell It to the Marines, 
forms the background for the svory, 
which is carried along under the im- 
petus of a pleasing love interest with 
a@ marine and gob, “natural” enemies. 
as the rivals. Wade Boteler is interest- 
ing as the gob and Shirley Mason nign- 
ly enjoyable as the girl in the case. 
Frank Campeau, Jimmy Bradbury, Lin- 
coln Stedman and Lee Shumway are 
among those in the supporting com- 
pany. Incidentally the entire cast is 
topnotch. 

Exhibitors will find Let It Rain good 
insurance against half-filled theaters 
and dissatisfied patrons. Eddie Cline ai- 
rected. 

Gertrude Ederle, channel swimmer, 
making her first appearance in New 
York, since the big swim, heads tne 
supporting program. She appears with 
the assistance of Aileen Riggin and 
Helen Wainwright, diving champions, in 
virtually the same act she did at the 
Hippodrome before world-wide fame 
came her way. The aquatic presenta- 
tion is nicely staged, with Clinton E 
Lake, former manager of the Hippo- 
drome, in an introductory capacity. up- 
on completion of the act, Miss Ederle 
appears downstage to render the usual 
“thank you” speech, which, to say the 
least, spoils certain illusions. A phono- 
graph record would serve the purpose 
as well. 

The new unit is John Murray Ander- 
son’s Stone Age Follies, a title that im- 
plies plenty. The production is staged 
along novel lines, with one setting 
representing the Stone Age Theater and 
another the Jungle, where in a number 
called Fine Feathers, the ladies of that 
day strut their stuff in the gayest of 
plumage. Joseph Spree appears in a 
vocal capacity, but fails to impress 
hearers deeply with his singing. osa 
Marino, another featured member, 
scored decisively when reviewed in the 
most daintily executed toe number seen 
in a long while, and the Stone Age 
acrobats, Collims and Hart (man and 


woman), were a source of considerable 
hilarity in a burlesqued specialty. Lee 
Mattison and Beronyce Branche, in the 
Stone Age adagio, nicely executea; tne 
Six Americana Chicas in a “pony” bal- 
let, and Mazette and Lewis, whirlwind 
dancers, are other specialties. Cecilia 
Hines, Ruth Cunliffe, Hazel Mac- 
Kechnie, Mae Kennedy, Alice Cunliffe 
and Mabel Clemence are the Stone Age 
showsgirls. 

A Music Master Series “short” of 
Georges Bizet, composer of Carmen and 
other works, and Jesse Crawford at the 
organ, rounds out the pretentious pro- 
gram. This week Mrs. Jesse Crawford 
made her first appearance here, playing 
a few jazz numbers on the big con- 
sole, with hubby accompanying on a 
small keyboard attachment. It was all 
rather intimate. 


Rialto 
Film: ‘Metropolis’ 
(Ufa-P.icamount) 

The most pretentious of film produc- 
tions ever made in this country or 
brought here pale into insignificance 
alongside Ufa’s Metropolis, made in Ger- 
many more than a year ago. Simply 
titantic in structure and undertaking, 
with 37,000 extras employed in some of 
the scenes, it eclipses anything ever 
dreamt of in the wildest aberrations of 
the creative mind. Ufa alone was equal 
to the task. The sets, costing thousands 
of dollars, are so extravagantly colossal 
they fairly stun one. 

It is said the picture cost $1,500,000 
to produce. Doubtless, this is true. 
Originally it was in 20 reels, but for 
showing in this country was cut to 10, 
still leaving it interminably iong. The 
cutting and editing, a gigantic task in 
itself, was done here and has been 
achieved without ostensible injury to 
the continuity or story. 

Technically, Metropolis is a master- 
Piece. The camera trickery, unique 
“shots” and photographic skill of tne 
German school, feebly emulated here 
since Ufa'’s Variety came upon the 
scene, are as vital a part of the film 
as its Brobdingnagian settings and 
properties. In fact, there is so mucn otf 
the ingenious camera skill that it sur- 
feits rather than satisfies by an over- 
dose of trickery and theatricalism. The 
average person indubitably will get tne 
impression that there is too much in 
the picture fundamentally for the crea- 
tion of effect. 

Metropolis is based on a story by the 
director’s wife, Thea von Harbou, and is 
not unlike the Capek play of a few 
seasons back, R. U. R., which, hypo- 
thetically, attempted to show, with 
capital and labor the underlying issue, 
what might happen years hence when

NEW COLORS 


Margaret Hayden Rorke, managing di- 
rector of the Textile Color Card Asso- 
ciation of the United States, Inc., an- 
nounces the spring colors which are to 
be infallibly fashionable: 

The fashionable spring colors are 
blues, beiges, grays, greens, rose and red 
shades and mauve and violet tones com- 
bined, black and white. 

The modish sport colors names by Mrs. 
Rorke are rose, yellow-orange, red, pale 
beige and natural kasha, as well as such 
delicate hues as those named hereinafter 
as evening shades, .ncluding black and 
white combined. 

The millinery and garment colors with 
the exception of navy are the following 
colors in light and middle values. for 
instance, beige may be in rose or cream 
tints of natural kasha tones; grays in 
clear, soft and warm tones which are 
light in value; greens which are yellow, 
blue and gray in cast, of light and mid- 
dle values; rose and reds in light and 
middle values; mauve, violet shades in 
light and middle values. 

With navy, green and  0beige one 
should wear shoes in shell or stone 
gray, rose blush, Spanish raisin, Stroller 
tan, Hampstead brown or the natural 
reptile colors in gray, putty, beige, tan 
and brown shades. With the reds, prac- 
tically the same, with brown and tan 
excepted. With the mauve and violet 
tones, pastel parchment, shell gray, stone, 
rose blue, natural reptile in pale beige 
and gray tones; with black and white 
combined or all black, black with col- 
ored trimmings for daytime wear and 
with gold and silver trimmings for eve- 
ning wear. 

Mrs. Rorke suggests such artistic color 
ensembles as a blue gown, gray and 
violet in cast, steel gray shoes and 
moonlight gray hosiery. With the rosy 
beige tomes she advises pastel parch- 
ment shoes and pearlblush or sand- 
blush hosiery. Sandblush is a mauvish 
tan. Spanish raisin shoes are suggested 
with a gray costume. Stone, rosebush 
and pastel parchment shoes are sug- 
gested for gowns of the rose shades, 
with hosiery of flesh, pink, atmosphere 
or peariblush. 

With such evening colors as white, 
cream, flesh, pink, blue, yellow, green 
orchid and gray, slippers of the follow- 
ing colors are suggested: Nacre or opal- 
escent kid, silver and gold kid, metal 
brocade in silver, gold and polychrome 
effects. Satin and kid in pastel and 
brilliant shades to match or to contrast 
with the gown. 

Plain black with colored trimmings is 
designated for daytime wear and plain 
black with gold and silver trimmings is 
designated for evening wear. 


Fashion Tidbits 


A dressy black “crepe satin suit has 
an overblouse of gay printed chiffon, 
with silver thread embroidery. The coat 
is finger-tip length, banded with three 
tiers of the crepe used on the reverse 
side.

Sleeves are very different this season, 
too.

genuine. Houdini called her a fraud. 
The codicil against the society was made 
May 6, 1925, and reads: 


“I, Harry Houdini, hereby wish to can- 
cel the codicil giving my spiritualistic 
library to the American Society for 
Psychical Research. The entire collection 
is to go with my magical library to the 
Congressional Library at Washington.” 


“Houdini took the stand that as long 
as Mr. Bird was connected with the so- 
ciety the society was not going to get 
any of the Houdini library,” it was ex- 
plained last night by Bernard M. L. 
Ernst, one of the magician’s attorneys 
and president of the Society of American 
Magicians. 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
Declares ‘“‘Margery’’ Genuine 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle has come 
publicly to the defense of Mrs. L. R. G. 
Crandon, better known as “Margery”, 
the medium, about the authenticity of 
whose phenomena so much controversy 
has raged. The most recent expose of 
“Margery”, by Dr. and Mrs. J. B. Rhine, 
is branded by the British author and 
spiritualist as “colossal impertinence”. 


Not only does he denounce the conclu- 
sions of the Rhines but he affirms his 
own belief in “Margery” and pays trib- 
ute to her and to her husband for 
patient pioneering. 


Recounting how he once experimented 
with the grandsons in his own apart- 
ment in London, Sir Arthur writes: 


“We certainly had phenomena and I 
have no doubt that they are genuine 
ones. . It was largely my advice 
which led to Dr. Crandon laying the 
remarkable pyschic powers of his wife 
before the public for the unselfish pur- 
pose of broadening our knowledge. Had 
I forseen the stupidity and malignancy 
which he was destined to encounter I 
should have hesitated to urge him on.” 


“Do I exaggerate when I use the words 
“colossal impertinence"? 


“The validity of the Crandon phe- 
nomena does not depend merely upon 
the testimony of the spectators, how- 
ever weighty that may be. It depends 
upon the whole series being in exact 
correspondence with those other results 
which have been obtained under similar 
conditions in various American and 
European circles of research.”

believe of Miss Akin, but that the con- 
struction of the play should be so very 
bad is even more surprising. 

In groups of twos and threes the 
characters, most of them merely pup- 
pets, are shot on and off stage without 
rhyme or reason for disconnected scenes 
of most private nature in a locale no 
more public than the main lounge of a 
French gambling casino. Logic and 
credibility are further dispelled by inex- 
pert stage direction and considerable 
display of bad acting. The cast, of 
course, cannot be held strictly to 
account for the latter, considering what 
it has to work with. 

One excellent performance stands out 
in Miriam Hopkins’ portrayal of the 
fluffy-haired Zelda whom Lord Eria 
finds enticing enough to cause him to 
ask a divorce from his own wife, only 
to find that his new-found love is not 
the thorobred he thought her. Miss 
Hopkins finds the most subtle char- 
acterization in the part and her quiet 
disclosure of the girl’s streaks of weak- 
ness and emptiness is achieved with the 
greatest of-artistry. As the woman in 
scarlet, really Zelda’s mother but posing 
as her aunt for illicit purposes with an 
uncouth American millionaire, Helen 
Ware clubs her role with all the ola 
tricks of a villainess in the days of 10- 
20-30 melodrama and falls just short of 
being ludicrous. Charles Henderson also 
deals with a heavy hand the vaudeville 
histrionics of the millionatre and further 
staginess taints the very English per- 
formances of David Hawthorne and 
Percy Ames, who should realize the dire 
necessity of restraint in such rolés. 
Roberta Beatty is attractive in the 
various wardrobes she is given to wear 
and reads her slim role of the disap- 
pointed wife with as convincing an 
effect as is possible. Adelaide Fitzallen 
is acceptable in the part of the sym- 
pathetic friend but is unable to make 
it more than a stuffed image. In a small 
assignment Ullrich Haupt plays the 
traditional suave Frenchman, and the 
rest of the company, furnishing atmos- 
phere, apparently follow the ill-advised 
wishes of the director. The single ‘set- 
ting at least supplies the necessary 
entrances and exits required and is 
pleasant enough to the eye, tho it hardly 
suggests a Casino of the importance 
described.

The third bill of four one-act plays as 
presented by the American Grand Guig- 
nol cannot compare with the previous 
one, largely thru choice of material, and, 
at best, only two of the plays hold any- 
thing worth while. In fact, the most 
enjoyable piece of the evening is a group 
of songs offered by Helen Morgan, here- 


tofore of Americana, George White's 
Scandals and vaudeville, who makes her 
first appearance as a dramatic actress 
in one of the plays. 

According to an explanatory program 
note the Guignol was organized to spe- 
cialize in horror plays, a copy of a 
Similiar theatrical institution in Paris. 
The current bill would indicate that the 
group is getting away from its original 
intent and is going in for the more 
sophisticated drama to make a play for 
the so-called intelligentsia. The change 
is bringing with it a consequent detri- 
mental effect on the Guignol as a pro- 
ducing group. Two of the plays on the 
current fare are screeching with over- 
intelligentsia, and the effort to be wise 
and sophisticated is so evident and 
Strained that it is painful. 

We’re All in the Gutter, by Elfrida and 
Clarence Derwent, has its inspiration in 
@ lovely poetical thought of Oscar 
Wilde’s. The attempt to interpret that 
thought in terms of the theater is com- 
pletely lost in a continuous flov’ of 
empty, childish lines that get nowhere. 
The piece is delightfully set but played 
in only a mediocre fashion. Denis 
Gurney does the best work. 

A Minuet, by Louis N. Parker, is a 
gem in verse. It is a clear, lovely and 
subtle bit, beautifully played by Georges 
Renavent and Neleh Nagrom (which is 
Helen Morgan spelled backwards). Miss 
Morgan has a most ingratiating per- 
sonality, always evident in her work as 
a revue actress and equally so in this 
first dramatic appearance. 

Casualities, by Martin Flavin, is the 
best and most typically Guignol piece 
on the bill. Stark tragedy, it is a force- 
ful, thoughtful and terrifying theme, 
convincingly written and equally well 
played. Barton Hepburn does the best 
piece of acting on the program and is 
ably supported by Mary Blair and Owen 
Cunningham. 

It is a terrific drop from Arthur 
Caesar's Napoleon's Barber, as done on 
the previous bill and undoubtedly the 
finest thing yet done by this group, to 
his The Maker of Images on the present 
list. In endeavoring to be subtle and 
smart, Caesar has shrouded the mere 
thread of plot in means of high sound- 
ing phrases and philosophic epigrams 
that do nothing more than impress the 
listener with the fact that it is the work 
of a man who is straining every effort to 
be wiser than it is wise for him to be. 
It is altogether a shapeless and hopeless 
bit with little or nothing to recommend 
it either as a literary or theatrica1 
medium. Denis Gurney, Henry Gurvey 
and David Belbridge are the most effec- 
tive players. George Tawde is a little too 
theatrical. 

Cleon Throckmorton’s settings are 
beautifully done and aptly fit the 
various plays. They form one of the 
most pleasant features of the evening.

In adding an American play to their 
repertoire Eva Le Gallienne and her 
Civic Repertory group have not made 
too happy a choice in Susan Glaspell’s 


Inheritors. To be sure the piece is in- 
telligently written and carries a wide- 
Sweeping, forceful and pungent theme, 
but in attempting to express herself in 
terms of the theater Miss Glaspell has 
dipped too deeply into preachy, repeti- 
tious dialogue that becomes droning 
and monotonous before the play is 
three-quarters over. One comes to look 
for a big climactic scene which never 
arrives; in fact, never gets beyond the 
point of idealistic talk and philosophiz- 
ing. 

All this does not necessarily mean 
that Miss Glaspell’s work is a poor and 
unimportant one. It reaches points of 
brilliance and forcefulness, but in the 
endeavor to impress with the force of 
her theme she has become lost in 4 
maze of talk. The evening is spent in 
explaining rather than in doing. A 
fine play might have been written with 
the material at hand, but much of the 
meat and power has been lost in the 
abstract treatment it has been given. 

The play gets off to a beautiful svurt 
in the first act—easily the best of the 
three. In it Miss Glaspell has set tne 
roots of her theme with a subtle clarity 
and a tinge of quaintness that becomes 
the more outstanding in comparison to 
the two disappointing acts that follow. 
The opening scene is also beautifully 
played by Leona Roberts, Robert F. Ross 
and Egon Brecher—the first of the trio 
giving an altogether delightful bit of 
characterization that stood out clearly 
as the truest in the play. As the story 
of Inheritors swings from the day when 
the dream of a college was only in tne 
mind of Silas Morton, to the second 
act when it is a reality—it becomes 
woefully weakened. 

The theme of the play is ciear 
enough; in fact, it is so clear that when 
the key situation, wherein Madeline 
Morton, granddaughter of the college's 
founder, gets mixed up with the police 
in a tussle over the arrest of two radi- 
cal Hindu students, is planted in the 
second act, one knows in an instant 
just what she is going to do and why— 
and it is no secret in saying that sne 
does just the expected. There is so 
much talk and discussion about wnat 
she will do that only a deaf man could 
fail to decide what the outcome wouli 
be. Josephine Hutchinson, as_ the 
granddaughter, gives a sympathetic and 
moving performance that serves to fur- 
ther strengthen the delightful work she 
did in The Cradle Song with the sume 
company. 

Alan Birmingham, so the program 
says, was ‘injected into the part of 
Felix Fejevary, president of the college 
board, after only three days of rehears- 
ing. He does as well as any one could 
in that space of time, but several times 
tripped on his lines. A little more 
familiarity with the part and he will 
fit the role admirably. Miss Le Gal- 
lienne, in a not too heavy role, gives 
her usual fine and studied performance. 
Sayre Crawley, as the idealistic, truth- 
loving professor, does well with his part, 
but could make himself doubly effective 
if he would take a little more care with 
his articulation. The balance of the 
minor cheracters were well chosen. 

All the productions at the Civic Rep- 
ertory Theater are intelligently directed 
and set and /nheritors is no exception. 
Miss Le Gallienne has done well with 
the staging and will undoubtedly do 
more in the way of speeding it up and 
putting a little more punch into it. G

Restaged “Vanities” 
Abounds in Comedy 


NEW YORK, March 12. — Since the 
exodus of the Charlot contingent from 
the sixth edition of the Vanities, bari 
Carroll has gradually been strengthen- 
ing his show until now it is by far the 
funniest revue in town. It abounds in 
the sort of comedy, the slapstick, horse- 
play and gag variety, that patrons ot! 
this form of entertainment like best— 
and it is achieved without resorting to 
smut. 

Aside from its distinction in provok- 
ing plenty of genuine laughter, the pro- 
duction continues as a better-than-aver- 
age spectacle of beauty (not nude) wit. 
the ensemble scenes little changea from 
the opening, but now spotted and in- 
terspersed with the specialties and 
sketches to best possible effect of all the 
material, running with admirapic 
smoothness in a performance that does 
great credit to the Carroll staging. 

Cast changes bring back the ever 
glorious Dorothy Knapp, who has ap- 
parently been doing something more 
than just resting during her two 
months’ vacation. Her work in the

sketches shows marked improvement 
and she surprises her admirers by siug- 
ing and dancing two numbers. Her 
voice is light but not unpleasant and 
it may yet be developed into a real 
asset. The dancing, too, warrants en- 
couragement. Miss Knapp does less 
yosing in this edition than ever pelore 
and her ambition to be a featured prin- 
cipal on merits other than her beauty 
is most commendable. 

Other additions to the company in- 
clude Johnny Dooley, Harry Welch, Ir- 
ving Edwards, Max Cooper, Roy Redel‘o 
and a number of chorus girls. Frankly, 
Dooley is a disappointment. In some 
of the sketches he fall absolutely flat 
and in others his performance is sat:s- 
factory, but no better than could be 
scored by any one of half a dozen tesser 
lights. The fault is not entirely his, 
however. He is a comedian whose 1ute 
is burlesque action, not the reading of 
lines and the pulling of gags. In play- 
ing roles, he takes himself seriously 
and endeavors to go in for legitimate 
characterization. Development ailung 
this line (and he shows promise in it) 
is not to be discouraged from his per- 
sonal standpoint of eventual gain, but 
it is not what is expected of him by 
revue audiences who look to him for 
out-and-out “wows”. He scores as he 
should in just one sketch, On the Job, 
a paper-hanger burlesque that is one of 
the most riotous and funniest bits of 
slapstick on Broadway. This skit is 
one of the new ones. Another is the 
burlesque satire on Chicago, in which 
Dooley does good work but is far sur- 
passed by the irrepressible Julius ‘lan- 
nen. Dooley’s Living on Air, with Dor- 
othy Knapp, is novel, but dull. Rhu- 
barb may be described in the same way 
and could be cut. 

Harry Welch stands out as the best 
of the comedians added. He does not 
miss a single laugh in his portrayal of 
the comic waiter in The Brass Rail, an- 
other new and excruciatingly funny 
sketch, along familiar lines but sure- 
fire. 


Atmospheric and The Grand Guignol, 
Chariot material held over and collo- 
quialized, are still two of the cleverest 
scenes in the show and are far better 
with the interpolated American gags and 
cast. George Moran and the languid 
Charles Mack continue to be supreme, 
their drolleries just as amusing as ever. 
Julius Tannen pulls a few new ones and 
puts the old ones across to just as big 
results as when they were new. He al- 
so scores mightily in several of the 
sketches, which he participates in more 
extensively than heretofore. Max Coop- 
er, just added, aids materially in a num- 
ber of the comedy scenes, and Roy 
Redello, another newcomer, is a good 
support. Irving Edwards, the remaining 
successor of the Charlot group, is a sat- 
isfactory straight man itn the sketches 
and also helps. out in the song and 
dance line, exhibiting some original and 
novel steps, particularly in the Hugs and 
Kisses number. 


Among those whom Carroll has re- 
cently raised to the position of princi- 
pals, Dorothy Croyle stands out with 
her charm and personality, topped with 
exquisite auburn-haired beauty, and 
gives promise of becoming a musical 
comedy lead within a short time. She 
plays in the skits, sings, dances and 
makes a particular hit with the Ala- 
bama Stomp. Kay Spangler is given 
more than her share of opportunities, 
considering the amount of other talent, 
but bears out Carroll's confidence in 
her as a feature dancer. Marjorie Whit- 
ney, Vivian Carmody,’ Doreen Glover, 
Florence Ward, Phyllis Loft, Frances 
Norton, Charles Kaley and Bebe Stan- 
ton also make good, and Norman Fres- 
cott is the same reliable feeder that 
he always has been. The Foster Girls 
and the Vanity Girls carry on with 
the good work that they have been do- 
ing, and the decorative features are as 
Celightful as ever.

Naturally, the theatrical press agent 
is the dean of his class, since for ages 
the coy practitioners of the rite of act- 
ing have felt it advisable to have their 
mames appear in the public prints. 

None too occasionally the efforts of 
these theatrical press agents go astray. 
As, which was for instance, one press 
agent who had been a city hall 
reporter in days past had a friend- 
ship with a city chemist, which, in 
times of need, he imposed upon to ob- 
tain a certificate that the candy sent 
to Tessie Twinkletoes was really poi- 
soned. 


It is when the press agent leaves the 
imaginative realm of the theater and 
becomes a publicity director that news- 
papers look on him with some suspi- 
cion. And well they may, for the two 
chief purposes of a publicity director 
are not calculated to make the press 
love him. He must, in some instances, 
try to keep out of print stories, or de- 
tails of stories, which would be distaste- 
ful to his employers, or clients, if they 
got into the headlines. At other times 
he must bend his ingenuity to get into 
the news columns matter which should 
appear as advertising—and which, inci- 
dentally, should be paid for as adver- 
tising—N. Y. Evening Post.

The popular 
Broadway actress has three of her for- 
mer associates in this sketch, a con- 
densed version of The Mud Turtle—as 
per billing—being the scene wherein 
Lem Tustine returns from the Minne- 
apolis wheat market and brings his sur- 
prise bride. The meeting of the sullen.

season are forgotten. 

A new deal is coming around—new 
hopes, new determinations. 

As usual, certain advance agents are 
’ complaining that it is going to be hard 
‘to get any independent dates for car- 

nivals this year. 

And, likewise as usual, the answer is 
Mthat it all depends upon the shows. 
The indications are that 1927 is going 
to be a good season for the good shows, 
land a bad season for the bad ones. 
| Even this, however, is partly eon- 
i ditional. 
' If there are too many bad shows they 
will cut in on the prospects of the good 
1 ones. 
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Opposition is stronger this year—and 
will continue to get stronger still. 

This shouldn’t be, but it is, and there 

gy are.

The most effective way to combat 
such activities is by not giving the op- 
position forces any ammunition. 

Outdoor showmen are pretty well 
agreed upon the causes for most of their 
troubles. 

They also agree that the causes could 
be—and should be—removed. 

But nobody will take the first step 
toward removing them. 

Everyone talks organization—at the 
same time contending that organization 
is impossible. 

Why waste time on an impossibility— 
assuming, mind you, that it is an im- 
possibility ? 

It is too late now to discuss organi- 
zation for this season, but some of the 
benefits of organization can be had, even 
without the existence of a duly con- 
Stituted body. 

All that is necessary is for individual 
shows to do business and conduct them- 
selves as tho they were answerable for 
their actions and subject to penalties for 
any digressions. 

Play square, insist on straight busi- 
ness dealings with city officials, and 
carry your case before the people. 

In the carnival field there is a grow- 
ing belief that a new era is in sight for 
this class of amusement. 

The charging of a 10-cent gate, fram- 
ing shows so that they can play three- 
day and two-day stands, and giving 
more attention to local promotion, with 
local.tieups of some kind, are among 
the departures mentioned. 

Elimination of all features which give 
rise to objections from any quarter— 
whether the objections are justified or 
not—also is regarded as a judicious 
move, 

The point is, if the carnival, as it is 
now built, will eventually bring about 


its own doom, the wise thing to do, in 


order to save the carnival as an institu- 
tion, is to frame all shows so that no 
reasonable person can object to them. 

This move is not to be regarded as 
an experiment or an innovation, but as 
a business necessity. 

Just what to do, and how to go about 
it, is something that each show owner 
will have to study out for himself—and 
this season is the time to do it. 

There is nothing to be alarmed over. 

Every business must have its little re- 
arranging now and then, and 1927 is as 
good a time as any for the carnival to 
reshape itself. 

Industrial conditions are favorable, 
with a moderate increase in steel ac- 
tivity, a fair level of building contracts, 
and sustained automobile production 
and sales. 

So proceed with confidence, bearing 
in mind John T. Wortham’s motto: 
You must take a little of the worst in 
order to get the bset. 


Blue Law Agitation 


Altho blue-law activity is spreading, 
advocates of no amusements on Sun- 
day are fast losing in influence. 

Sponsored by an almost exclusively 
religious element, which is obviously 
motivated by a desire to make church- 
going mandatory, the agitation is de- 
feating its own purpose. 

A Texas legislator, a preacher, argu- 
ing 


that “the peopl 


against Sunday amusements, said 


have to work six day ; 
a week and when Sunday comes around 


if they have a chance to go to a show 
they will go.” 

The attitude revealed by this state- 
ment clearly indicates that blue laws are 
contrary to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

Imagine a lawmaker arguing for the 
enactment of a measure for the ad- 
mitted reason that the people do not 
wish it! 

It is almost as good as the activity of 
the movies interests, which promote ways 
of shutting out traveling amusements 
because their moving picture patrons 
want some other kind of entertainment 
once in a while. 

Yet this is supposed to be a free 
country! 


Courtesy in the Trade 


A good deal has been said about 
courtesy on the part of ticket sellers, 
ushers and other house attaches. 

As a means of creating goodwill 
among the public there is no better 
method. 

The personal solicitude frequently is 
remembered long after the nature and 
quality of the performance have been 
forgotten. 

There is another kind of courtesy in 
the theater about which not so much 
has been said or done. 

It pertains to the relations between 
theater managers and the performers 
who play their houses. 

Every now and then The Billboard 
receives a letter from some show man- 
ager or actor who desires to commend 


a certain theater manager for his 
courteous treatment. 
The inference—and sometimes it 


takes the form of a direct statement— 
is that house managers, as a rule, are 
not as courteous as they might be to- 
ward visiting attractions. 

Why should such conditions exist? 

The same principle that makes it ad- 
visable for theaters to cultivate pat- 
ronage thru courtesy to the public can 
be applied with profitable results by 
inspiring a more co-operative spirit and 
better performances thru a little cour- 
tesy to shows and performers. 

Courtesy, like charity, should begin 


at home. 


Minstrelsy Is Hit 

The spurt made by minstrelsy at the 
beginning of the season did not get 
very far. 

Between one thing and another — 
partly because of the depressed cotton 
situation in the South, but mostly due 
to the fact that theaters in the good 
stands are gradually being tied up by 
the ffm interests—-the burnt-cork 
troupes have been rather hard hit. 

Nevertheless they have managed to 
pay regularly and keep going just the 
same. 

McIntyre and Heath, veteran 11:45 
boys, who are now favoring vaudeville, 
declare that the movies and the girl 
revues are bringing about the doom of 
the old-time minstrel companies, and 
by coincidence it happens that J. A. 
Coburn, whose popular aggregation is 
on its 30th annual tour, writes: “I’ve 
tried everything I know and there is 
no such ‘anamile’ as Percy Verence can 
get a dime in show business except 
George E, Wintz and his dolls.”

According to collected expressions on 
the subject, playgoers on the road do 
not protest so much at not being given 
original Broadway casts, but they do 
resent the “original Broadway cast” 
label on plays that are not entitled to it. 
In other words, it’s purely a matter of 
honesty. 


Paris and Berlin are beginning to 
forget the war and politics,and are paving 
the way for an exchange of dramatic 
companies. The road theaters in this

And 
the New York producer is catering to 
If he does not believe that, 
let him take his production away from 
his litthe handful of patrons and try 
to keep it going on the road, where the 
bulk of our population lives. It is safe 
to predict that he would soon find out 
hat some hundred million people 
think of him and his product. 
ps a reliable clipping bureau could 
ive him the information and thus save 
im a loss in trying to exploit a ques- 
tionable play. And surely if he has 
been given to salacious production it 
has alres idy been pounded home to him 
that there is little demand for his prod- 
uct after the Broadway run was over. 
Reasoned judgment has but little re- 
gard for the stand some of these man- 
agers take when they accuse the public 
of themselves for the filth on 
Anyone could offer a similar 
excuse for promoting crime or licentious- 
ness of any kind. The hold-up artist

“Pickwick’’—The Perfect Play 


EDITOR'S NOTE—Sam J. Banks, “the 
poet of the circus”, witnessed a perform- 
ance of the new comedy, “Pickwick”, at 
the Walnut Street Theater, Philadelphia, 
the other day and immediately thereafter 
wrote a letter to its producer, Frank C. 
Reilly. Instead of briefly generalizing 
‘Pickwick’ is w great play,” Mr Banks 
wrote a fitting letter of appreciation. It 
is a delightfully whimsical letter such as 
Charles Lamb used to pen about the plays 
and players he saw in London in the days 
of long ago. Inasmuch as this play is 
being widely discussed and is attracting 
scores of the leading dramatic critics and 
literary lights of the country from New 
York, Boston and elsewhere to Philadel- 
phia, where it is having an indefinite 
run, The Billboard herewith reprints Mr. 
Banks’ letter: 

Philadelphia, February 23, 1927. 
Mr. Frank C. Reilly, 
Producer of Pickwick,The Perfect Play, 

Walnut Street Theater, Philadelphia. 
My Dear Mr. Reilly: 

The next best thing to having lived 
and moved and had one’s being in 
Merrie England, in the leisurely days 
which beloved Charles Dickens so de- 
lightfully delineates in his inimitable 
Pickwick Papers, is to read this color- 
ful, characterful book; the next best 
thing to reading the two volumes is to 
see your incomparable stage production, 
Pickwick. 

Thruout the eight marvelous and per- 
fect scenes of the comedy I sat as in a 
dream—spellbound. 1 realized I was in 
the orchestra circle of the Walnut Street 
Theater, Philadelphia; yet I seemed to 
be living far away and long ago; I seemed 
to have traveled a great distance back 
along the Road to Yesterday. 

Once in a while we see, in real life, 
even in our own America, a bizarre, 
picturesque or grotesque man or wom- 
an. And the first thing we think of 
saying at such a time is “How like a 
character from Dickens.” And what a 
fine tribute we pay to Dickens when 
we say a thing like that. 

But here is a play in which you and 
Cosmo Hamilton have actually torn 
whole pages from the Dickens story; 
taken the characters, the scenery, tne 
lines, the costumes and given them to 
us exactly as they are! You've taken 
Dickens’ men by the coat collars, his 
women by the arms and marched them 
out of the book and right upon tne 
stage to tarry with us for a time and 
make us all the happier. And I rather 
think these selfsame characters are im- 
mensely pleased to be liberated from 
betwixt the covers of their book abode, 
even tho but temporarily, and rub el- 
bows with us. 


The other morning while I was mean- 
dering past the Walnut Street Theater 
I came upon a slender young teow 
who was inspecting a trunk on the 
walk near the stage entrance. He wore 
a black-cloth overcoat, with a fur col- 
lar; a soft hat, tilted, and spats. He 
was typically theatrical, but not af- 
fectedly so; it was his way, his busi- 
ness, his vocation, his profession, his 
life. 

“Pardon me,” I said, “but are you with 
the Pickwick Company?” 

“Yes,” he replied. 

Then I introduced myself—for, as you 
know, I have been in various brancnes 
of show business since boyhood—and 
we conversed for five minutes. 

“You play Jingle, don’t you?” I ven- 
tured. 

“Yes.” he answered. 

I was not surprised; I knew Jingle the 
minute I laid eyes on him—and tnat 
was before I attended the play, you 
know; the man couldn't have been any- 
body else. 

Jingle told me how painstakingly you 
have worked for years in perfecting the 
production of Pickwick. 

Mr. Reilly, I congratulate you! And I 
envy you the infinite joy you must have 
derived from such a labor of love. I 
say labor, and yet I know that, no mat- 
ter how trying or hard the work may 
have been at times, it was really play— 
pure, unadulterated play. 

Jingle said that you had brought the 
entire company, save two, from England 
—in fact, that he was himself from there. 
Whereupon we talked of England, for I 
am in love with it, and many of my 
ancestors came from Devonshire. 


It was all very well for Jingle to have 
told me that you had brought your en- 
tire cast, except two, from England, and 
that he was himself from there. And 
you may corroborate him, but you can't 
either of you fool me; I know these 
men and women you are presenting on 
the stage, and I'll tell you to your face 
they are not from England. Perhaps 
I'd better qualify that assertion and Say, 
at least they are not mortals from the 
England of today, but from an England 
of yesterday—yes, from an England of 
a hundred yesterdays. But let me tell 
you something: at the tast analysis they 
are not mortals at all; they are im- 
mortals. 


They are not merely men and women 


like unto the characters Dickens so 
charmingly wrote about and Cruik- 
shank so cleverly sketched; they are

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N THE elephant’s heart there 
IJ can surely be no other ambition 

than the humble one of proud 
humility. Yet at least two of his 
species have won fame, and neither 
marble nor the gilded monuments of 
princes will outlive their memorials 
which consist simply of their own 
bones. 

One of these elephants was Chu- 
nee, the other Jumbo. The skeleton 
of the first has a place of honor in 
the museum of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, Lincoln’s Inn Fields, Lon- 
don. That of the second is in the 
natural history ‘museum of Tufts 
College, America, which has the ele- 
phant’s head for its emblem. But 
tho similarly respected after death, 
they were very dissimilarly treated 
in life. Jumbo was the pet of the 
world’s doting folly, Chunee the vic- 
tim of its ignorant cruelty. 

Nearly all elephants in the annals 
of showmanship were docile crea- 
tures and therefore unknown to 
fame. Chunee and Jumbo were only 
tame as a rule, and it is their sup- 
posed tendency to must, more than 
their exceptional size, which started 
them on the road to celebrity. Per- 
haps the name of Chunee may sound 
unfamiliar to modern ears even tho 
Arnold Bennett borrowed the de- 
tails of his death to supply a vivid] 
realistic incident in “The Old Wivs 
Tale’. Anyhow Chunee created sucl 
a stir in his own lifetime that to 
declare you have never heard of him 
would be a confession of ignorance. 
“The Life, Death and Dissection of 
the Largest Elephant Ever Known in 
This Country”, published 1826, is the 
most authoritative of his biographie 
The author, who describes himself 
as “a person deprived of one‘farm”, 
was John Tuylor, Chunee’s keeper. 
He states that his charge was 
brought to England in 1810. 

About this time the managers of 
Covent Garden Theater, desiring a 
new sensation for “Harlequin and 
Padmanaba”, their Christmas pan- 
tomime, hired him and for 40 nights he 
shared with Grimaldi the triumphs 
of pantomime. Then he “evinced 
symptoms of anger’, and was sent 
to the menagerie at Exeter ’Change 
in the Strand. Judging by the con- 
dition of his tusks after death, the 
poor beast had suffered for years 
from toothache on a scale which 
suggests the giraffe’s proverbial 
sore throat. Pain would probably 
account for all poor Chunee’s mis- 
behavior, but in his life this was 
supposed to be due to a thwarted 
desire for a wild jaunt in the jungle. 
He was always, even at his death, 
fond of his keepers tho they were 
not often so disposed towards him. 

The first was Copps, later keeper 
of the wild beasts at the Tower, 
whose fault was simply that his at- 
tentions were not as unceasing as 
an elephant expects. One day he 
entered the cage while wearing a 
new suit. Not being recognized, he 
was pushed against a wall and a tusk 
went each side of his body. Cross, 
the new proprietor of the menagerie, 
rushed to the rescue with a pike, 
and by thus engaging Chunee’s an- 
ger—probably due to _ fright—en- 
abled the injured keeper to crawl 
away and resign his job to Dyer, 
who seems to be the villain of the 
piece. 

In a school-girlish spirit, Chunee 
decided to play a prank upon the 
newcomer. Raising himself on his 
hind legs and supporting himself 
ogainst the partition with his tusks 
he put his head over his cage, seized 
Dyer’s ‘clothes from the _ trainer’s 
sleeping box with his trunk, tore 
them to pieces and ate them. For 
this he was brutally punished with 
a spear. Unable to rest in his nar- 
cw cage, Chunee thought of more 


~ 


mischief. This time he again got on 
his hind legs and pulling down the 
ceiling, covered himself with plaster. 
Once more he was punished terribly. 
Taylor, who had been called in as 
assistant keeper, now advised kind- 
ness, which was tried for a time. 
Then Dyer, ignoring the fate of 
Copps, came on duty one morning in 
a fancy costume he had worn at a 
masquerade, and had his nose laid 
open. Once again Chunee was pun- 
ished, but Dyer retired and Taylor 
became the occupant of the box be- 
side the den. 

Evidently Chunee could not resist 
the temptation to play tricks on 
newcomers. One night Taylor awoke 
shivering to find his clothes and the 
bed clothes .gone; looking between 
the bars, he saw all the missing 
things on top of the elephant’s head. 
Allowing full time for the joke to 
be thoroly enjoyed, Chunee permitted 
her keeper to regain his blankets and 
sleep. 


strychnine, disguised as_ dainties, 
the Exchange beneath was cleared 
and the gates locked. Still Chunee, 
a red light (so they said) in his 
eyes, battered and rammed. Cross 
waa in a panic. “Rifles! Rifles!” 
he shouted and hundreds of voices 
took up the cry. The sentry at 
Somerset House was implored to 
come, but refused. The corporal, 
however, presently marched his 
guard to the attack. Friends ran 
hither and thither, fetching pikes, a 
saber and a poker. Others ran to 
the gunsmith’s in Holborn. Cross 
himself burst in upon Joshua Brooke, 
lecturer on anatomy, and scandalized 
his pupils by begging him to attend 
an execution as expert adviser. 
While the keepers stood under arms, 
listening to instructions concerning 
how best to retreat, cords were 
passed around the bars which had 
been weakened. 

Here we may pause to question 
the evidence. Everybody agreed aft-

T LENGTH Taylor left. The 

next keeper, a German named 

Tietjen, was caught against 
the wall when Chunee was turning 
round, and killed. Chunee accepted 
a carrot from the coroner’s jury, and 
the verdict was “accidental death”. 
Cartmell, the next, resembled his 
charge in that both were too fright- 
ened to be gentle. When Taylor, 
paying for admittance, next entered 
the menagerie, “the poor beast was 
in a filthy condition, covered with 
wounds received from spears, and 
indeed scarcely a part of him but 
what was covered with marks of ill- 
treatment he had received.” The 
next day, March 1, 1826, Chunee, be- 
ing in his 23d ‘year and having been 
confined to Exeter ’Change for 17 
years, began persistently to batter 
the bars of oak, each about three 
feet in girth, bound with iron and 
about a foot apart. 


In an hour one had been started 
from the crossbeam. If he should 
tep outside his specially supported 
ene ure, he would crash thru the 
floor to the shops, carrying with him 
tiger and other wild beasts, The 
alarm was giver While Cross vain- 
ly tried to tempt Chunee to eat ar- 
senic, corrosive sublimate and 


erwards that Chunee was mad with 
rage by this time. Nevertheless he 
allowed the bars to be roped and 
when his keeper called “Chunee, 
Chunee, Chuneelah”, he came for- 
ward in the hope of receiving fruit 
from a friend. Instead he received 
two bullets aumed at his heart. In 
a fury which even a human being 
should understand, he charged for- 
wards and knocked down one of the 
posts. The army of execution fled. 
Outside, the crowd, thrilled with the 
shots, the crash of timbers, the 
shouts for rifles, the fearful yells of 
the flying keepers, flocked from all 
parts of the Strand to the gates 
of the Exchange and were held back 
with difficulty by Bow Street patrols. 

People offered as much as two 
guineas to see the spectacle of clum- 
sy murder, but no one was admitted 
until “the animal was so completely 
exhausted as to preclude all reason- 
able apprehension of danger”; and 
this was not yet. After their first 
fright, the armed gang inside ad- 
vanced, uttering threats, with lev- 
eled spears. Their leader fired two 
more shots, which enraged Chunee as 
before. As rifles were few, single 
shots were repeatedly fired. Chunee 
turned his back to protect his head, 


but there was a small grated window 
at the back of his den and thru this 
the chief marksman took aim. Then 
the poor beast raced round and 
round, yelling and screaming, while 
the two-legged brutes shouted tri- 
umphantly. Amid cheers, the two 
privates from Somerset House dis- 
charged three or four rounds, which 
was all the ammunition they had. 
Then Mr. Brooke arrived with the 
advice that the ear, the eye and the 
gullet should be the targets. 


T INTERVALS the keeper, 

remaining in hiding to pre- 

vent Chunee from knowing 
that he also was an enemy, uttered 
his ery of “Chunee, Chunee, Chunee- 
lah”, and was obeyed. More than 
once, when he called “Bite, Chunee, 
bite”, the poor wretch knelt, and so 
enabled the anatomist's directions to 
be followed. After the discharge of 
about 30 balls, he sank and an exult- 
ing voice exclaimed: “He's down, 
boys, he’s down.” He started to his 
feet, only to receive 80 more balls 
and fall again. For an hour and a 
half this discharge of musketry con- 
tinued: 152 sHots were fired. While 
he lay with his head in a corner, 
Cartmell thrust a sword into his body 
up to the hilt. Again Chunee rose 
and tried to keep his head out of 
sight, which gave the gang a chance 
to lash the gate of his den securely. 
This done, shots were fired into his 
ear. 

Making a last effort more furious 
than all the others, Chunee dislodged 
the gates but did not break the ropes. 
Then he gradually and deliberately 
dropped into the “Bite, Chunee, bite” 
attitude, and died, the chief marks- 
man firing into the gullet and ear of 
the corpse while eager spectators 
waded thru blood to witness the end 
of the famous victory. 

This revolting demonsiration of 
the depravity of the mob had a fit- 
ting sequel. Directly it was proved 
that the elephant was really dead, 
the public were admitted at the usual 
prices, swarming past the cages of 
terrified birds and beasts to inspect 
his wounds and _ gashes. Thruout 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, in 
they thronged. Butchers worked all 
Saturday night at the flaying. The 
skin, weighing a ton, was sold for 
£10 to a gentleman who retailed it 
in bits as souvenirs. So far had the 
renown of this deed been bruited 
that application for the skeleton was 
made by an anatomical theater on 
the Continent, but the Royal College 
of Surgeons secured the trophy. Aft- 
er that, apart from performances at 
Sadler's Wells during the summer 
of “Chuneelah; or, the Death of the 
Flephant at Exeter ‘Change”, the 
poor beast was allowed to rest in 
pieces distributed thruout the land. 


OM that time onward ele- 
phants became increasingly be- 
loved. Menageries became more 
healthy. Cross’s left the King’s Mews 
for the Royal Surrey Zoological Gar- 
dens, and the Royal Zoological So- 
ciety’s in Regent's Park rendered in- 
door shows of wild beasts in London 
unprofitable. There was, however, @ 
eraze for performing elephants at 
the theaters in the °'40s and ‘50s. 
They were often introduced into 
equestrian dramas at Astley’s, whose 
ideas were copied by the manager 
(Mr. Honner) of the City of London 
Theater, when he staged “The Ele- 
phants of the Pagoda” in 1846. The 
two elephants were from the Cirque 
National of Paris; one had to select 
the future sovereign, detect poison, 
dance with “the Light of the Harem”, 
walk over a sleeping slave and cross 
a single plank until, joined with the 
other, he helped to draw the Rajah's 
triumphal car. 
Seven years later, in “The Wise

These vast creatures are made to 

nd on their hind legs, with their 
{ feet, poodle wise, dangling in 
she air: one of them also makes a 
eolossal bridge for the other to pass 
under, and the latter ultimately is 
ceen standing, as it were, on its 
head and trunk, with its hind legs 
raised perpendicularly. Both ele- 
also place themselves on 
nedestals, and wheel round rapidly; 
the female contrives, moreover, to 
balance herself on two side legs on 

narrow pedestal, and the male, 
placing his fore feet on the pedestal, 
pirouets, in a circular direction, with 
extraordinary swiftness, the atten- 
dant being all the while on his back, 
who still retains his position after 
the animal quits the pedestal, and 
during the time that he lies down 
and rises again to his feet.” 

Thus the understanding between 
man and elephant grew, until the era 
of Jumbo. In his youth he was 
merely an African elephant caught 
by Arabs and traded to a Bavarian 
collector who sold him to the Jardin 
des Plantes, Paris, who exchanged 
him for a rhinoceros from the Zoo- 
logical Gardens. Like Chunee, he 
started growing in bulk and the un- 
certainty of his temrer. When he 
had attained the height of 12 
feet, length of 14 feet and weight 
of 7 tons, Barnum grew covetous, 
One day he called for Whimsical 
Walker, a clown well versed in the 
handling of animals, and sent him 


phants 


to Paris with sealed orders. These 
read: 
“Go to the Grand Hotel, Paris. 


There our representative, Davis, is 
lving dangerously ill. Do the best 
for him. Should he have gone before 
you get there, get all his papers and 
see him put away regardless of ex- 
pense. After doing your business 
there go to the Zoological Gardens 
and buy Jumbo. Don't give more 
than $5,000." 


S JUMBO was causing’‘anxiety 
A at the Zoo, Barnum’s offer 
Was -ecepted. What happened 
next is still a well-remembered 90 
days’ wonder. The tale that he was 
inclined to “must” was questioned 
by those who knew that children 
were riding on his back at the time 
the council of the Royal Zoological 
Society was discussing the sale. 
The Queen begged the Society not to 
Part with the elephant who had car- 
ried the Prince of Wales on his back. 
Ruskin protested in print against 
the selling of a nation’s pet. The 
public, not content with attending in 
thousands to upset his temper for 
the last times with gorges of buns, 
bought souvenirs of a kind that con- 
trasted strangely with the souvenirs 
of Chunee still exhibited in London 
shop windows. 
“There were,” says M. R. Werner 
in his “Life of Barnum”, “Jumbo 


Cigars, Jumbo letterheads, Jumbo 
earrings, fans, hats and _ cravats, 
lumbo underclothing and Jumbo 


overcoats, Jumbo boots and Jumbo 
perfumes. On the menus of London 
hotels were Jumbo soups and hash, 
lumbo fritters and stews, Jumbo sal- 
ids and pies, Jumbo ice cream and 
Jumbo kisses.” 


Delighted with the anguish of 
(reat Britian at losing Jumbo and 
‘ America at the fear of not getting 
jumbo, Barnum prolonged the agony. 
‘lis partner, Bailey, cabled “Keep 
lumbo back until further orders”, to 
Whimsical Walker, who arranged for 
Jumbo to refuse to enter his travel- 
ling box until the zenith of the 
world’s excitement had been reached, 
Day by day his tame increased until 
his ship, the Assyrian Monarch, 
berthed in New York harbor, where 
before the scandalized gaze of the 


pious Barnum the vanguard. of 
America's admiring millions poured a 
quart of whisky and a quart of ale 
down the throat of “the Only Masto- 
don on Earth Whose Like the World 
Will Never See Again”. 

That occurred on April 9, 1882. 
After three years of indolence and a 
regulated diet, free from the orgies 
of buns that had formerly produced 
signs of “must” as regularly as 
Chunee’s tusk-ache, Jumbo died from 
being too lazy to get out of the way 
of an express train. But Barnum was 
not daunted by this, and the “masto- 
don” still remained part of his 
“Greatest Show on Earth”. In the 
gaudy program broadcast thruout 
London during kis season at Olympia 
in 1889, a full page, illustrated with 
exciting woodcuts, is devoted to this 
subject. The opening paragraph de- 
serves quotation: 

“GRAND JUMBO 
“Now Returns To You. 

“A Double Prodigy, and Science's 
Most Majestic Triumph. 

“The tragic death of Jumbo the 
Great, who was killed by a freight 
train at St. Thomas, Cannda, 1885, 
in the heroic and successful effort to 
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his death she was bought by Barnum 
& Bailey who. advertising her as 
“Jumbo's Widow”, stood her next to 
his stuffed hide and skeleton. After 
Tufts College had been endowed with 
these exhibits we hear no more of 
the widow. But there are one or 
two tales in print about a certain 
elephant named Alice, belonging to 
the herd of the Ringlings, and pos- 
sibly taken over from the Barnum & 
Bailey show. She liked to be led to 
rubbish heaps in order to trample 
empty cans, but one day she trod on 
one while her trunk was still explor- 
ing its inside. In 1918 Alice was sold 
to the Salt Lake Zoc. Two weeks 
later the circus received a telegram, 
“Please send something from circus. 
Alice is lonesome.” A female Chow, 
named Meat, a hanger-on of the kind 
elephants dislike, was all that could 
be spared. But a year later, when 
the circus was passing thru Salt 
Lake City, the keeper saw Alice sit- 
ting up to amuse Sunday visitors to 
Liberty Park, with Meat balanced on 
her head. The two were called “in- 
separables”. 

Actually Jumbo was not the largest 
elephant even of his time. - Samson,

explanation of the phrase ‘white elephant’ used in English in the 
sense of a burdensome and expensive dignity, originating in the 
supposed practice of the king of Siam of bestowing a white elephant 
upon a nobleman whom he desired to ruin financially by the cost of 
its upkeep. It is obvious that the idea embodied in the English phrase 
is a result of the perversion of several simple facts. 

“In the first place, a ‘white’ or albino elephant, being very rare, 
and, consequently, highly prized, has never been given to a noble- 
man, the king alone being deemed worthy to own such a creature; 
indeed, the reverse is the case, for anyone in the country finding a 
white elephant, whether noble or commoner, is in duty bound to 


present it to the sovereign. 


Again, the notion of a white elephant 


being an expensive burden is doubtless derived from the fact that 
such an elephant is never put to work, but is maintained in a 
special stable, with its own keepers, at considerable cost, and brings 
in no return beyond being regarded as a symbol of the royal dignity

HERE is another sequel to this 
biography. In London Jumbo 
had a wife named Alice. After 


an Indian elephant in America, 
weighed more. His owner, Cole, 
billed him as biggest of his kind in 
the world, but when this showman 
bought an interest in “The Greatest 
Show on Earth” little further was 
heard af this claim. In “The Ways of 
the Circus”, George Conklin, his 
trainer, describes his fits of bad 
temper and stampedes that fright- 
ened the circus men, and how this 
brought about his doom: 


“Sam lost his life in the fire that 
burned the Barnum & Bailey winter 
quarters in Bridgeport. I was away 
at the time of the fire and there was 
no one else who could unchain and 
get him out of the building, so all 
they could do was let him burn. Aft- 
er the fire his bones were recovered 
and mounted and are now on exhibi- 
tion in the Museum of Natural His- 
tory in New York City.” 


NOTHER victim of that fire 
was Toung Taloung, the sa- 
cred white elephant, that 
Davis, Barnum’s man, brought from 
Siam. Since his “whiteness” con- 
sisted merely of some pink blotches 
near the head, he had not been a 
great success. Sanger refused to buy 


a genuine specimen of this species 
and showed the public “a handsome 
creature white as driven snow”, 
keeping up the pretense until, in 
answer to the question of the Prince 
of Wales (Edward VII) he confessed, 
“We give him a coat of special 
whitewash twice a _ day.” Adam 
Forepaugh, Barnum’s rival, tried the 
same trick and survived a call from 
the Prince of Siam by slapping his 
royal visitor on the back and thus 
persuading him to leave hurriedly. 
Nowadays, however, the public is 
too well-informed on the subject of 
elephants for such tricks to be 
played, or for any particular speci- 
men to engage the whole of the pub- 
lic’s affection. Yet we may still draw 
this distinction between the elephant 
and all the other animals of show- 
manship; namely, that while riders 
are more celebrated than _ their 
horses, tamers better known than 
their lions and trainers more ap- 
plauded than their dogs, it is the 
elephant himself, and not his keeper, 
who wins the public interest. 

Courtney Ryley Cooper’s account, 
in “Lions 'n’ Tigers 'n’ Everything”, 
of Old Mom proves that personality 
in an elephant is not merely a legend. 
This is the day, as far as the big 
American circus is concerned, not 
of the single elephant but of the 
herd. Now each has a female for 
leader and females for her assistants. 
Old Mom, once leader at Hagen- 
beck’s and then of the Ringling 
Brothers’ herd of 25, deserves fame 
far more than either Chunee or Jum- 
bo. For some time after her arrival 
from Germany at the head of a new 
“bunch of bulls”, she meekly fell 
into line behind Bumps, the Ringling 
leader. One day she struck a young- 
ster who had been squealing at re- 
hearsals. Immediately afterwards 
there wai some excitement in the 
picket line. The next day Mom 
marched first, followed by her friend, 
Frieda, and Bumps was third. 

From that time forward she ruled 
the herd in all matters and brought 
them back to the circus after a stam- 
pede. Yet she could be as kittenish 
as Chunee in her hours of ease. 


OTH “The Ways of the Circus” 
and “Lions ’n’ Tigers ’n’ Every- 
thing” testify that the quick- 

ness to take fright which first gave 
Chunee a bad name is characteristic 
of elephants, a mouse or a squeaking 
pig being enough to upset an entire 
herd. It is also plain that they are 
liable to outbursts of bad temper. 
Nevertheless they are tractable and 
seem to like to perform. To teach 
an elephant to lie down, says Mr. 
Conklin, is difficult: stakes and 
tackle have to be used to pull him 
over by force until he understands. 
To teach him to stand on his head, 
all the apparatus needed was a rope 
tied to his back legs, a pulley and 
another elephant to walk away until 
his hindquarters rose in the air. 


Other accomplishments are mili- 
tary drill and clowning—to sit .at 
table, ring a bell, fan himself, drink 
molasses and water out of a bottle 
taken from a waiter, ring the bell 
again, throw the table cloth over his 
head and sit down on his trainer's 
hat. One elephant was taught to 
walk on a row of big wooden bottles. 
Another to walk along a plank laid 
on the floor, then on a raised plank 
with pieces of rope bound to the 
timber, “so that at a little distance 
it looked like a huge rope.” 


Thus the circus was able to bill an 
elephant who would walk the tight 
rope. “So far as I know I was the 
first man to teach it to an elephant,” 
says our author. Alas to spoil his 
pardonable pride, but it is almost 
the oldest of elephant’s tricks. If 
the modern showman were to dip in 
to Suetonius he would read that 
when Servius Sulpitius Galba w 4 
Praetor during the plays and sami 
called “Floralia”, he showed a neq 
and strange kind of sight, to wif, 
elephants walking upon ropes.

In the exhibitions of school work 
there is the greatest opportunity for 
close contact with the students, and 
it is in this connection that the fair 
can keep itself before them the yea 
round and thus hold their interes: 
Much of their work the entire yea: 
will be with tne fair in mind and 
they will constantly be thinking 
that event. Plenty of room must be 
given for their work and 
premiums must be paid, not only for 
the work collectively as schools but 
also for the individual work in each 
group exhibit. In their 
surpass each other the keenest in- 
terest is aroused, especially in their 
general exhibit, and very 
the same school winner in succes

And greater 
still, there is growing up a genera- 
tion of fairgoers to whom atiending 
the fair annually has become a very 
necessary part of their lives which 
they will not miss. They will under- 
stand a county fair and will bring 
it unhoped-for success and prestige 
and help build it up as an institu- 
tion to the high place which it de- 
serves.

Publicity, how- 
ever, is something that should be 
given the newspapers whenever any- 
thing takes place that has news value 
If the newspapers owe a duty to your 
fair because it is an educational in- 
stitution and a community effort, you 
owe a duty to the newspapers to give 
as well as to receive.

In order to be a success in any 
business, one must of necessity be a 
business man and must have de- 
veloped a goodly amount of that 

essential qualification—horse 
sense, 

It is my personal belief that there 
is not, under the canopy of heaven, a 
traffic, trade or profession that, in 
order to attain any degree of honest 
nd legitimate success, required the 
diversified knowledge, tack, diplo- 
macy, initiative, judgment and versa- 
tility as that of a carnival manager 
who aspires to establish himself as a 
permanent and honorable citizen- 
showman, 


URING the 17 years of partner- 
C/) ship existing between Mr. Burk 
and myself our path has not 
ilways been strewn with sweet- 
scented roses. In making our fight 
for recognition in the amusement 
world; in our earler, almost thank- 
less and hopeless efforts to elevate 
the standard of the carnival profes- 
sion, we met with many discouraging 
problems. 
It has always been our aim to so 
conduct our show that we would in- 
spire the confidence and respect of 


city officials and committees under 
whose auspices we offer our enter- 
tainment, as well as the good will of 
patrons, particularly the parents of 
the kiddies, the latter who, now un- 
attended, largely make up our mati- 
nee audiences, 

We have never missed a salary 
day, for which reason we are enabled 
to surround ourselves with a superior 
type of help, and for which reason 
also we can be more exacting in the 
deportment and discipline of our at- 
taches than the organization that dis- 
charges its obligations with promises 
and funny stories. 

To our knowledge we have not an 
unpaid bill. Meeting all obligations 
promptly and without bickering has 
very materially aided in the cultiva- 
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particular type of Midway entertain- 
ment, the unfriendly newspaper can 

Iways find a perfectly logical reason 
for its scathing and vitriolic, tho un- 
justified, attacks against the entire 
organizgtion. In many communities 
in former years the press took such 
keen delight in minimizing the virtues 
and magnifying the faults of the out- 
door showman and showwoman that 
we decided the easiest and lasting 
way to establish pleasant relations 
with an unfriendly newspaper was to 
deprive the enemy of its ammuni- 
tion, and this we have done by re- 
moving the source of supply. 

We do not wish to be classed as 
prudes, nor do we affect that “holier 
than thou” expression, but we are 
firm believers in the abolishment of

tion of stanch friendships and ar- 
dent supporters. 

In our relations with committees 
we insist that our representatives 
adhere to facts and absolute truth. 
There must be no falsification, en- 
largement or misrepresentation. Be- 
cause of this we are invited to the 
same territory by the same commit- 
tees year after year. 


ANY years ago we earned our 
lesson regarding “Girl Shows”, 


It has been our experience 
that, regardless of the merits of this 


every form of entertainment that will 
cause slander and unfavorable propa- 
ganda, for which reason we have blue- 
penciled all girl shows and snake ex- 
hibitions. 

Too, we have aligned against us 
out here certain theatrical interests 
which are, thru city and State legisla- 
tion, against amusement institutions 
such aS We operate, making every 
effort to monopolize the show busi- 
ness of the West. This keeps us on 
our guard constantly to discourage 
every form of entertainment that 
would, even in small measure, be the

cause of adverse criticism, which in 
turn would be used by the unfriendly 
amusement interests as a cudgel 
against the outdoor showman when 
the former present their propaganda 
in furtherance of discriminatory city 
and State legislation. 


It has been our policy to refrain 
from the engagement of repulsive or 
offensive freaks. We will not permit 
suggestive or double entendre dialog, 
forbid the sale of obscene photo- 
graphs and literature, and briefly we 
have made every effort to discoun- 
tenance and discourage immorality 
in its every form. 


EVERAL weeks ago the writer 

attended, for the first time, the 

annual banquet and ball held 
by the Showmen’s League at the 
Sherman House, Chicago. The im- 
pression left on me at that gathering 
will remain always. It was a revela- 
tion. I have never in my life seen 
such an assemblage of stately, at- 
tractive, intelligent and beautifully 
gowned women, such a gathering of 


keen-minded, quick-thinking, fast- 
stepping, enthusiastic and  well- 
groomed representative showmen. 


Would that that mental picture, that 
I will carry with me forever, could be 
projected on the minds of those who 
would so ruthlessly, thru discrediting 
our every action, destroy our very 
means of livelihood in the only pro- 
fession we know, simply to further 
their own selfish and financial ends. 
Since attending the meeting referred 
to I have often wondered how any- 
one can conscientiously and malicious- 
ly attack men and women such as 
were gathered at the Sherman House 
on, to me, that memorable occa- 
sion. 


Anent my impressions for the com- 
ing season: Were it not for the grave 
possibility that all “itinerant shows” 
exhibiting in California face being 
legislated out of business, the season 
of 1927 looks very bright indeed. The 
general business barometer would in- 
dicate that the West has been blessed 
with an abundance of everything 
that for the showmen should result 
in a great harvest.

N 1926 I gave $60,000 in cash 
J purses at my rodeo held in 
Philadelphia during the Cen- 
tennial and $40,000 in New York City 
it Madison Square Garden. Besides 
that [ gave the return of all entrance 
fees. totaling over $110,000 in cash 
purses for two shows. During these 
shows L studied my public to the best 
of my ability, as I have been fully 
convinced for some time that some- 
thing has been lacking to create en- 
thusiasm in rodeo attendances. Iam 
now positive that the rodeo is just 
Starting, and our first step to keep 
the rodeo from dying a natural death 
's to educate the people what a rodeo 
really is. This they do not know, be- 
use they have never been familiar- 
zed in the different rules or the 
names of the contestants. 

The baseball fans know tHe players 
by their first names and know each 
player's batting average, The rodeo 
fans (what few we have) know the 
contestants by name and know their 
‘verage markings. 


HAVE been requested to write 
J an article for The Billboard, and

to the restrictions of a domestic ex- 
pense budget than their myriads of 
successors of the present age of 
motoring. It requires no mental 
strain on the part of “Old Man Si 
Kology” to deduct that “the car” must 
perforce constitute the major degree 
of summer-time enjoyment, and asa 
sequence, tend to substantially reduce 
the family funds available for recrea- 
tion in the patronage of other forms 
of outdoor entertainment. 


iE extent of this modern factor 
C6 in affecting the money-spend- 

ing limitations of motorists and 
their families varies, of course, and is 
governed by the comparative general 
class of patronage of a park, its 
locale, and in each instance its par- 
ticular sphere of attraction. There 
are, doubtless, many parks that have 
benefited largely in the coming of 
the motor age, and others—in greater 
or lesser degree—have experienced 
the contrary. Such is merely the 
“luck of the game”, and in each case 
a matter of adoption of ways and 
means best calculated to improve 
upon the advantage on the 
hand, and on the other a catering 
for a more extensive motoring pat- 
ronage. It cannot but be admitted 
that the change in transportation 
facilities is of a revolutionary char- 
acter

in comparison with the erst- 
while rapid transit and suburban

Holland is not a large town, yet in 
1926 more than 800,000 persons came 
to look over the Getz menagerie, 
known as the greatest private zoo in 
the State. Thru the courtesy of the 
genial owner, certain parts of the

on Lake Michigan, are open to the 
public from 9 to 5 daily thruout the 
summer. 

“Charley” Jackson is manager of the 
farm, with Jack Peterson as animal 
man. About 20 men are employed 
around the zoo in winter, and between 
35 and 40 in summer. To his already 
extensive collection of tigers, monkeys, 
buffaloes, baboons, kangaroos, ponies, 
elephants, snakes and other animals, 
Getz is making regular additions. It 
is his hobby.

HERE at all possible to ar. 

range, motor-bus operators 

should be induced to provide 
for a continuous evening and Sun- 
day service of busses from the best 
vantage point of a city, or as prospec- 
tive traffic may best promise, a 
suburban center. The advertising 
value alone of this to the park is 
apparent and a prompt appreciation 
is assured for the innovation with a 
rapid building up of a regular 
clientele of a distinctive and ac- 
ceptable park patronage. The writer's 
personal experience of this particular 
source of the best type of park 
visitor emphasizes a strong recom- 
mendation to park managers to, where 
possible, organize a similar 
of bus service. 

Substantial and agreeable publicity 
for a motor bus syndicate or in- 
dividual owner, and with anything 
but disadvantage to a park, is a mat- 
ter of an arrangement with 
children’s editor of a local newspaper, 
based upon a simple form of contest 
and providing for a bus load or more 
of winners, and who would become 
the guests of the bus concern pri- 
marily, and of the park management, 
as providing for their amusement 
conjunctively with the motor trip. 
Photographic publicity ensues, mu- 
tual friendship is sealed with friend 
editor and the after benefits are 
many. 

Not the least of the many ad- 
vantages of motor bus facilities is 
the promptness with which special 
outing parties can be arranged, and 
a matter of a few hours when cir- 
cumstances demand. This has been 
lacking where street car lines and 
railroads require time-taking routine 
to observe. Here again co-operation 
with the bus operators to mutual ad- 
vantage where an inclusive party 
charge covering the bus rate and the 
park attractions is the more ac- 
ceptable to the prospective holiday 
makers. No need to detail the sphere 
of operation this arrangement may 
be applied, in its adding a distinctive 
impetus to that not unimportant 
source of park business. 

It is not infrequent that motor bus 
chauffeurs have a voice in the de- 
termining of the terminal of a party 
outing, and in their general capacity 
have opportunities of serving 2 
park’s interests. The trifling cost of 
“free eats” and the extension of 
“courtesies” of the park’s attractions 
is invariably an excellent investment. 
A small matter, doubtless, but quite 
in line for consideration where all 
possible advantage of bus business 
should be secured and encouraged.

in its relatior to favorably or

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«Best? Circus Advertising of 1926 


any one particular circus ad- 

vertising campaign as deserv- 
ing the reward as “best” there must 
necessarily be certain qualifying 
-onnotations. While no particular 
press agent or advertising man can 
lay claim to being an absolute au- 
thority on the final word in adver- 
tising campaigns for all circuses, 
vet there are certain outstanding 
stunts, and the results therefrom, 
which award a few campaigns as 
being in the “best” class. 

However, the field is left open to 
challenge from ofher advertising or 
publicity authorities who may not 
agree on certain points. 

During the last year, and other 
years for that matter, there has 
been a sameness or a close resem- 
blance between all circus advertis- 
ing, which has standardized, or put 
it in a trade-marked class of pub- 
licity. And do you know the reason 
why? Because circuses, like all 
kinds of business depending on ad- 
vertising for results, watch the 
“other fellow” closely and adopt any 
good idea, stunt or scheme which 
some other circus has used profit- 
ably. A new idea or stunt does not 
remain new for a very long time. 
The circuses aré no different in this 
respect than most of the large na- 
tional advertisers, who follow the 
leader like a lot of sheep. 


G ATTEMPTING to set apart 


In the circus game the advance 
billposters all start out in their ad- 
vertising cars at about the :ame 
time and they all work alike in 
placarding towns with huge posters, 
all of which are very much alike 
except the name and the date of 
showing at the bottom. 


6's. MOST common criticism 
heard in regard to circuses is 

that their programs and star 
features were too much alike. Now, 
instead of the parade, they all ad- 
vertise a “grand opening spectacle”, 
Which is merely pulling a parade 
for the ticket buyers. This last sea- 
son the big feature was the “horse 
show” stunt. Circuses of all kinds 
had horses that could dance, fox- 
trot and cakewalk to lively music. 
High school horses were necessary 
if a circus expected to be up to date. 
Iam not saying that the public did 
not enjoy these accomplished 
equines, but the fact that there were 
so many of them resulted in a 
stereotyped form of circus advertis- 
ing. 

And where once the “band con- 
cert” followed the big show, this 
last season the standard stunt was 
the Wild West show. Of course, 
the professional rodeos have whet- 
ted the appetites of thrill seekers 
for hard-riding, picturesque, yip- 
ing cowboys who skillfully handle 
orses, lariats and wild steers. But 
the facet that they have been in- 
ted into so many circuses throws 
cloak of sameness over the circus 
lich destroys the advertising ad- 
‘ntages of special, exclusive fea- 
res or stunts. Catching from one 
© five horses and riders simulta- 
neously ceases to be an unusual stunt 
or thrill producer when the same

sation of new birth. 


N STUDYING the circus adver- 
tisIng of 1926 I found that the 
illustrated double-column 

readers and the single-column dis- 
play advertisements were the usual 
formula, which with the name 
changed might be used for any one 
of a half dozen circuses. The for- 
mula, or standardized form of ad- 
vertising, must naturally follow the 
plan of the program. No circus can 
advertise any more than it has to 
offer. And when programs become 
so much alike it is very difficult. to 
make the advertising possess a dis- 
tinct individuality. 

The elimination of the spectacular 
and musical parade, once considered 
so vitally necessary in circus pub- 
licity, has naturally forced the circus 
advertising man to get busy with his 
idea factory. Where he once found 
a big field for the banners for the 
parading herd of elephants he now 
finds a slim field for making his 
“spread”. The local bank, baker, 
feed store are no longer the best 
prospects. The modern automobile

distributor offers the quickest 
change for a “spot” sale. A deal is 
made for $222 or $444 or $888—one 
figure is as good as another—to 
hang a banner on the back of some 
new model ear, load it up with war- 
bonneted, painted Indians and drive 
about town. Then shoot a few pic- 
tures in front of the newspaper of- 
fices and the storeroom of the dis- 
tributor of the car. Of course, in 
any Eastern town a band of Indians 
with bright headgear, gaudy blan- 
kets and plenty of red and yellow 
paint smeared over the faces of the 
Redskins always attracts attention. 
But the car of joy-riding Indians be- 
came very commonplace before the 
end of the last season, and the pub- 
licity value of this stunt was greatly 
diminished because so many were do- 
ing the same thing. 

It did not in any way take the 
place of the street parade. Even 
using the banner-hung car to haul 
the circus stars into the arena with 
a couple of loops thrown in and a 
little silver-tongued ballyhooing was 
really too big a dose of concocted 
advertising for the ticket holders to 
relish. It was all right to flash a 
string of elephant-toted banners in 
a free parade, but when the Circus- 
goers have paid their money and 
are in their seats waiting for the big 
show to begin a dose of raw ad- 
vertising is not always relished. 
Another weakness of this stunt was

Circus lovers are enthusiastic 
about spending liberally to see the 
fantastic, marvelous and _ thrilling 
acts of the circus. They are not 
always pleased to have local adver- 
tising ,boldly smeared into their 
eyes—eyes eager for other sights 
which they paid for. 


F COURSE, the banner stunt is 
OF .: old one that is as stand- 
ardized as the circus itself. But 
it can be, and has been, overdone. 
Since the publicity parade has been 
discarded and the elephant has lost 
his job as a banner bearer the ban- 
nerman is having a hard time find- 
ing anything to attract as much at- 
tention as the mysterious elephant. 
Nothing ever will. 
What the circus needs is some 
unusually clever stunt that will 
strike fire to the imaginations of

the people and make them forget 
that it is paid-for advertising or 
cooked-up publicity. Take off the 
trade-mark tag. 


The only circus advertising during 
1926 which came near to being a 
pleasant departure from the ordi- 
nary run of stuff was when the John 
Robinson Circus pulled a clever 
campaign in Columbus, O., for the 
benefit of the local Baby Camp. 
This went over with a bound and a 
bang. 


Banners were permitted to be 
placed on prominent buildings in the 
most desirable locations. Some of 
the positions were a sensation. Then 
galloping electric words flashed bril- 
liantly across the top of a high 
building downtown and burned the 
message into the minds of the peo- 
ple. 

The local newspapers generously 
donated space for stories of the cir- 
cus performers, using original pho- 
tographs in half-tone reproductions 
to emphasize the importance of this 
great circus event. 

When the vanguard of the John 
Robinson Circus arrived, a corps of 
50 or more billposters under the 
supervision of William Backell got 
busy plastering the town with color- 
ful posters. The newspapers fea- 
tured this as a special news story, 
with double illustrations, simply be- 
cause the Baby Camp idea was back 
of it. Any other time the army of

billposters would have passed un- 
noticed. 


That was the strength of the ad- 
vertising campaign. It was highly 
smeared with local color. And then 
Nick Albanese, a former press rep- 
resentative of the John Robinson 
Circus, was general manager of the 
3aby Camp benefit scheme. He was 
in a position to apply a big torch of 
publicity fire to arouse widespread 
local interest. 


Many other circuses have secured 
publicity and stirred up local inter- 
est thru some form of a benefit, but 
the John Robinson program of pub- 
licity for the Columbus Baby Camp 
was carried out on such a large 
scale that the results were most un- 
usual and highly satisfactory. 


Blocks of tickets were sold sev- 
eral weeks in advance to public- 
spirited business men. The goal of 
this advance sale was $5,000, which 
had to be raised to meet the ex- 
pense guarantee. After this sum 
was obtained all the revenue went 
to the Baby Camp fund. 


Each day the newspapers featured 
some different act or stunt. Even 
the clown band was given a promi- 
ment writeup. Eeveryone who is a 
circus fan knows that no, single 
event during the performance causes 
such a universal flood of laughter 
and lasting merriment as a good 
clown band. Yet this aggregation 
of grotesque noisemakers is seldom 
considered worth any great amount 
of publicity space. The clowns were 
pictured with their bent and twisted 
horns, and their laughter-producing 
stunts were described in detail. 


Of course, other circuses carried 
the yipping, hat-waving, noisy gang 
of pink and green-shirted cowboys; 
skillful, good-looking cowgirls and 
awe-inspiring band of blanket In- 
dians, but nowhere were these cir- 
cus attractions given as much pub- 
licity and treated as _ interesting 
news as they were by the Columbus 
newspapers. The thrilling exhibi- 
tions of the dangerous sports of the 
Far West made good copy, because 
the news writers put in plenty of 
human interest to make the citizens 
of Columbus kick in their mazuma 
for the Baby Camp. 


And other circuses carried elabo- 
rate equestrian acts, but the circus 
horse show put on by John Robin- 
son Circus in Columbus became an 
interesting news feature. 


HE POINT I want to make is 
that even tho the circus pro- 
gram does become standard- 

ized as to acts and stunts, there is 
no excuse for making the advertis- 
ing and publicity up into a set for- 
mula. The average circus is filled 
with enough things that are differ- 
ent to furnish news stories that will 
be different. The public is inter- 
ested in the most commonplace 
things about the circus, circus peo- 
ple and circus life. 


It remains for the circus press 
agent with a scheme mind and a 
vivid imagination to dig into his 
own particular circus’s bag of tricks 
and flash his clever stories before 
the circus-hungry public. 

Already a few circus owners are 
employing “public relations” experts 
—writers and advertising experts 
and publicity schemers combined— 
to prepare the kind of circus stories 
which will build confidence and re- 
spect for the tented shows. What 
is needed are more human interes* 
stories which will reach right into 
the hearts of the circus lovers and 
make them more appreciative of 
America’s greatest entertainme! 
amusement and educational instit 
tion. 
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S THE carnival of today better 
J than that of previous days, 

when the oldtime street fair 
predominated? It is an oft-discussed 
question, present-day carnival 
followers and con with- 
out arriving at a definite conclusion.

My contention is that the carnival 
of today is far superior to the street 
fair our fathers knew in bygone 
days, principally because all the ob- 
features that brought 
forth censure have been eliminated 
The attractions are of a superior 
brand. and the ultimate purpose is 
attained. The carnival is essentially 
the playground for the middle class. 

Way back in the late ‘90s, in the 
early days of the street fair, I re- 
member seeing ” first street fair. 
It came to my nome town—Cohoes, 
N. Y.—I think about 1900. Well do 
I recall when the boyish general 
agent, George S. Marr, first entered 
the office of the daily newspaper on 
which I was emploved as city editor, 
and informed me in enthusiastic 
tones that had decided to bring 
his show into town for a week’s en- 
gagement and wanted assistance in 
obtaining permission to show on the 
public streets. Marr explained he 
represented the A. F. (Daddy) 
Pierce Shows, one of the pioneer 
street fair organizations of those 
trying days, and after much con- 
sultation we obtained the desired 
permit from the mayor and the 
shows and rides were located on the 
“main stem”, where they enjoyed a 
highly prosperous week’s business. 
The public took kindly to the idea 
of the merry-go-round, the ferris 
wheel, chairplane, the minstrel 
show, circus side show and other 
tented attractions, thereby greatly 
enriching Pierce’s bankroll and con- 
tributing added joy to the citizenry 
who before had looked to the circus 
once or twice a year as their only 
tented amusement. Pierce, I am 
told, was one of the first to enter 
the carnival field—was paid a bonus 
by the merchants whose places of 
business were located on the streets 
where the shows and rides were 
located and a return engagement in 
later years was warmly welcomed.

: Y FIRST real experience 
with a big carnival was the 


Frank C. Gaskill Shows, in 
1904 and °05, at which time Harold 
Bushea was general agent, and 
whose tour began in Augusta, Ga, 
principally on the streets 
of big cities, and also at important 
fairs, notably the Minnesota State 
(Fair and Ak Sar Ben Festival in 
Omaha. Gaskill had the right idea 
for those days and his show was a 
huge amusement enterprise. His 
“stadium” was the biggest feature 
and his free acts drew the crowds 
in droves.

OHNNY J. JONBS and C. A.

Carnival Business (Methods

UCH has been said and writ- 
M ten lately and questions 

asked as to what is wrong 
with the carnival business. The Biil- 
board recently published several let- 
ters from outdoor showmen on this 
subject. Manager Morris Miller! of 
the Miller Bros.’ Shows, hit the nail 
on the head when he told how fairs 
are booked, and more than 100 letters 
were received by this publication, 
asking that the Miller letter be re- 
printed, one party wanting 1,000 
copies for general distribution. 

It seems that the people who first 
entered the carnival business were 
men with theatrical experience, as 
the contract that is used by most 
carnivals when contracting with com- 
mittees is patterned after the shar- 
ing contract used by theatrical com- 
panies. But that is about all. “The 
owners of carnivals and their general 
agents are in most cases men with- 
out any theatrical experience, which 
is vital for conducting road shows. 
The difference between theatrical 
road companies and traveling carni- 
vals is that the theatrical company 
or the party in charge of the bookings 
of same is the party who sets the 
terms, and not the theater. With the 
carnivals it is just the opposite. The 
committees and the fairs set the 
terms they want. In some causes, 
where the theatrical attraction can 
not secure what it thinks right 
terms for its attraction, it stays 
out of that town until it can bring 
the theater owner to its terms, as 
was the case with Anne Nichol's 
“Abie’s Irish Rose’. The carnival 
management will, however, give 
terms which it knows are impossible. 


O THEATRICAL attraction 
will theater that has 
not sufficient seating capacity 
to make up to its expenses, 
carnival will book a town 
knows it can not make any profit.

Suppose they should 
meet in the office of Colonel Watkins, 
of the Danville (Va.) Fair, and are 
figuring on booking the fair for their 
organization. Colonel Watkins, who 
is one of the best fair secretaries in 
the South, and who is well versed re- 
garding carnivals, knows that one of 
these shows travels with 50 cars, 
while the other has 20 cars. He will, 
however, ask each of these agents, 
“What will you give me for my 
fair?’, and, should Duke offer $500 
more than Bill, Duke will have the 
privilege of signing the contract. 

Now, suppose Fleming and Golden 
were advance representatives of the- 
atrical attractions — say Bill was 
piloting Johnny J. Jones’ Famous Min- 
strels, with 50 people—50—count ’em, 
and Duke was handling Frank West's 
Minstrels, carrying 20 people, and the 
Colonel is the manager of the Opera 
House. He would not say: “What 
will you boys give me for my Opera 
House?” No. Bill will say, “I want 
S5 ner cent of the gross receipts for 
my show,” and Duke will say “65 
per cent is enough for me for my 
troupe.” Each one of these agents 
knows what his show costs to oper- 
ate, and he knows in what class he 
belongs. While both shows are min- 
strel troupes, their operating ex- 
penses are not the same. But with 
carnivals it is different. A n with 
a 15-car show comes in couiealibien 
with a 50-car show, altho his show 
has not the same earning capacity as 
the 50-car show; still he will try and 
outbid the larger show.

And the pathos behind 
it is that no matter how he felt he 
must make others laugh, and if they 
didn’t laugh it cut him more deeply 
than any insult could. He must 
make them laugh, all of them, so he 
became more serious in his studies 
than ever. 


f 18 Grock joined an English 

circus and received the mu- 

nificent sum of three bob 
(about 75 cents) a day for two per- 
formances. He was compensated by 
having a ohance to learn another 
language, seeing a new country and 
hearing a different laughter, 

He still kept up his nightly stud- 
ies, practicing, as he says, “a little 
bit of everything till early dawn.” 
Then he would creep back to bed, 
and pretend, when he was called, 
that he had been asleep all night. 

Then sud- 
denly came 
fame, It burst 
upon him like 
a flame. Every- 
body was real- 
izing that he 
was laughing 
his head off at 
his antics, and 
as everybody 
wants to laugh 
as much as he 
can, he was in 
demand every- 
where. In 1900 
he was merely 
a clown with 
rare tricks of 
his own. In 
1927 he'is a 
clown par 
excellence, 
breaking rec- 
ords in vaude- 
ville houses all 
over the world,

“Night after night,” he relates, “I 
used to creep away to some quiet 
spot and practice for hours on the 
accordion or violin. In some cart or 
barn I would lie on the straw, shove 
my feet thru the straps of my accor- 
dion and try to play. The sounds I 
first produced were weird enough to 
kill a cat. I'll never forget the first 
time I played a real tune with my 
feet on the accordion, tho. I leaped 
out of the cart I had been lying in 
and ran like mad to my room, 
shouting with all my might. Every- 
one in the troupe thought I had 
gone crazy, but I didn't say any- 
thing, because that would have con- 
vinced them I was an idiot.” 

Thru bitter winter nights, thru 
days of little food and less shelter, 
up and down = strange countries 
where unfriendliness was met as 
often. as a welcome, Grock jour- 
neyed, and while he wasn't 
he gave every moment he 
studying. If it was nota 
guage it was the accordion, or 
the violin, and when he had an op- 
portunity he tried the piano and the 
trombone, both with his hands and 
with his feet.

ROCK is an actor, writer, com- 
Poser and stage manager for 11 
months of the year—-then he 

returns to the land of his birth to 
renew his youth among his own 
people, to rest by wandering about 
in the mountains, or to spend peace- 
ful hours on the lake in his own 
motorboat, to read without paying 
attention to the “call”, 

Grock is slightly above medium 
height, a fine healthy man in the 
early years of middle life. Yet when 
he first appears on the stage he 
looks almost a dwarf, a weird old 
man from—who knows where? 

Nothing bothers Grock, nothing 
ever has. Today he is rich, can live 
where and how he pleases, so he 
lives simply. He could afford gev- 
eral chauffeurs, but prefers to drive 
his own car, even in Paris. He has 
none of the caprices usually ac- 
quired by those who have been 
humbly born and suddenly become 
rich. Everything new interests him, 
and he works with the same en- 
thusiasm that he did 33 years ago. 
His act changes almost nightly, and 
his partner never knows beforehand 
what his musical program is going 
to be. 

While playing at the Palace Music 
Hall in Paris the winter of 1926-'27, 
one evening just as he was ready to 
go on Mrs. Grock came to inform 
him that his partner had @disap- 
peared, Any other star would have 
been wild at the thought of his act 


being ruined for that evening, Not 
so with Grock. When his wife 
fearfully asked him what he was 


going to do he looked at her with 
his rare smile and announced that 
she would put on her evening frock 
and go on with him. 


Mrs. Grock had a very lovely 
voice, so, aided by that and the 
quick ingenuity of both of them, 


the act passed off beautifully and 
no one in the audience Was aware 
of the improvised change in Grock's 


number. The next day a new part- 
ner was found. 
When asked if the incident had 


not annoyed him Grock replied that 
they liked him at the Palace and 
that whatever he did was all right. 


ROCK speaks seven languages, 

and outside of his early schooal- 

ing he has never had a lesson in 
any one of them. He plays five mu- 
sical instruments well and has never 
had a musie lesson in his life. 

A superior intelligence, a musical 
ear and the intense desire to make 
something of himself, to get to the 
top of the mountain, have been his 
only masters, the only ones to help 
him over the difficult spots of his 
early career when he could not earn 
sufficient to pay for a room and to 
buy the food needed to feed the 
growing body. 

In the autumn of 1920 he played 
a short engagement in New York. 
Since then Europe has never been 
willing to spare him long enough for 
him to make a return trip. For the 
last two summers he has played a 
month's engagement in Berlin, 
breaking records each time. But 
this year he is expected to be in 
America again. 

“Laugh and the world laughs with 
you; weep and you weep alone.” 
With Grock that proverb does not 
hold good, for he never laughs, yet 
the world laughs because of him, 4 
heartfelt laughter that frequently— 
by the supremacy of his art— 
merges into tears. 

Grock accompanied us to the sta- 
tion where we were to take a train 
for a Mediterranean pert. “Good- 


by,” he said, “I'll see you in your 
own country in the spring.” And 
as we looked into his sad fac:

S THE modern press agent a 
IJ “nest”? 
say approximately 60 
representative newspaper executives. 
“Yes,” disagrees one lone news chief. 

Is he an asset to modern journal- 
ism? 

“Yes,” say about 40 of these same 
newspapermen. “In some cases,” say 
about 20. 

These opinions were received as the 
result of the writer mailing approxi- 
mately 75 copies of a story, “The 
Press Agent in Journalism”, which 
appeared in the Christmas number 
of “The Billboard”, to that number 
of friends in executive positions on 
representative newspapers in many 
sections of the nation. 

A questionnaire accompanied the 
story anc a request was made for an 
unbiased and impersonal] criticism of 
the press agent subject as handled in 
the Christmas number story. The 
questionnaire dealt with every phase 
of press agency, seeking personal 
methods of handling the press agent’s 
copy, personal experiences with press 
agents when he had been given as- 
signments covering his amusements 
and a series of direct questions cov- 
ering the policy of the particular 
newspaprr in regard to outside pub- 
licity seekers. 


HE Christmas story, if the 

reader recalls, was based on 

the charge of a newspaper 
executive that all press agents were 
pests. The story denied that charge 
and defended the press agent, assert- 
ing that the modern press agent, 
usually with a background of news- 
paper training, could be, and was, an 
asset to a newspaper, provided the 
newspaper would let him be. It con- 
tended that the newspaper training 
of the press agent enabled him to 
develop every local angle of his story 
with the result that his copy is high- 
ly localized and is of great reader in- 
terest to a big majority of the news- 
paper’s circulation, particularly that 
part represented in the local auspices 
for which the organization of the 
press agent is exhibiting. 

It contended that his newspaper ex- 
perience enabled him to present his 
copy so that it was ready for the 
linotype machines, with only a few 
necessary policy corrections and al- 
terations made by the copy desk 
when the head was written. In other 
words, the story would not have to 
be given to an overworked rewrite 
man, as is so much local publicity 
copy. 

Furthermore, it contended that the 
annual visits of the outdoor press 
agents, both circus and carnival, were 
eagerly looked forward to in hun- 
dreds of newsrooms, because those 
press agents brought an inside can- 
tact with other newsrooms, aided in 
the solution of many problems by in- 
forming the executives how similar 
problems had been handled elsewhere, 
and as one newspaper executive in 
his reply stated, “made a point of 
eontact that makes him welcome,” 
and, as another stated, “places him 
at the outset in a position of giving 
something for that which he re- 
ceives.” 


HERE is no question but that 

the profession of publicity pur- 

veying is on a much higher 
plane today than it has even been. 
With the dignifying title of “Director 
of Public Relations” removing much 
of the stigma attached to the former 
“press agent” title, the publicity man 
is now looked upon as a necessary 
part of any big organization and is 
treated as such by the average news- 
paper. The “Director of Public Re- 
lations“ title was first used in the 
offices of street railways, power com- 


panies, public utilities and other cor- 
porations. Its value was quickly seen 
and the title is spreading to the 
amusement world In the corpora- 
tion the director af public relations 
is considered an important man on 
the personal staff of the president. 
He attends every important confer- 


ence and has a voice in the decisions 
that are made. He is the point of 
contact between the closed and pri- 
vate offices of the corporation 
the general public thru the news- 
papers. The same is true of the 
amusement world. The publicity man 
attends staff conferences, is called in 
to discuss territory, is questioned as 
to prospective engagements, and is 
generally given as important consid- 
eration in the affairs of the repre- 
sentative show as is the general agent 
or any other staff member. 


In offices of big newspapers the 
public relations man is always called 
upon when a story considering his 
company breaks. The writer recalls, 
when on the staff of The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, the suicide of an im- 
portant official in a big railroad com- 
pany, whose generil offices are in the 
Quaker City. The story came in thru 
an inexperienced “cub”, which made 
it extremely dangerous. 
true, it was a big story. It was al- 
most “dead line” on’ the most im- 
portant edition of the night and the 
rewrite staff had but a short time to 
verify the cub’s story and run down, 
via telephpne, the many phoses of the 
story. The first man in the railroad 
organization called by our office that 
night was the public relations man. 
and he dressed, came down 
and stayed with us untii the 
Was on press. Sam Schwab, city 
editor, knew the publicity man could 
be relied upon and would help us get 
the story in detail. He had no hesi- 
tancy in calling him.

N THE International Year Book 

for 1927 of The Editor and Pub- 

lisher, for the first time in the 
history, of that publication, and es- 
pecially of its vear books, there ap- 
pears, along with the ads of adver- 
tising agencies and others who serve 
the newspapers, the page ad of a 
“Counsel of Public Relations”, a well- 
known New York publicity expert, 
who is reputed to have as his clients 
such international figures as Charles 
M. Schwab, the Rockefellers, Ford 
and others. What a change for this 
conservative, and yet progressive, 
weekly! The page ad of a 
agent!

The change in the policy of The 
Editor and Publisher is reflected in 
the responses to the questionnaire 
mailed by the writer and in the news- 
paper reactions to the Christmas 
story. 

Out of 62 replies, only one execu- 
tive could find no excuse for the ex- 
istence of what he termed “space 
grafters”. This man, the managing 
editor of an exceptionally good after- 
noon newspaper in a live Southern 
city of about 60,000, is, I consider, a 
very warm personal friend of the 
writer. His letter is given more at- 
tention here than the others because 
of its difference from the others. 

One part of his letter impressed 
me yery deeply, so deeply, in fact, 
that I want to call the particular at- 
tention of my press-agent friends to 
it. “Your thought,” he writes, “is the 
father of the wish. You have written 
a good article on what press agents 
should be, not what they are. In the 
first place, few agents have 
‘come clean’ with me during my 15 
of. newspaper incumbency.” 
Here he names two who he says are 
the only two “who live up to the let- 
ter of their promises and who never 
insulted my intelligence by trying to

pawn off propaganda as news. 
o& those he names is that grand old 
man, lovable and ever a gentleman, 
the late Ed. R. Salter. 


He holds that there is no justifica- 


tion for free space except when 
backed by substantial advertising. 
He agrees tho that where a press 


agent creates actual news he should 
be given credit, for the “laborer is 
always worthy of his hire”. 


THO the writer has dealt 

with quite a few newspapers 

that base their reception of 
the press agent and his copy on the 
amount of advertising left with the 
business office, his letter was the 
only one that took up that phase of 
the question. These newspapers gen- 
erally have an “amusement” rate, 
which is usually 50 per cent higher 
than the “commercial” rate, and on 
top of that they have an “itinerant 
amusement” rate which is higher still 
than the usual “amusement” charge. 
There are exceptions, but again this 
writer's exnerience has been that 
space for “readers” bought with an 
increased advertising rate is not 
worth price and I seldom pay 
more than the commercial rate and 
generally get that rate with an un- 
derstanding with the advertising de- 
partment that IT will not expect any 
“readers” from them. Usually a piece 
of copy from the press agent, par- 
ticularly if written as it should be, 
gets more consideration, or at least 
as much, from the editorial depart- 
ment as the piece of copy coming 
from the advertising department and 
labeled “business office’. The relation- 
ship between paid advertising and 
exists on very few worth- 
while newspapers. The newspaper 
that led the entire nation in 1926 on 
paid advertising, selling 
3.000.000 more lines in 1926 
1925. does not have any 
liaison between the advertising office 
and the editorial rooms.: That news- 
paper is The Reading (Pa.) Times. 
The editorial department does insist, 
however, thet the press agent have 
merit and reader interest in his copy 
and without those two essentials the 
copy would not be considered even 
tho backed by an unlimited advertis- 
ing contract. 


Thru every letter I received there 
runs a thought similiar, if not so 
frankly expressed, in regard to press 
agents “coming clean”. I checked the 
letters for this thought and in but 
seven did I fail to find where some 
eareless publicity man had not be- 
trayed the confidence of his news- 
paper friend. But eight, writing of 
the betrayals, stated those happen- 
ings were isolated instances and the 
betrayers were not representative, 
and four told of hoaxes of long ago, 
which time and memory had mel- 
lowed. The majority refer to be- 
trayvals as one of the things that has 
caused prejudice against press agents, 
but their reference is made in purely 
impersonal manner.

O PUBLICITY seeker loves 

better than I to put across a 

whooping big story—but never 
across on the newspaperman. If the 
yarn is big enough the average news- 
paperman will help put it across. 
Last summer the Nat Reiss Shows 
were exhibiting in Norristown, Pa., 
when Gertrude Ederle made her Eng- 
lish Channel swim. I immediately 
telegraphed her, care The New York 
Daily News, an offer of $5,000 per 
week for the remainder of the 1926 
season, and $3,000 a week for the 
1927 season, an offer of $150,000 for 
42 weeks. I told the newspapermen 
that the salary was too big for any 
carnival to handle but showed them 
that the telegram had actually been

wire and gave it big local play. She 
came home while the Nat Reiss 
Shows were at the Lancaster (Pp, ) 
Fair and we renewed the offer, Harry 
G. Melville signing the second tele- 
gram. Again the story had big loca) 
play and was put on the State A. p 
wire, altho I took the newspaperme, 
into my confidence again. I mention 
that as an example of what can be 
done without endangering a friend- 
ship or betraying a confidence. }3j1! 
Hilliar’s “Jones Day”, with the 
Johnny J. Jones Shows, is another

Several managing editors state that 
they had rather let the carnival press 
agent handle the amusement news of 
the fair story than their regular staff 
men. One managing editor, head of 
the newsroom on what is called 
“America’s Premier Small. City 
Daily”, writes that he always gives 
the press agent a definite assignment 
for from half to a column of hu- 
morous and human interest para- 
graphs of fairground and midway 
happenings, and lets him run in as 
much about his attractions as he 
likes so long as the paragraphs are 
clean and worthwhile in reader in- 
terest. 

But another writes that he woul: 
never give a press agent an assign- 
ment for he doesn't want anyone 
covering an assignment who is not on 
his payroll. I value this managing 
editor’s opinion very highly because 
I learned practically all I know about 
a newspaper from him and I know 
that he is one of the most capable 
newspapermen in America. He says 
that so much good comes from the 
press agent that not for the world 
would he eliminate him. But let me 
quote him: “I look upon press agents 
as necessary evils—not pests. When 
the news desk gets thru trimming 
his matter the net result is of mutual 
benefit to both the employer of the 
press agent and the newspaper. Un- 
doubtedly newspapers gain as much 
in news as they lose in temper thru 
the efforts of the press agent. To re- 
form them would be hoping for too 
much. To destroy them would be un- 
wise as there is no_ satisfactory 
substitute to fill the void that would 
be created.” 


N THE final analysis the writer 
feels that he has accomplished 
that which he set out to do and 
that was to show the executive who 
called press agents “pests” that his 
opinion was not. universal. The 
Christmas story set forth the press 
agent’s answer to his charge—this 
story backs up that answer with a 
verdict of practical newspapermen, 
honest, capable and _ conscientious 
Their composite opinion is: “The 
modern press agent is not a pest, 
sometimes may be a bit of a nuisance. 
but always an asset when met half 
way.”

No tale of industrial success 
would be more replete with stories 
and anecdotes of those who have 
given the best of their lives to place 
our profession on the sound footing 
that it is today.

Probably no other industry—

themselves, until today no more 
meritorious or wholesome form of 
amusement specially arranged for 
the masses and classes alike can be 
found in any branch of the field 
of entertainment. 


Just think what the movies have 
gone thru, and—despite Will Hays 
—are still going thru, with censors 
on every hand brought 
enraged women's societies thruout 
the length and breadth of the land. 
Look at New York—today in the 
throes of a reform wave to clean 
up its theatricals—even considering 
the passing of ordinances that will 
make audiences equally guilty with 
the players and _ producers’ of 
salacious dramas.

The big successful carnival man- 
agers of today have not only already 
“cleaned up” their shows, but they 
have cleansed the minds of the pub- 
lic who used to clamor for the sug- 
gestive and the immoral.

Promises 
made are debts unpaid, and I have 
gone on this theory for years and 
years, and the success that the 
Johnny J. Jones Exposition has 
made I attribute to my plan years 
ago to keep faith with the public, 
performers, city officials, news- 
papers, fair secretaries and commit- 
tees alike.

HE big State and county fairs 
“> recognize the importance of 

honesty and fair dealing, as 
well as the merit and number of 
attractions that an individual owner 
may have to offer. The fair secre- 
tary is an astute business man who 
fully realizes the fact that if you 
play fair with him you will play 
straight with the public that sup- 
ports his fair, and the result is that 
a show of this character is booked 
again and again, and once the faith 
of the public in your organization 
has been established the show’s re- 
ceipts usually increase each year. 

Long ago I realized the possi- 
bilities of keeping my show out the 
year round. Naturally my eyes 
turned to Florida, but no one will 
ever know the work, anguish and 
worries and troubles that I experi- 
enced during my first few years 
trying to “stay out all winter”. But 
I gritted my teeth, and with a de- 
termination that never faltered suc- 
ceeded in winning the confidence of 
the amusement lovers of the Sun- 
shine State, and until today, as is 
well known, my show plays 48 
weeks each season, and we havé 
already been booked for return 
engagements at practically all of 
our Florida fairs, including Tampa, 
for season 1928. I refer to these 
facts with all due modesty and in 
no spirit of egotism to show what 
a big show, properly conducted, can 
accomplish in the way of creating 
prestige. 

While in my candid opinion the 
big carnival is still in its infancy, 
there is no gainsaying the fact that 
its hold on the public today is 
phenomenal. While it is essentially 
an amusement feast at nominal 
prices for the masses, people in all 
walks of life are spending one or 
two evenings a week on the big 
midways. 


UITE recently at Fort Myers, 
I Fla., word came to me that 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas A. 
Edison were visiting our shows, 
paving their way as they went. I 
had the honor of meeting the dis- 
tinguished couple, and Mr. Edison 
said to me: “You have some splen- 
did shows, Mr. Jones, and you are 
only a kid yet. We have enjoyed 
our visit very much and your 
midgets are to call and visit us at 
our home tomorrow. We will come 
out tonight and take in the rides.” 
I mention this incident as show- 
ing the modern trend of feeling 
toward the decent and meritorious 
carnival, as I know that other man- 
agers are constantly entertaining 
those who perhaps have tired some- 
what of the stereotyped forms of 
amusement. They enter into the 
true definition of the carnival spirit, 
forgetting their worries and age and 
becoming for the time being chil- 
dren again. 

The tented exposition business is 
a great game. All of the really big 
owners and managers are gluttons 
for work and love it. They give the 


public choice tidbits from all 
branches of entertaining. They 
dish the mixture up in_ such 


delicious form that year after year 
young and old alike are crying for 
more.

True, during that short period

manded a more pleasing-to-the-ear 
type of music, the majority of these 
orchestras were relegated to the 
sections where they originated and 
many of them disbanded. But not 
until many proprietors of dance 
places had suffered losses on ac- 
count of their erroneous belief that 
they right be purchasing a good 
article at a cheap price.

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N MY travels over the country 
I have met a great number of 
well-meaning people in every 
walk of life who cannot understand 
what good a pitchman can do in a 
community or how the pitehman 
profits from his line of endeavor. 
One has to cite facts of a con- 
vineing nature before these people 
can appreciate that the pitchman is 
really a valuable asset to the com- 
nunity and that his is one of the 
most difficult of the professions. A 
man not endowed with the aggres- 
siveness of" fighter and the tenacity 
of a bulldog combined with the wis- 
dom of a Solomon starts in the game 
» failure. It doesn’t take long to 
make his failure a complete success. 
Only the fittest survive in this game. 
The pitchman is an institution to 
himaelf. The great American manu- 
facturers, the carnivals and the cir- 
cuses pay large salaries to numerous 
men to take care of the advance work 


that a pitchman has to do for him- 
self before he can work in a com- 
munity. The pitechman must pave 


the way for his entry into a town by 
acting as advance agent, location ar- 


ranger, advertising agent, adjuster 
and, finally, he must be his own 
demonstrating salesman. 

US consider the part the 


iT U 
pitechman plays in marketing 


the manufactured products cf 
the greatest country on earth. Take 
the manufacturing concerns. They 
have their advertising departments 
and employ a lot of people at huge 
cost. Besides numerous other de- 
partments, they have the most im- 
portant department, the sales divi- 
sion. Numerous men are trained to 
act in the capacity of soliciting trade. 
These men are hired at a large sal- 
ary and expense account. The trav- 
eling salesman, as a general rule, is 
not required to demostrate his ar- 
ticle even to a prospective customer. 
The article he sells has been adver- 
tised at an enormous cost and he 
depends on the results of these ads 
to sell the article. 

Enter into the situation then the 
big buyers—the jobber and the retail 
merchant. The merchant may be a 
subscriber to innumerable periodi- 
cals. After reading a ton of litera- 
ture in the magazines he may take 
the chance and order a few before 
placing a large order. Now what 
becomes of the article after the mer- 
chant buys it? The stock boy piles 
it on the shelves and the clerks are 
nformed that the article is in stock. 
If a customer comes in and asks for 
the goods the saiesman behind the 
counter merely lays out the exhibit, 
waits for the customer's «assenting 
nod and wraps up the article. If the 
article has not been sufficiently ad- 
vertised to create that sort of de- 
mand it remains on the shetf to be- 
come stockworn and eventually is 


sold at a loss or finds its way to the 
dump.

show people dropped in for a one- 
night stand, the pitchman became of 
secondary importance. 


There were no picture shows in 
those days. Even long after the mo- 
tion picture industry was founded, it 
was beneath the town's dignity to be 
seen entering the house of a five-cent 
entertainment. The pitchman. still 
was the outstanding entertainer. He 
was seen more often than the travel- 
ing shows. He told the people of his 


travels. He was an outsider, and 
peculiar. His peculiarities held 
them spellbound. They listened to 


his comie and his educational talks, 
and when he became serious they 
were serious. 


Then came the era of the pitchman 
of today. Alas, the event of a new 
era and mode of transportation! The 
pitchman’s props were knocked from 
under him. The people started in 
buying automobiles. First the 
wealthy, then the middle classes, and 
then even the poor. The nation went 
gasoline crazy. The pitchman’s talks 
on his travels were a thing of the 
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past. The people in automobiles, who 
covered more ground, had time to 
see more and become more familiar 
with the country. Complaints to the 
police department became more fre- 
quent against everything and every- 
body that obstructed traffic for a 
minute. Councils were called upon 
for traffic ordinances, which inevit- 
ably spelled the finis to pitchmen on 
busy traffic corners and court house 


squares. 
HEN the World War, when

for Pitchdom. The pitchman is rec- 
ognized now by the big department 
stores and mercantile establishments 
ot the country. You will find many 
a pitchman in the department stores 
behind the counters and doing as big 
a business as he did in the old days 


ODAY the pitchman finds more 
towns closed to him than ever 
before. When will it stop? 

Has Pitchdom come to the end of 
the trail? Have the pitchboys any 
rights under the law which demand 
respect? Are they men without 
country? The position of the pitch- 
man seems to grow more difficult 
each day. Yet there is hope for us, 
despite the fact that in this grand 
and glorious country of a Constitu- 
ton with 19 amendments, a Consti- 
tution which guarantees us the right 
to earn an honest livelihood un- 
molested, we pitchmen are driven 
hither and yon by petty officials who 
know not what they do and must 
submit to hardships and indignities 
inflicted upon no other class of peo- 
ple. 

The writer has read the Constitu- 
tion and studied its provisions. It is 
the most superb document ever con- 
ceived or written by man. But un- 
less it is obeyed and enforced, it be- 
comes a farce. The pitchman asks 
no special privileges. He asks only 
his rights under the Constitution. 
Given these rights, his grievances, so 
far as the officers of the law are con- 
cerned, will come to an end. 

Now, if the Constitution guaran- 
tees a man the right to earn his live- 
lihood, and the Mayor of a town pro- 
hibits him from so doing by enforcing 
local ordinances that are in conflict 
with the Constitution, and enforces 
those ordinances thru a burly police- 
man with a gun and a club, then the 
Mayor puts teeth in his office that 
don't belong. 

In many communities we find some 
fair, broad-minded business man who 
will advise: “Get a lawyer.”, Some- 
times we do. The first question that 
gentleman asks is: “How much 
money have you?” If you are well 
supplied with funds, you employ him 
at an exorbitant fee. He tells you, if 
you have not already been arrested, 
that you must stand pat and have 
yourself arrested so that he can make 
a test case. He tells you that the 
local ordinance is in conflict with the 
Constitution of the State or the Fed- 
eral Constitution or both. 

Then comes your test case. First 
a trial in Police Court. Then an ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court of the State. 
Assuming that the State Court up- 
holds the ordinance, then your case 
goes up to the State Supreme Court. 
Assuming again that the findings of 
the lower courts are reversed by the 
State’s highest tribunal, and you 
have won your case, what then? The 
right you have established at great 
financial cost is respected in that one 
State only. As soon as you have 
crossed the State line you have it all 
to do over again. 

3ut let us suppose that the State 
Supreme Court has sustained the de- 
cisions of the lower courts, and you 
take an appeal to the Federal Court, 
and that, eventually, you find you are 
headed for the United States Su- 
preme Court of Appeals. A fellow 
really gets justice there. He gets it 
about the time his grandchildren are 
married. 

In the meantime, however, what 
‘has become of the appellant pitch- 
man? How does he get to the Fed 
eral Court? Where does he obtain 
the funds? I guess I'll quit. I was 
only kidding. I didn’t say the pitch- 
man fought the case up to the United 
States Supreme Court. I only meant 
suppose.

PRIVILEGE MAN, individual who ar- 
ranges permits and_ privileges. (A 
privilege man is someone who operates 
some sort of a privilege or concession.) 

CONNECTION, dressing-room entrance. 
(Must be a new place for it.)

ROBERT McDANIEL, of Portland, Ind., 
for 50 years an advance agent for vari- 
ous circuses and road shows, is the 
owner of an old-time program ana his- 
tory of Antonio Bros.’ Great World Cir- 
cus. This circus was organized in the 
early part of the 19th century and 
traveled in England. In those days the 
circuses were shown indoors. After 
touring England, this company made its 
final appearance in Europe by exhibit- 
ing before Queen Victoria in London in 
1834. The show came to this country 
the following year and it is said to 
have been the first to exhibit under 
canvas here. Their first show in this 
country was presented in New York. 
They later traveled westward and finally 
made their permanent winter quarters 
on the Shepard farm in a little village 
known as Strawtown, near Indianapolis. 
Natives in that vicinity say that the 
bear pit used by the circus during the 
winter may still be seen. The circus 


disbanded in 1864 as the result of the | | 


Civil War. The main features were the 
bareback riding acts and the acts of the 
gymnasts. One of the thrillers was the 
act of the fire king, who appeared on 
the “Corde Volante”, revolving at a 
great speed and completely enveloped if 
flames. One oddity in the advertise- 
ment of this show was the printing of 
the time of the evening show—7:30 
o'clock. Probably the most noticeable 
thing missing in the advertisements was 
the elephant. The Antonio Brothers had 
two joy spreaders, a trick clown and 2 
court jester. There was the fairest of 
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J. Showles, the American horse trainer. 
There was a variety in the nationality 
of the performers as there is today, the 
Antonio Brothers having selected the 
best performers of America and Europe. 
People with the show were Benjamin 
Stevens, Jacob Showles, Albert Aymar, 
Signor Duval, T. Osborn, Migasi Ballet 
Troupe, Master Ceretto, Mlle. Elizabeth, 
T. Tipton, Prof. Bailey's Eolian Band 
and many others. 


PAUL E. MASON, of Dansville, N. Y¥., 
has a circus herald advertising the en- 
gagement of Nathans & Company's Con- 
solidated Railroad Shows, Museum, 
Menagerie, and Mme. Dockrill’s French 
Circus, at Hornellsville, N. Y. (now Hor- 
nell), June 16, 1883. Their leading ad- 
vertised feature was the famous clown, 
Dan Rice. With the show were the tat- 
tooed Greak nobleman, Capt. George 
Costentenus; Mile. LeFevre, flying rings; 
Ella Rentz, sprite of the floating wire; 
Ella Keys, premier equestrienne; Maude 
Belmont, Empress of the flaming circle; 
Lillie Hinton, side-saddle meteor; Wm. 
Smead, king of the magic barrel and 
cross; John Rixford, leaper and tumbler; 
Thos. Huntington, forward and backward 
somersault rider; Chas. Dashington, re- 
volving globe; Warren Loto, trick leaper: 
Mme. Carroll, Nina Guion, Jennie Miaco, 
Anna Lewis, equestrienne queens; Chas. 
Lauri, Wm. Cotton, Horace Chapman, 
Robt. Naddox, Jas. Miranda, gymnasts, 
acrobats and vaulters; Prof. Rhinehart’s 
comical dog hippodrome; Philo Nathans, 
champion male four and six-horse flying 
equestrian; Charles Chelt, boneless man; 
Elise Dockrill, champion lady four and 
six-horse rider; Fred Barclay, hero hurdle 
horseman, in his great Indian act; Three 
Ashtons, gymnasts; street parade, with 
Prof. Long's two superb military bands, 
Prof. Owen's colored cornet band and 
famous tableau car; steam calliope; 
menagerie, with a pair of white buffaloes 
and calf and umbrella-eared elephant; 
William Carroll, Sam Rhinehart and Rice, 
clowns. Mason has quite a collection of 
circus heralds, programs, route books, 
dodgers, handbills, courtiers, etc.; 20 scrap- 
books of circus photographs and press 
matter, and Billboard specials from 1900 
to the present time.

dull Making Good 


By FLETCHER SMITH 


ID YOU ever stop to think of the 
many oldtimers who are still mak- 
ing good in the circus business? 
very circus has one or more faithful 
old servants who have given their best 
years and endeavors that the show migat 
go on. They have fought the elements, 
fought in “‘hey rubes”’, fought in mud up 
to their knees, fought night and day, gone 
without sleep, gone without food, fougnt 
when the show was shorthanded to get the 
big top up and down, fought uncomplain- 
ingly in the bitter cold of the early spring 
and late fall to get the show on and off the 
lot and, altho they have endured hard- 
ships that would put men in any other 
branch of business in the hospital or 
their graves, today they are hale and 
hearty, grizzly old veterans, always on 
the job and capable of doing more real 
work in a day than half a dozen of the 
younger men around a show. The old- 
timer is valuable to a circus because he 
knows just what to do without a word or 
a suggestion from the boss. The younger 
circus manéhas to be shown or told. The 
boss knows that the oldtimer in charge 
of the canvas is going to get it up if ne 
has only half a dozen workingmen. The 
boss knows that his old veteran boss 
hostler is going to get the heavy wagons 
on the lot and get them to the tram at 
night even if the mud is hub deep and 
the lot a sizable lake. So he goes to 
his private car and enjoys a good night's 
rest, secure in the bettet that all will 
be well and that the show will reach the 
next stand not much behind schedule. 
The longevity of the circus people fs 
due to many causes. The principal one 
is the fact that they are in the open most 
of the time for nine months in the year. 
They get good wholesome food in the 
cookhouse. They associate with young 
people all the time; they enjoy a constant 
change of scenery, the excitement of the 
circus every day keeps them buoyed up— 
even the music of the circus band has @ 
stimulating effect. They have no time 
to think of growing old or worrying apout 
the future. They are living in the 
present. They know that they are in the 
good graces of the boss and that their 
services are appreciated. They are well 
paid nowadays, much different from the 
old days when the average salary of a 
boss was $40 a month. Today this is not 
even a fair week's salary. 
Most of the veterans of today have 
been in the circus business since they 
were young men. Many of them were 
with the wagon shows when the big top 
was lit by pine knots, and later by tne o:d- 
fashioned kerosene torches that soon had 
the top of the tent as black as midnight. 
They worked the same in sunshine and in 
rain. They slept wet to the skin on 
planks or pole wagons, dried themselves 
off by the camp fire and were none the 
worse for it. In fact, they grew fat and 
strong. with muscles like steel nd never 
an ache or pain. Down thru all parE oat 
h have kept continually at it and have 
pom tha circus grow from the red 
wagons of bygone days to the railroad 


shows of today with even a converted 
Pullman sleeper for the bosses and the 
workingmen. The young circus helpers 
or performers of today can never realize 
what their predecessors went thru in the 
days of yore. 


Circus folks are a healthy lot. There 
is very little sickness even in the dressing 
room where in all sorts of weather, with 
a foot of water in front of their trunks 
or with the weather bitter cold, they 
strip and don their tights. Circus folks 
are just a bunch of jolly human beings, 
who take things as they come, never 
worry, laugh off their troubles, knowing 
that there is another day coming and 
they live to a good old age, happy and 
contented. I do not know all the old- 
timers. Those I do mention come to 
my mind from association with them dur- 
ing the last 35 years. I may have over- 
looked some very prominent ones, but 
I hardly think so. 


HE OLDEST circus owner alive to- 


day is Sig Sautelle, who js hale 
and hearty and living at Glens 
Falls, N. Y. Sig had years ago the 


largest wagon show to play the East 
and his name is even now a household 
word in that territory. Sig went to the 
Civil War as a drummer boy. When it 
was over he started in the show busin:ss, 
doing Punch and Judy and knee figures 
in the old Wallace side show. When he 
started in business for himself he suc- 
cessfully managed a canal boat show and 
traveled up and down the Erie Canal and 
its tributaries. His boat was tied up in 
the winter in the basin in the old First 
Ward in Syracuse. His wagon show grew 
from year to year till at one time he 
had 140 head of stock and a show that 
when it was put on the rails required 20 
cars. This show was sold later to Me- 
Cadden, who took it to France. Sig re- 
tired for a time but could not remain 
long out of the business and he managed 
a railroad show for several years with 
varying success. He had his winter quar- 
ters at one time in Homer, N. Y., and 
owned and operated the tavern made fa- 
mous by the story of David Harum. He 
also wintered the show in the old car 
barns on Grape street, Syracuse, and at 
DeRuyter, N. Y., where a'so he con- 
ducted a hotel. Sig had the assistance of 
his wife, Ida, in running the show. fe 
was in the wagon and looked after the 
business end. She died several years ago. 
Sig enjoys life, has his big touring car 
and amuses himself by putting on Punch 
and Judy shows for the school kids. Con- 
trary to reports, he is not broke and has 
enough to keep him in comfort as long 
as he lives. 

The oldest circus employee now in naf- 
ness is George Johnson, of the Robbins 
Bros.’ Show. “George is 84, but is as 
lively as any of the younger officials of 
the show and has the important post of 
°4-hour man. He has done everything 
that falls to the lot of a circus man who 
has followed the business for hair a 
century. George says that he is never 
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that the oldest man in this

alongside, a Freight car was shunted te 
the yards anf the elephant safely loaded 
and reached Baraboo without further in- 
cident. Ed wakes his home in Haworth, 
N. J., when fhot on the road. He is as 
lively now a¥ he was 20 years ago and 
is able to do tte work in jig time that 
keeps the younger men hustling. 


ROBABLY the oldest clown in the 

business jtoday is Albert Gaston. 

He was bne of the original talking 
and singing’clowns and even as late as 
1915 was opening the performance of the 
Al F. Wheele> Show with a clown sone. 
With this show he worked with young 
Allison Wheeler and the two were billed 
as the oldest and youngest clowns in 
America. Albert is of the old school 
when clowns depended on their ability to 
make people laugh and scorned the use 
of mechanical devices or walkarounds. 
He has been with all of the old-time cir- 
cuses and during the winter months earns 
a good salary working the big depart- 
ment stores in St. Louis. 

Boss hostiers are mostly all oldtimers. 
Up to a few years ago probably Jim Ja- 
cabs was the oldest, with Claude Orton 
a close second. Today the credit goes 
to Tom Lynch, of the Ringling Show. He 
is still active and on the job every day. 

There are with every show oldtimers 
handling the ribbons. Most all of them 
are long-string drivers and have been in 
the business for years. As far as I can 
learn,Jim Thomas, of the Ringling Show, 
is the oldest man now handling the reins. 
Jim has been with Tom Lynch for many 
years and went to Europe with the old 
Barnum Show. It was Jim who drove 
the 40-horse team thru London streets 
and created a sensation. The credit has 
been given to others, but I have it from 
the lips of the late Bowman Robinson, 
who was with the show, and saw Jim ac- 
complish this feat, and that he deservis 
the credit. Jim Williams, of the Hageh- 
beck-Wallace Show, is another oldtimer. 

Without doubt the oldest boss canvas- 
man is Harry Sells, now with the Christy 
Show. Harry was born in Franklin 
County, O., and started in the circus 
business in 1878. He joined the Sells 
Bros.’ Show in ‘79 and the winter of ‘80 
went to Australia with the W. W. Cole 
Show. This show was the next spring 
sold at auction at New Orleans... After a 
season with the W. C. Coup Show he 

gain joined the Sells Bros. and was 
with them for 17 years. He was with the 
Syndicate Show for a season and the 
Wallace Show in 1896. Then he went 
back to the Sells Show and stayed with 
it till it was sold. In 1905 he was with 
the Barnum Show and then went to Sets- 
Floto. In 1908 he had his own Wild 
West show out. opening at Perry, Okla., 
and closing at Fairfield, Ii. Since then 
he has been with the Robinson, Famous 
Robinson, and rebuilt the Howe's Lon- 
don Show for Dan Odom. From that 
show he came to Christy and has been 
with him since. Harry, vesides being a 
hustling boss canvasman, is an adept 
wagon builder. In fact, there is nothing 
in the mechanical line that he is not 
proficient at. 


ROM THE FACT that stiffened 
joints prohibit expert riding and @ 
rider’s season of usefulness js lim- 
ited there are today no oldtimers but 
there are many famous riders living who

most of his time in Florida. The other 
well-known equestrians are Bill DeMott, 
who is conducting a riding school on 
Long Island and is a proud father, and 
William Wallett, who is located at Havre

business with a grocery. 

There is living in Columbus one of the 
oldest and most famous riders of her 
day. She is Jennie Ewers, and was tie 
wife of Charles Ewers, wavo was av one 
time a partner of Sig Sautelle and rode 
with that show till he retired. She is a 
sister of Mrs. George Woy and, aitho re- 
tired from the business, can ride today 
at a minute’s notice. Another oldtime 
rider who just at present is not in the 
show business but who has been with the 
circus most of his life is Charlie Sweeney, 
who was last with the Downie Walter L. 
Main Show as equestrian director. His 
wife, Winnie, was riding with the show 
and is as graceful as ever. Charlie is 
now located in Peru, where he sees to it 
that ali of the visitors to the E-ks’ C ub 
have plenty to eat and he entertains the 
many circus people in Peru nightly at 
the Elks’ home. 

You will always find an 
around the stake and chain wagon. I 
wonder how many know how this name 
originated. In the oid days chains were 
used to hold down the canvas insteaa of 

‘ropes and they were kept in a wagon 
along with the stakes, hence the name. 
‘The present stake and chain wagon is the 
headquarters of the boss canvasman. The 
tools are kept in it and it also serves as 
a receptable for the raincoats and boots 
of the bosses. There is a man in charge 
who looks after the property, checking 
it up every day, and in his spare time 
keeps the stakes sharpened. This is an 
ideal job for an oldtimer who has passed 
the time that he can get out and “put her 
up or take her down". Undoubtedly the 
oldest stake and chain man in the busi- 
ness today is Tom Murray, of the Christy 
Show, but he has been with every circus 
that has been on the road jn the last 
half century.

NE OF the oldest circus men in the 
business is with the Ringling Show 
in the person of Dave McKay. For 

many years he was boss hostler with the 
Barnum Show and has also been 24-hour 
man. 

The oldest circus proprietor in harness 
today is Andrew Downie McPhee. He 
has been in the circus business since he 
was a mere youth. He was born in Strate 
ford, Ont., and when a kid learned to 
turn somersaults in his father’s barn. 
Later he became an acrobat and was with 
the Wallace Show for years. He per- 
fected a spade dance and breakaway lad- 
der and was in vaudeville for a time. 
He had a circus in partnership with a 
man named Gallagher and then buying 
him out, has had his own sbow _ever 
At various times he successstully 
managed a two-car repertoire show that 
toured Western Canada and made him a 
fortune. This he lost by the failure of a 
Medina. N. Y., bank. He also had Dia- 


mond Bros.’ Minstrels and a two-car 
“Tom” show in that territory and all 
made money. For several seasons he 
conducted a wagon “Tom” show in the 


East and then branched out with the La- 
Tena Circus. 

This never made any money, but se- 
curing Walter L. Main’s title and getting 
together one of the greatest programs 
any show ever presented, he made money 
from the start and he retired two years 
ago with a good-sized fortune. He aston- 
ished the circus world by engaging as a 
feature for two seasons the Wirth Family 
at a salary of $1,000 a week. He also 
had with the show that season other fea- 
tures, including the Mangean Family, the 
flying Cadonas, a troupe of Arabs, and 
he introduced in this country that famous 
wire-walker, Miacuha, bringing her from 


Spain. Downie is one of the hardest 
workers in the circus business. There is 
noth ng around a show «that he cannot 


do and he is on the jump from morning 
till night. He is Scotch, and in his 
younger days was a bear cat in a fight. 
I can remember years ago when he had 
his wagon “Tom” show thru the East 
that at Forresport, N. Y., the bully of the 
town, a six-foot lumber jack, came up to 
the home of his mother, the house peing 
on the show grounds. He was intoxicated 
and demanded money. Downie saw nim 
strike his mother and he saw red at 
once. Singlehanded and alone, he beat 
the brute up till he cried for mercy and 
was led down to the village by Anay anda 
turned over to the police. It is needless 
to say that he was a hero and that the 
tent was packed that night. This same 
season the show opened in the rain and 
it rained continuously for six weeks. 
‘uring all this time Andy stayed up 
5. ‘ght and day, drove a wagon and put 

» the tent. In all, till the sun came out, 
SI don’t believe he got, any day, more 
h-vn two hours’ sleep. Altho his how 
1s in Canada, he makes his headquarters 
at Medina, N. Y., where he has a beauti- 
ful home, and another at Havre de Grace, 
where he spends his winters. Andy could 
not stay out of harness very long so he 
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hit upon a truck circus and, contrary to 
ail expectations, mad+ a go of it and 
money from the start. He is at present 
at Havre de Grace getting the show reaay 
for a second season. 


HERE is up in Hoosick Falls, N. Y., 

one of the oldest side show man- 

agers in the country. He forsook 
the circus game when Sig Sautelle retired, 
but he has been actively engaged in the 
tent show business all these years and 
every Summer makes an extended tour of 
New York State and New England. He 
is Tom Finn, who saw service in the o'd 
days with the Charles Lee and Bob Hunt- 
ing shows and then joined Sig and had 
the side show all the time that the show 
Was on the road. Tom used to arive a 
team of four mules over the road hauling 
the passenger wagon with his side kick. 
Charlie Cameron. He has made a for- 
tune with his “Tom"’ show and still 
stays in the game. Until his death Cal 
Towers was the oldest side show man- 
ager. Then W. H. McFarland retired, 
und today the dean of kid show openers 
is George H. “Punch” Irving. who is still 
active and living with his wife and 
daughter at Bradford district, Haverhill, 
Mass. George has been in the circus 
business since he was a kid. He was 
with the Lee Show and later for several 
seasons with the original Walter L. Main 


Show, when Walter himself had it on 
the road. He has been with the Sparks 
Show, Prescott’s Great Eastern, Jones’ 


Cole Bros.’ Show, and Elmer Jones was 
for a time in a wagon with Andrew 
Downie. He started in at Haverhill as 
an amateur Punch and Judy performer 
and magician. He drifted into vaudeville 
and later joined a circus. He was not 
on the road last season but has not by 
any means made yp his mind yet to re- 
tire. 

Young men are fast coming to the front 
as general agents, being rapidly shoved 
up by the various circus magnates. Of 
the old guard there is one who never 
wants for work and to my mind is the 
best in the business for a medium-sized 
show. He is L. C. “Lute” Gillette, last 
season general agent of the Gentry Bros.’ 
Show. “Lute” is a veteran and knows 
more spots in every section of the coun- 
try and more branch road towns than 
any other agent. He has been with so 
many shows that it is hard to keep track 
of them all. Originally he was a DbDill- 
poster and had a. plant at Ann Arbor, 
Mich. He was with Sparks for several 
years, piloted the Jones Bros.’ Show and 
has been with shows big and little up to 
last season, when he joined the King 
boys and was sent ahead of the Gentry 
Show. He succeeded in putting this show 
over to a winner. “Lute” is one of those 
agents who believes in working by him- 
self and finds little time to visit with 
other agents. He generally seeks out a 
hotel seldom patronized by the others and 
gets most of his sleep riding trains. 

An important personage around a cir- 
cus is the bookkeeper and auditor. The 
oldest one in the business today is Harry 
P. Kutz, of the Christy Show. Harry is 
not so very old at that, but he is an 
oldtimer sure enough. He started in the 
business as a clarinet player and blew a 
yellow gob stick in the band on the James 
R. Waite repertoire show. Here he first 
commenced his duties as secretary and 
front-door man. Waite used him in the 
office and had him taking tickets on the 
gallery door. He was with Martin Downs 
in the ticket wagon all the time that 
show was on the road. He was with 
Elmer Jones’ colored minstrel show ana 
was auditor with J. Augustus Jones for 
many years. When that show went off 
the road he came to the Christy Show 
and has been with it ever since, acting 
as auditor, timekeeper and working on 
the front door. ‘“‘Kootie”’ is an expert ace 
countant and a faithful official. 


ETERAN press agents? There ain't 
no such animals. Press agents 
can’t afford to grow old. They 


are all up to the minute and can grind 
out just as snappy stuff as any of the 
younger fellows who have come up im 
the past decade. There are still a few 
of the old guard in harness and making 
good and their copy never finds its way 


into the waste basket. There is Dexter 
Fellows, who used to be a drug clerk 
in Haverhill, Mass., and the next year 


came back as press agent with the Buf- 
falo Bill Show and ever since has been 
writing copy and is known and a wel- 
come visitor in every newspaper oince 
from Coast to Coast. Then there are Wells 
Hawks, Harvey Watkins, Kdwin P. Nor- 
wood, all good oldtimers; “Doc’’ Waddell, 
whose sure-fire daily special is the birth 
of a baby lion or a tiger named after the 
mayor or chief of police; Charles Ber- 
nard, who did the contracting press work 
for the Sparks and Matn shows and 
could prepare the best display ad copy 
I ever saw, and the writer, Wwiuo wus 
practically born in a newspaper office, 
fed a Gordon press and pulled posters off 
on an old Washington hand press. There 
are some clever youngsters in the busi- 
ness today, but the oldtimers are keeping 
right up with them and can stay with 
them right up to the tape. 

Before dismissing the press agents I 
must tell a story about a certain press 
agent who was back with the show and 
made Marquette, Mich., several years ago. 
He walked into the office of the daily 
paper about §:30 and found a gentleman 
seated behind the office desk, seemingly 
the business manager. 

“Good morning.’ he said, “. want to 
pay the bill for the show; have you got 
your contract?" The man came over to 
the wicket and after pretending to search 
thru drawers, said, “I can't find the or- 
der, but I will receipt yours on the back 
and when I come out to the show I will 
bring along our orders.” “All right,” 
said the P. A., and he handed over the 
money, gave the fellow the tickets called 
for, left a mat and a story for the day 
and walked out. That afternoon there 
Was not a line in the paper gr no cut. 
The P. A. beat it hot foot to the oftice 
to find out the reason and was prepared 
to jump all over the business manager. 
After he had had his say, the gentleman 
in charge inquired to whom he gave the 
money and the story. Why, to a man 
who was sitting right at that desk this 
morning when I came in.” “Oh, well,"’ 
said the newspaper man, “that explains 
it. I got the money and the tickets all 
right, but you were doing business with 
the contracting press agent of another 
show.” 

The oldest advance car manager is un- 
doubtedly Josh Billings, who has been 
with all of the big ones, and came to the 
Walter L. Main Show from Al G. Barnes. 
He was car manager for Downie for a 
season and then retired and located jin 
Chicago, where he was custodian for a 
country club. He is now living in Chi- 
cago. 


HE CALLIOPE players in the show 
business are few and hard to find. 
Since most ef the shows have cut out 
the parade, there is little demand for 
payers and those who are in the game 
have located with the various shows that 
give parades and are nursing their jobs 
zealously. As a matter of fact, there are 
not more than half a dozen real cal- 
liope players in the business and they 
are all working. Years ago Orrin Brad- 
ley was considered the best calliope play- 
er in the business. He was with the 
Forepaugh Show, the Forepaugh-Sells and 
others, and then passed out of the game. 
Bud Horn was a famous operator in his 
day and enjoyed the distinction of being 
the first player to ride down Broadway 
playing the popular airs of that day. It 
is safe to say that the cleverest circus 
calliope player is Harry Wills, who has 
been manipulating the keyboard with the 
Sparks Show for the last 10 years. 
Harry was formerly with the Sells- 
Floto Show and holds the long-distance 
record for continuous playing. It hap- 


pened when the Ringling and the Sells- 
Floto show played day and date. Fred 
Hutchinson, who was managing t..e Se Is- 
Floto Show, told Harry to have the cal- 
liope steamed up and play it till he came 
back. Fred went down town and proba- 
bly forgot all about the calliope, but Har- 
ry, as soon as he had steam, opened up 
and did not stop until the time came for 
opening the doors of the side show. In 
the winter Harry has an air calliope 
down in Florida, advertising real estate 
dealers. The oldest calliope player in 
the business is Tom Lynch, who for the 
last few years has been’ playing on the 
Sells-Floto Show. He learned to manipu- 
ate the keys on the Downie Show about 
five years ago and his first tune was 
When You and I Were Young, Maggie. 
other oldtimers are Billy Emerson, who 
has been playing calliopes for apout 20 
years, and “Deacon” Albright, who aston- 
ished his listeners by rendering on the 
calliope a portion of Poet and Peasant. 


He used to feature this in his nightly 
concerts. Other calliope players who are 
still working are Guy Wheeler, Crazy 


Ray and Kid Gottman. There are proba- 


bly many old-time players on the show 
boats, but they have never been with 
circuses. 

Another old-time calliope player who 


is still tickling the brasses is Emmett L. 
Doty, of Hornell, N. Y. Emmett has 
been playing calliope for many years with 
the Sparks Show and the last two seasons 
with the 101 Ranch. Last summer he 
broke his arm and for a time was the 
only one-armed player in the business. 
Jess Bullock and Jess Fusner both us. d 
to play in the olden days. Bullock was 
last with the LaTena Show. 

One of the oldest Jiving circus followers 
is Charlie Cooper, who is still in harness 
and last season with the Jones Show. 
Charlie was with the Miles Orton Show 
and on the death of Miles married his 
widow. He has done about everything 
that there is to do around a circus from 
the dressing room to the front door. 


N CONCLUSION let me say that the 
oldtimer is valued around any show 
he may be with. He knows every- 


one in the business. He can give the boss 
valuable advice and he is often sought 
for information regarding both the con- 
struction of a show and the routing as 
well. The boss knows that he can de- 
pend upon his oldtimers. They are loyal, 
hard-working, faithful oM boys. whose 
only ambition is to die with the show. 
A circus owner who has a bunch of old- 
timers with him would no more think of 
turning them loose than he would of 
cutting his guy ropes and let the tent 
fall on his audience. Here's to the old- 
ttimer. May he live to be a hundred.

PAUL BRIGGS, of the Briggs Ranch, 
has returned to Protection, Kan., with 
a carload of Brahma steers and Texas 
longhorns for use in the fourth 
annual Briggs Rodeo and Roundup July 
28, 29 and 30 at the Briggs Ranch, 
where an electric-lighted arena is being 
built. Briggs Brothers will furnish free 
camp grounds during the week of the 
rodeo. The Briggs Brothers will also 
direct the rodeo at Dodge City, Kan., 
July 2, 3 and 4. 

ABOUT 50 COWBOYS and cowgirls 
went to Denton, Tex., for funeral serve 
ices for Lee Robinson, rodeo star, and 
wife and baby, who were killed in an 
automobile accident near El Paso.

MEDORA, N. D.—The Elkhorn Ranch 
Rodeo, which had a successful season 
last year playing Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Ohio, taking rainy weather ihto cone 
sideration, will not go on the road until 
later in the fall when the fair season 
starts. Last year the outfit had 30 cow- 
boys and cowgirls, 75 head saddle and 
bucking horses and 1 car of long- 
horn Texas steers. This year, according 
to plans of George F. Gardner, some 
minor changes will be made.

CHICAGO—Nearly 500,000 spectators 
will see Chicago’s third annual rodeo 
exhibition, at which the world’s cow- 
boy and cowgirl championships are de- 
cided this year, it was predicted yes- 
terday by off.cials of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, sponsors for the 
show. The roping and riding contest, 
which opens at Soidiers’ field, in Grant 
Park, August 20 and continues to Au- 
gust 28, annually attracts to Chicago the 
most highly skilled riders, ropers and 
“pulldoggers” in the far West. ex 
Austin. rancher and roceo impresario, 
wll again circect the show, it is an- 
nounced. “Our rodeo gets better every 
year. Tt is now an ‘established Chicago 
institution with already a tradition of 
vntroten sucesss behind it.” said Col. 
Hubert Miller, secretary of the domestic 
and foreign commerce committee ot 
commerce body, which has immediate 
charge of the details. 


FT. WORTH. Tex. — Amarillo and 
Houston will make spirited bids for the 
52d annual convention of the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers’ Association 
et the 1927 convention, which will be 
held in El Paso March 15 to 17, it was 
said at the offices of the association. 

A special train will carry delegates 


and visitors from Houston, and Amarillo 
also plans to send a large delegation. 
There has been little mention of a 
possible successor to President R. M. 
Kleberg, who probably will be re-elected. 
El Paso is preparing for en attendance 
of 6,000 to 7,000 at the convention, 
which will follow immediately the 
Southwestern Exposition and Fat Stock 
Show here. Governors Moody of Texas 
and Dillon of New Mexico are expected 
to deliver addresses, and the, convention 
is given an international air by the 
address of Luis Leon, Secretary of Agri- 
culture of Mexico.

It is planned to confine business ses- 
sions of the convention to the mornings. 
The neighboring Mexican city of Juarea 
will join in entertaining the visitors. 
The entertainment, sponsored by Mayor 
Almeida, includes a visit to a bull fight. 


CLAGARY, Alberta—At the Calgary 
Stampede, July 11 to 16, official North 
American and Canadian contests wili be 
Staged, with thousands of dollars in 
cash purses and numerous trophies. A 
tournament that means something wil! 
be under the direction of Guy Weadicx. 
It will stage without sham, rehearsal, 
assumption, make-believe or misrepre- 
sentation. There will be a stupendous 
Stampede parade, with its miles of In- 
diams in their gay attire. Oldtimers 
in Red River cats, mounted police, cow- 
girls, cowboys, ranchers chuckwagon 
outfits will be the opening feature of 
@ wonderful celebration, which is 
worth going hundreds of miles to see. 
Between 60,000 and 70,000 enjoy this 
great opening event each year. Ten 
bands, including the Australian National 
Band, will provide the music. The 
climax is of enormous equestrian risk, 
where participants of this mightiest 
pageant of the plains display ruthless 
disregard of life and limb. All the stars 
of the rodeo world are expected to enter 
the contests this year. 


CHALMERS LOWELL PANCOAST 
tells in The Fourth Estate of the first 
bronk-busting contest he attended: 
“Shortly after I arrived in Albuquerque 
the New Mexico Territorial Fair was held 
in all its flaming, colorful wildness, pic- 


turesqueness and bold and rugged beauty. 
In those days they put on a Wild West 


show that was real—witn none o1 tne 
professional rodeo—hired performances 
which showmen stage today. It was 
something more than a mere cowboy re- 
union, something more thrilling than 
a professional bucking contest, something 
far more stirring than clever, expert steer 
roping or bulldogging events. it was all 
of these and more. It had the old-time 


Western atmosphere, which is rapidly dy- 
ing out. The procram covered five days 
anlnights of frolicsome sports, and there 


was something exciting going on every 
minute. Here L was, a voung tenderfoot, 
turned loose in the midst of the creat 
show to write up the events. With so 
many exciting things happening all at 
one time my imagination ran wi'd I 
had gone west looking for Indians I 
certainly got a big thrill from the wild 
Navajo horse racing and foot racing. 


The Indians on foot attempted to unseat 


the Indians mounted on ponies. There 
was more wild riding, shouting, aust 
and commotion than T had ever seen 
before. Bringing the wild horses out in- 


to the arena for the broncho-busting con- 
tests was the most danverous part of the 
game. It was a test of courage which 
I had never before seen equaled. The 
broncho-busting contest got the big grip 
on the crowds. 


In riding for position

to ride buckers, Bilt ean f-on- 
nerved cowpuncher, drew first place. 
There was a big battle in which a naif 
dozen men took part in getting the out- 
law from the corral. After they got 
two ropes around his neck the bucker 
was dragged out, blindfolded. He had 
been given a good choking so that they 
had a chance to get a saddle on him. But 
when the ropes were loosened the fight 
was on. Bill Jones made his mount. 
He was not even in the saddle when the 
broncho’s back went up like a dome, and 
he went soaring into the air, coming 
down stiff-legged. Across the arena they 
went, the outlaw with his head between 
his front legs, leaping wildly, zigzaggmg 
and swinging trying to unseat the nervy 
rider. That horse was a vicious rascal. 
Failing to throw the rider he rolled side-

ways with Jones underneath. When the 
kicking, biting, squealing horse was 
pulled off it was found Jones’ leg was 


broken. The real excitement came from 
a stampede of 50 wild horses—an event 
not on the program. The gate of the 
corral had worked loose, freeing all the 
outlaws. The loco bronchos made a dash 
for liberty, and everyone in the arena, 
except a few cowboys and the Navajo 
Indian riders, dashed for liberty also. 
The great arena was a wild scene of 
flying horses, yelling Indians, shouting 
cowboys and clouds of alkali dust. The 
confusion became so great that the ate 
tempt to corral the bronchos was given 
up, and the crowd dispersed better satis- 
fied with the performance than if the 
remainder of the regular program had 
been carried out. That night the wild 
bronchos were corralled, and so the Wild 
West events of broncho busting, roping 
steer and wild horse races continued day 
after day.” 


FT. WORTH, Tex.—Fifty outlaw buck- 
ing bronks, their owners, Eddie McCarty, 
one rodeo judge and more than 50 cow- 
boys and cowgirls arrived February 28 at 
the Southwestern Exposition Fat Stock 
Show. McCarty accompanied his cowboy 
spillers from his ranch at Chugwater, 
Wy., near Cheyenne. The horses rode 
in baggage cars in order that their trip 
would be expedited and they would ar- 
rive in first-class bucking condition. 
It was a veteran judge of the rodeo 
who made his way into exposition head- 
quarters. He is Verene Elliott, of Johns- 
town, Col., who has officiated at other 
rodeos held here, as well as at some of 
the other leading rodecs of the country. 
“I believe the string of bronks this year 
is a better string than the one brought 
here last year,” said McCarty, who for 
two years has furnished the bucking 
horses for the Southwestern Exposition 
Rodeo. “The horses are in good condi- 
tion. Several of the ones that caused 
so much trouble for riders or would-be 
riders at the rodeo here last year have 
been brought back. There’s ‘Invalid’, 
‘Rawlin’'s Gray’, ‘Broken Box’, all that 
were here last year, but who have made 
good reps. since then. ‘Broken Box’ fin- 
ished the last New York rodeo with a 
clear record. He threw every cowboy 
who attempted to ride him. 

“Then there’s ‘Weiser Paint’. He 
spelled misery for many cowboys at the 
last New York show. He will be well 
worth watching at the rodeo here. Aus- 
tin has a reputation for corralling the 
wildest of the rodeo’s wild in bucking 
bronks. He furnished horses during the 
past years for the rodeos and roundups 
held at Cheyenne, Chicago, New York, 
Pendleton and Las Vegas. Austin was 
the first man to stage a rodeo in Eng- 
land. Several years ago he loaded a 
steamer with rodeo live stock, cowboys

He 
is Tom Finn, who saw service in the o!d 
Gays with the Charles Lee and Bob Hunt- 
ing shows and then joined Sig and had 
the side show all the time that the show 
Was on the road. Tom to arive a 
team of four mules over the road hauling 
the passenger wagon with his side kick.

Until his death Cal 
Towers was the oldest side show man- 
ager. Then W. H. McFarland retired,

is George H. “Punch” Irving. who is still 
active and living with his wife and 
daughter at Bradford district, Haverhill, 
Mass. George has been in the circus 
business since he was a kid. He was 
with the Lee Show and later for several 


seasons with the original Walter L. Main 


Show, when Walter himself had it on 
the road. He has been with the Sparks 
Show, Prescott’s Great Eastern, Jones’ 


Cole Bros.’ Show, and Elmer Jones was 
for a time in a wagon with Andrew 
Downie. He started in at Haverhill 
an amateur Punch and Judy performer 
and magician. He drifted into vaudeville 
and later joined a circus. He was not 
on the road last season but has not by 
any means made up his mind yet to re- 
ttre. 


Young men are fast coming to the front 
as general agents, being rapidly shoved 
up by tke various circus magnates. Of 
the old guard there is one who never 
wants for work and to my mind is the 
best in the business for a medium-sized 
show. He is L. C. “Lute” Gillette, last 
season general agent of the Gentry Bros.’ 
Show. “Lute” is a veteran and knows 
more spots in every section of the coun- 
try and more branch road towns than 
any other agent. He has been with so 
many shows that it is hard to keep track 
of them all. Originally he was a bill- 
poster and had a plant at Ann Arbor, 
Mich. He was with Sparks for several 
years, piloted the Jones Bros.’ Show and 
has been with shows big and little up to 
last season, when he joined the Kine 
boys and was sent ahead of the Gentry 
Show. He succeeded in putting this show 
over to a winner. “Lute” is one of those 
agents who believes in working by him- 
self and finds little time to visit with 
other agents. He generally seeks out a 
hotel seldom patronized by the others and 
gets most of his sleep riding trains. 

An important personage around a cir- 
cus is the bookkeeper and auditor. The 
oldest one in the business today is Harry

P. Kutz, of the Christy Show. Harry is 
not so very old at that, but he is an 
oldtimer sure enough. He started in the 


business as a clarinet p'aver and blew a 
yellow gob stick in the band on the James 
R. Waite repertoire show. Here he first 
commenced his duties as secretary and 
front-door man. Waite used him in the 
office and had him taking tickets on the 
gallery door. He was with Martin Downs 


in the ticket wagon all the time that 
show was on the road. He was with 
ilmer Jones’ colored minstrel show anda 
was auditor with J. Augustus Jones for 
many years. When that show went off 
the road he came to the Christy Show 
and has been with it ever since, acting 
as auditor, timekeeper and working on 
the front door “Kootie”’ is an expert ace 


countant and a faithful official 


ETERAN press agents? There ain't 
no such animals. Press agents 
can’t afford to grow old. They 


are all up to the minute and can grind 


out just as snappy stuff as any of the 
younger fellows who have come up in 
the past decade. There are still a few 


of the old guard in harness and making 
good and their copy never finds its way 


into the waste basket There is Dexter 
Fellows, who used to be a drug clerk 
in Haverhill, Mass., and the next year 
came back as press agent with the Buf- 
falo Bill Show and ever since has been 
writing copy and is known and a wel- 
come visitor in every newspaper otnce 


from Coast to Coast. Then there are Wells 
Hawks, Harvey Watkins, Edwin P. Nor- 
wood, all good oldtimers; “Doc’’ Waddell, 
Whose sure-fire daily special is the birth 
of a baby lion or a tiger named after the 
mayor or chief of police; Charles Ber- 
nard, who did the contracting press work 


for the Sparks and Matin shows and 
could prepare the best display ad copy 
I ever saw, and the wriuer, wiuio wus 
practically born in a newspaper office, 


fed a Gordon press and pulled posters off 
on an old Washington hand press. There 
are some clever youngsters in the busi- 
ness today, but the oldtimers are keeping 
right up with them and can with 
them right up to the tape. 
Before dismissing the press 
must tell a story about a certain press 
who was back with the show and 
made Marquette, Mich., several years ago,

He walked into the office of the daily

The oldest advance car manager is un- 
doubtedly J: Billings, who has been 
with all of the big ones, and came to the 
Walter L. Main Show from Af G. Barnes. 
He was car manager for Downie for a 
season and then retired and located jin 
Chicago, where he was custodian for a 
country club. He is now living in Chi- 
cago.

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HE CALLIOPE players in the show 
business are few and hard to find. 
Since most cf the shows have cut out 
parade, there is little demand for 
and those who are in the game 
have located with the various shows that 
give parades and are nursing their jobs 
zealously. As a matter of fact, there are 
not more than half a dozen real cal- 
liope players in the business and they 
are all working. Years ago Orrin Brad- 
ley was considered the best calliope play- 
er in the business. He was with the 
Forepaugh Show, the Forepaugh-Sells and 
others, and then passed out of the game. 
Bud Horn was a famous operator in his 
day and enjoyed the distinction of being 
the first player to ride down Broadway 
playing the popular airs of that day. It 
is safe to that the cleverest circus 
calliope player is Harry Wills, who has 
been manipulating the keyboard with the 
Sparks Show for the last 10 years. 
Harry was formerly with the Sells- 
Floto Show and holds the long-distance 
record for continuous playing. It hap-

pened when the Ringling and the Seljs- 
Floto show played day and date. Freq 
Hutchinson, Who was managing t..e Sk 
Floto Show, told Harry to have the ex 
liope steamed up and play it till he cam 
back.

ry, as soon as he had steam, opened up 
and did not stop until the time came 
opening the doors of the side show. In 
the winter Harry has an air eallicy 
down in Florida, advertising real estat, 
dealers. The oldest calliope playe; 
the business is Tom Lynch, who for th: 
last few years has been playing on th: 
Sells-Floto Show. He learned to manipu- 
ate the keys on the Downie Show abou: 
five years ago and his first tune was 
When You and I Were Young, Maggi 
other oldtimers are Billy Emerson, who 
has been playing calliopes for avout 29 
years, and “Deacon” Albright, who aston- 
ished his listeners by rendering on th 
calliope portion of Poet and Peasant, 
He used to feature this in his nichtly 
concerts. Other calliope players who are 
still working are Guy Wheeler, Crazy 
Ray and Kid Gottman. There are proba- 
bly many old-time players on the show 
boats, but they have never been with 
circuses. 

Another old-time calliope player who 
is still tickling the brasses is Emmett L. 
Doty, Hornell, N. Y¥ Emmett has 
been playing calliope for many years wit 
the Sparks Show and the last two seasons 
with the 101 Ranch. Last summer h 
broke his arm and for a time was thx 
only one-armed player in the business 
Jess Bullock and Jess Fusner both us d 
to play in the olden days. Bullock was 
last with the LaTena Show. 

One of the oldest living circus followers 
is Charlie Cooper, who is sti!l in har « 
and last season with the Jones Show 
Charlie was with the Miles Orton Show 
and on the death of Miles married his 
widow. He has done about everything 
that there is to do around a circus from 
the dressing room to the front door. 
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N CONCLUSION let me say that the 
oldtimer is valued around any 


he may be with. He knows every- 
One in the business. He can give the boss 
valuable advice and he is often sought 
for information regarding both the con- 
struction of a show and the routing as 
well The boss knows that he can «: 
pend upon his oldtimers. They are loya 
hard-working, faithful old boys, whos: 
only ambitign is to die with the show. 


A circus owner who has a bunch of old- 
timers with him would no more think of 


turning them loose than he would of 
cutting his guy ropes and let the tent 
fall on his audience. Here's to the old- 


timer. May he live to be a hundred.

PT. WORTH. Tex. — Amarillo and 
Houston will make spirited bids for the 
52d annual convention of the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers’ Association 
et the 1927 convention, which will be 
held in El Paso March 15 to 17, it was 
said at the offices of the association. 

A special train will carry delegates 


and visitors from Houston, and Amarillo 
also plans to send a large delegation. 
There has been little mention of a 
possible successor to President R. M. 
Kleberg, who probably will be re-elected. 
El Paso is preparing for an attendance 
of 6,000 to 7,000 at the convention, 
which will follow immediately the 
Southwestern Exposition and Fat Stock 
Show here.

There will be a stupendous 
Stampede parade, with its miles of In- 
dians in their gay attire. Oldtimers 
in Red River cats, mounted police, cow- 
girls, cowboys, ranchers chuckwagon 
outfits will be the opening feature of 
@ wonderful celebration, which is 
worth going hundreds of miles to see. 
Between 60,000 and 70,000 enjoy this 
great opening event each year. Ten 
bands, including the Australian National 
Band, will provide the music. The 
climax is of enormous equestrian risk, 
where participants of this mightiest 
pageant of the plains display ruthless 
disregard of life and limb. All the stars 
of the rodeo world are expected to enter 
the contests this year. 


CHALMERS LOWELL PANCOAST 
tells in The Fourth Estate of the first 
bronk-busting contest he attended: 
“Shortly after I arrived in Albuquerque 
the New Mexico Territorial Fair was held 
in all its flaming, colorful wildness, pic- 


turesqueness and bold and rugged beauty. 
In those days they put on a Wild West 
show that was real—witn none o1 tne 
professional rodeo—hired performances 
which showmen § stage today. It was 
something more than a mere cowboy re- 
union, something more thrilling than 
a professional bucking contest, something 
far more stirring than clever, expert steer 


roping or bulldogging events. it was all 
of these and more. It had the old-time 
Western atmosphere, which is rapidly dy- 
ing out. The procram covered five days 
anl nights of frolicsome sports, and there 
was something exciting going on every 
minute. Here L was, a young tenderfoot, 
turned loose in the midst of the great 
show to write up the events. With so 
many exciting things happening all at 
one time my imagination ran wi'd [ 
had gone west looking for Indians I 


certainly got a big thrill from the wild 
Navajo horse racing and foot racing. 
The Indians on foot attempted to unseat 


the Indians mounted on ponies. There 
was more wild riding. shouting, aust 
and commotion than IT had ever seen 
before. Bringing the wild horses out in- 
to the arena for the broncho-busting con- 
tests was the most danzerous part of the 
game. It was a test of courage which 


I had never before seen equaled. The 
broncho-busting contest got the big grip 
on the crowds. In riding for position 


103 


to ride buckers, Bilt yvunes, en r-on- 
nerved cowpuncher, drew first place. 
There was a big battle in which a naif 
dozen men took part in getting the out- 
law from the corral. After they got 
two ropes around his neck the bucker 
was dragged out, blindfolded. He had 
been given a good choking so that they 
had a chance to get a saddle on him. But 
when the ropes were loosened the fight 
was on. Bill Jones made his mount. 
He was not even in the saddle when the 
broncho's back went up like a dome, and 
he went soaring into the air, coming 
down stiff-legged. Across the arena they 
went, the outlaw with his head between 
his front legs, leaping wildly, zigzaggmg 
and swinging trying to unseat the nervy 
rider. That horse was a vicious rascal. 
Failing to throw the rider he rolled side- 
ways with Jones underneath. When the 
kicking, biting, squealing horse was 
pulled off it was found Jones’ leg was 
broken. The real excitement came from 
a stampede of 50 wild horses—an event 
not on the program. The gate of the 
corral had worked loose, freeing all the 
outlaws. The loco bronchos made a dash 
for liberty, and everyone in the arena, 
except a few cowboys and the Navajo 
Indian riders, dashed for liberty also. 
The great arena was a wild scene of 
flying horses, yelling Indians, shouting 
cowboys and clouds of alkali dust. The 
confusion became so great that the at- 
tempt to corral the bronchos was given 
up, and the crowd dispersed better satis- 
fied with the performance than if the 
remainder of the regular program had 
been carried out. That night the wild 
bronchos were corralled, and so the Wild 
West events of broncho busting, roping 
steer and wild horse races continued day 
after day.” 


PT. WORTH, Tex.—Fifty outlaw buck- 
ing bronks, their owners, Eddie McCarty, 
one rodeo judge and more than 50 cow- 
boys and cowgirls arrived February 28 at 
the Southwestern Exposition Fat Stock 
Show. McCarty accompanied his cowboy 
spillers from his ranch at Chugwater, 
Wy., near Cheyenne. The horses rode 
in baggage cars in order that their trip 
would be expedited and they would ar- 
rive in first-class bucking condition. 
It was a veteran judge of the rodeo 
who made his way into exposition head- 
quarters. He is Verene Elliott, of Johns- 
town, Col., who has officiated at other 
rodeos held here, as well as at some of 
the other leading rodeos of the country. 
“I believe the string of bronks this year 
is a better string than the one brought 
here last year,” said McCarty, who for 
two years has furnished the bucking 
horses for the Southwestern Exposition 
Rodeo. “The horses are in zood condi- 
tion. Several of the ones that caused 
so much trouble for riders or would-be 
riders at the rodeo here last year have 
been brought back. There’s ‘Invalid’, 
‘Rawlin’s Gray’, ‘Broken Box’, all that 
were here last year, but who have made 
good reps. since then. ‘Broken Box’ fin- 
ished the last New York rodeo with a 
clear record. He threw every cowboy 
who attempted to ride him. 

“Then there’s ‘Weiser Paint’. He 
spelled misery for many cowboys at the 
last New York show. He will be well 
worth watching at the rodeo here. Aus- 
tin has a reputation for corralling the 
wildest of the rodeo’s wild in bucking 
bronks. He furnished horses during the 
past years for the rodeos and roundups 
held at Cheyenne, Chicago, New York, 
Pendleton and Las Vegas. Austin was 
the first man to stage a rodeo in Eng- 
land. Several years ago he loaded a 
steamer with rodeo live stock, cowboys

You 
want to see a fellow on a high pole, 80 

r 90 feet high bending over an angle of 
15 degrees. You want to a big 
flying act with an apparatus 120 feet 
long, 35 feet high. You want to see a 
of 8 or 10 horses, a herd of ele- 
a pony circus act You want to 
trapeze act, 40 or 50 feet high. 
They are the extraodinary attractions 
that you should have at a fair. The 
only other time you will see them is 
when some circus comes in town. 

You don't get them at the theaters.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 14.—With

*. interest to the amusement industry as a 


whole. Reference is made to the Sunday- 


+ closing measure of Representative Lank- 


ford, of Georgia. over which so much 
waged during the session. 
This bill aimed to close all amusements 
in the District of Columbia on Sundays. 

Referred to a sub-committee of the 
House Judiciary Committee, extensive 
hearings were held, resulting in this 
committee making a favorable report to 
the full House District Committee. For- 
tunately for the amusement interests, 


: this committee failed to act on the 
+ measure, with the attendant result of 
, the bill “dying” in committee. Had such 


a legislative enactment been adopted, it 
was a foregone conclusion that it would 
have been the entering wedge for nation- 
wide Sunday prohibition of amusements. 


, Representative Lankford has stated that 
. he will again introduce such a measure 


in the next Congress, which will convene 
in December. 

Trade, civic and business people of the 
District of Columbia voiced disapproval 
of such legislation, and were backed by 
the District of Columbia Commissioners 
in their protests. President Frank W. 
Darling, of the National Association of 
Amusement Parks, together with his 
legislative committee, the personnel of 
which is Leonard B. Schloss, chairman; 
Charles G. Miller and A. R. Hodge, in 
association with various theatrical, base- 
ball and motion picture interests, ape 
peared before the sub-committee hear- 
ings on the bill, and entered vigorous 
protests against the enactment of such 
drastic provisions as outlined in the bill

LORENZ C. STOPPELBEIN, speed 
skater of the South, added a new record 
to his achievements by skating 85 hours 
on the rollers at the White Eagle Hall, 
New Brunswick, N. J., concluding the en- 
durance test March 3. This performance 
exceeds the record held by Richard J. 
Day, of Florida, by three and one-half 
hours. Altho greatly worn and in need 
of sleep Stoppelbein claimed he felt 
no ill effects at the end of his endur- 
ance race. According to the rules of en- 
durance skating, the skater is permitted a 
15-minute rest at the end of every six 
hours. Stoppelbein several times passed 
up this opportunity. He averaged about 
four and one-half miles an hour, cover- 
ing about 382 miles. His skates were 
worn altho new at the start. At no 
time was Stoppelbein without company, 


for large crowds watched the perform- 
ance, according to a local paper. 


ROLAND CIONI, speed roller skater, 
Hagerstown, Md., voices a protest against 
the apparent ease with which anyone 
anywhere can stage a championship 
meet of any kind. If this condition 
exists, what is to prevent the manager 
of a rink in “the sticks” from staging 
a world’s championship, an international 
or State speed contest, when neither he 
nor his rink are known outside of his 
village or county? Mr. Cioni says: “We 
have a great game, but need some one, 
or body, or organization, to control this 
game and place it where it really be- 
longs with winter sports as well as sum- 
mer. It seems to me a joke—whenever 
one wants to run a world’s meet, he 
just runs it.” 

It would seem more practicable to 
hold only one world or international 
championship meet each year, and that 
to be sanctioned by the International 
Skating Union of America. National and 
State championships should only be 
permitted at stated intervals, to be sanc- 
tioned by the Western Skating Associa- 
tion, or some other organization which 
would provide for all comers in territory 
embodied in the meet. At any rate only 
such championships as are approved by 
an official organization should be recog- 


nized.

Several months ago 
Kingham, a calf roper and bulldogger, 
broke his leg in a rodeo contest at 
Monta Vista, Col. He was confined to 
his bed for several weeks, but is said 
to be in good condition now. 

Among other arrivals was Shorty 
Kelso. He for several years has been a 
familiar character at the rodeo here. 
Shorty is “pick-up man” of the rodeo. 
He has held the place for seven years. 
The duties of the “pick-up man” in- 
clude the “gathering in” of ponies after 
their rider has left them to tackle steers 
in bulidogging contests or to “pick up” 
a bronk after it has succeeded in 
throwing its would-be rider. Kelso 
also is a good bulldogger and will com- 
pete this year in this event. He has 
always won big money here in this 
event. Four other well-known rodeo 
performers who in the past have thrilled 
Fort Worth audiences and who arrived 
were Paddy Ryan, Bob Askin, Mike 
Hastings and Fox Hastings. 

Among the horses which McCarty 
brought here are King Tut, Invalid, 
Broken Box, Rawlin’s Gray, Jim Crow, 
Chile Beans, Deer Trail, Weiser Paint, 
Bear Creek, Sun Down, Seal Skin, 
Patches, Satin, Pretty -Dick, Tea Pot, 
Overall Bill, School Girl, He'll Do, Red 
Grange, He'll Like It, Antelope, Done

Most of 
the riders contrived to stay aovoard, 
however. Paddy Ryan, one of the old 
rodeo favorites here, made a good ride 
on a wicked jumper, Weiser Paint, a5 
did Dan Utley on He'll Do and Chief 
Correlles on Dog Gone. Black Bottom 
got from under Lewis Gorond. Marie 
Gibson scratched Patches to the satis- 
faction of all spectators in the cow- 
girls’ bronk riding event. Eva Caskey 
failed to ride Chalk Bluff. Best time 
in the calf roping was made by Bob 
Crosby with 232-5 seconds and Buck 
Lucas was first in the steer wrestling 
with a time of 35 seconds. Many names 
and faces familiar to Fort Worth rodeo 
fans of other years are again heard and 
seen at the 1927 show and to these have 
been added outstanding contestants at 
other rodeos of the country who are 
making their debut here. Champions 
are competing with former champions 
and newcomers from the ranges for 
honors in the various Western events. 
Ward Farmer and Bryan Roach are di- 
recting the rodeo. Nowata Slim, Pinky 
Gist, Slim Caskey, Shorty Kelso, Rube 
Roberts, Oklahoma Curley, J. H. Strick- 
land, Mike Hastings, Tommie Kernan, 
Chester Byers and Paddy Ryan are 
among a few of the old favorites among 
the cowboys. Cowgirls seen here in for- 
mer years include Ruth Roach, Florence 
Hughes, Eva Caskey, Fox Hastings and 
Tad Lucas. In all there are more than 
130 rodeo contestants, the largest num- 
ber ever competing here.

The Time Has Come 


for Carnivals 


To Launch an Offensive Campaign 


By GEORGE H. 


ECKHARDT 


Much has been written lately about 
the carnival, feature articles in maga- 
zine sections of newspapers, special ar- 
ticles in show papers and now a play 
appears. Most people who write about 
the carnival know little or nothing 
about it first-hand. The people who 
write in show papers commit a grave 
error when they always write in an ate 
titude of excuse and defense. We see 
articles proving that carnivals do leave 
money in towns, we see articles proving 
that the carnival is not an evil in- 
fluence and so on. This attitude is all 
wrong. 

The carnival man is pursuing a legiti- 
mate business, he is paying his license 
fees, often exorbitant; he is trying to 
obey the law as nearly as it is possible 
to obey laws. In short he is a decent 
citizen following a decent business. If 
he is all this, why must he always give 
reasons for the existence of himself 
and his business? It is time for the 
carnival man to awaken, to assume an 
aggressive attitude, not an attitude of 
apology. 

The motion picture industry has al- 
Ways been aggressive, it is always the 
fighter, not the runmer away. That is 
why the moving picture industry 1s 
what it is today. 

The carnival man has allowed himse‘f 
to be bullied and badgered about by the 
small-town official. It is useless to 
close our eyes to the so-called “fixing”, 
and what not else of petty gyait de- 
manded in towns and Cites. 

No set of people has been mwuvre 
harassed by this bugbear than the 
carnival folks. And who is really at 
fault? Let it be emphatically stated 
that it is not the carnival, nor has it 
ever been. Wherever graft and cor- 
ruption appears it appears because the 
smfall-town official expects and demancs 
it. No carnival man, probably the 
shrewdest set of business men in the 
world, would ever pay out graft if it 
was not demanded of him. Therefore 
let the critics of the carnival look to 
their own Officials, their neighbors and 
respected citizens whom they have put 
in office, as the guilty parties, not tne 
carnival folk who are victims of the 
system. The same also applies to many 
absurd town ordinances that were put 
on the books purposely to be broken 
and net revenue to enforcement of- 
ficers, whether thru fines or graft. In 
many instances it would be impossible 
to obey the many laws existing in thcse 
towns. 

The same holds good in the matter 
of extraordinarily high license fees. The 
idea is not to keep the carnival out 
of the town, but to bleed it for all it 
is worth, to make it so difficult to 


/operate that the folks are forced to 


to all sorts of tricks, which in 
in the clutchcs of 
town fathers and open up another 
source of possible revenue. It is an old 
legal axiom that every man is entitled 
to his day in court, and the time has 
come for the carnival to assert itself. 
The writers of so-called popular Sun- 
day newspaper stuff should be an- 
swered. The public must be maae to 
realize that the carnival business is not 
a “racket”, but a legitimate amuse- 
ment enterprise, operated like every 
other enterprise under the sun, for 
profit. And often the profit is not seen 
either. 

When a person attends a carnival he 
is given amusement. He must not ex- 
pect something that can be measured 
in exact dollars and cents. If a person 
goes to a moving picture show hé 
doesn’t expect to come home with 
something under his arm for his money. 
He is buying amusement and education 
Just so when a person attends a carni- 
val he is not supposed to expect some-

thing in return that can be measured 
.in exact quantities. If desires a 
lamp or doll, he gets a great amount 

pleasure and diversion out of trying 


he 


to get it. If he wants to buy a doll 
he walks into a shop, buys it and walks 
out. He does not get two hours of 
amusement out of his aoilar or sv. 
There is a great deal said and writ- 
ten about carnival folks, holding them 
up as “terrors”. This is the fault of 
the carnival people, and no one else. No 
other people get so much pleasure out 
of idle taik, and holding themselves up 
as clever beyond words, as_ the car- 
nival folks themselves. The result of 
this is that the average man mistrusts 
the carnival man, all on account of 
this idle talk, which has little or no 
basis of facts. 
The carnival must look upon itself as 
n industry, and must get over its “in- 
eriority complex”, its talking big, but 
in its innermost heart feeling that it 
is the bottom of the amusement field. 
It is neither the bottom nor the top. 
It is just a legitimate form of business. 
It is idle to write articles proving that 
carnivals leave money in towns and 
what not else. Do motion picture the- 
aters leave money in towns? What great 
sum does the average traveling com- 
pany leave in a town? A little lodging 
and food money, that's all. 


It is idle to hold the carnival people 
up either as thieves or as angels. They 
are neither. They are just ordinary 
people trying to make a living. It is 
simple and foolish for someone who has 
walked the midway once or twice to 
write a play “exposing the heart of 
the carnival’. The life of the carnival 
and its people is not much different 
than any other life. Therefore it is 
high time for the carnival man and his 
public relations man to resolve to start 
the season of 1927 with the idea that 
he is not going to go thru the year 
apologizing for being alive, but to go 
out for what is coming to him, and if 
the small-town official wants trouble 
he should receive it to his heart’s con- 
tent in the courts and in the newspa- 
pers. 


Let the carnival no longer be the tar- 
get for mud slinging. If the show is 
run on the level then it deserves its 
legal rights and should have them. If 
it isn’t on the level it deserves what 
it gets. Let the critics turn from tne 
carnival to their present so-called high- 
class dramatic productions, where filth 
never dreamt of on the carnival lot is 
handed out at three and four dollars 
per seat. Let the person who condemns 
gambling at the carnival, if innocent 
amusement can be called by this ugly 
name, turn to the bridge clubs in his 
own town. All in all, the carnival has 
been the goat long enough and it is 
high time for it to cease being so.

tives, Which, if it should become a law 
would prohibit carnivals and all tent 
shows on account of prohibitive license 
Mr. Kelley writes: ‘Felice Bernardi, ot 
the Bernardi Exposition Shows, has f: 
nanced the fight so far, with very litt 
assistance from anyone else. In fact 
one carnival manager left town as suv) 
as the fight started. I have whipped 
the interests that are behind this bill 
before, and hope in the near future to 
be able to report that they have had 
another whipping.” 

The Arizona Gazette, of recent eate, 
has the following: “A forceful attack 
against the so-called movie house ana 
theatrical trust bill featured this morn- 
ing’s session of the Lower House. Jones 
of Maricopa, voiced his opposition in no 
uncertain terms, denouncing the bill in 
question as savoring of special interests 
in that it proposed to run the carnival 
and other similar attractions out ot 
business thru the imposing of prohibi- 
tive license fees. 

“Jones charged that the bill was not 
backed by public demand, that it wouid 
produce no revenues, nor did it express 
high purpose or aspiration. ‘This put.’ 
he said, ‘does not fulfill either of these 
requirements. If there were need of 
raising revenue from this source, tax- 
ation upon traveling players and carni- 
val companies, revenue would be raised 
by a license something less than pro- 
hibitory. This bill, if enacted, will serve 
as a pretext for raising admission prices 
in theaters, on the claim that the State 
puts a high license upon the artistes 
who bring in the vaudeville act. 

‘““The very interests behind the bil! 
have been successfully camouflaged. As 
soon as the traveling players are ex- 
cluded, the very interests which thought 
of this bill will show themselves in 
their colors anxious to squeeze every 
cent out of the amusement game and 
keep it for themselves. Had there been 
a general public demana for the en- 
actment of this bill, I feel that some 
whisper of the demand would have 
reached me. I am totally ignorant of 
any public demand for this class of 
legislation. The introducer of the meas- 
ure has not even revealed by request 
of what interest, he introduced the bill 
There can be no high nor noble pu 
pose behind a measure of this kind 
This measure will operate to vastly in- 
crease the profits of a business already 
in 10 years grown from nothing to 
stupendous proportions. : 

“*T see after the suppression of com- 
petition in the amusement business by 
a legislative enactment of this sort the 
same greasy hands, which tendered this 
bill to Mr. Orme, being rubbed over in- 
creased stacks of dirty money behind a 
smile of mock-pious hypocrisy. 

“Where a measure strikes at the sim- 
ple amusements and pleasures of a large 
class of the people, to serve a special 
interest already rich beyond the sv>pi- 
cion of an uninformed public, I shouid 
leave it to another political party to 
pay its debts in this traditional man- 
ner, and believe that a Democratic 
House of Representatives in Arizona will 
not stoop to such legislation.’”

Publicity Paves the Way 


(From BIG 5 ELI NEWS) 


It will not be long now. 

Wagons will roll from winter quarters, 
and the carnival folk will gather from 
afar to the first stand of the season. 
Hopes will rise high at that meeting 
and many old friendships will be 
Strengthened. The tales of the winter 
will be told and retold. The 1927 tour 
will appear filled with chances or pbe- 
coming the best season in carnival his- 
tory. 

Each new season looks that way. To 
some shows it is the best. To others— 
the worst. Its beginning sees new snows 
put on the road—its end finds some 
that have long before given up tne 
ghost. Others ride the course in a calm 
and put into the port of last call bear- 
ing a handsome figure on the credit 
Side of the ledger. But it’s all in the 
game. 

Unseen things bear on the well being 
of the show. Misfortune and hard luck 
cast no warning shadow, but drop from 
a clear sky. But some things that will 
help the show can be seen before and 
included in the plan of action. 

One that will help is publicity. 

Publicity is the heart and purse of 
the amusement company. It makes fun 
looked forward to and hoped for. It 
creates a desire to come to the midway 
and “play” days before the show arrives. 
Publicity opens the path, and once the 

th is clear, it is not hard for others 
to follow. 

Yet, in seeming forgetfulness of the 
great part publicity reaiuy plays in the 
making of successful amusements, it is 
nothing less than unfortunate, how 
many carnival companies snub this de- 
partment. A willing worker is turned 
aside. The builder of public goodwill; 
the creator of business reputation is 
woefully neglected. 

Every amusement company cannot 
keep a well-organized publicity depart- 
ment, it is very true. But it is the 
truth that the smallest of them can 
afford to promote some of it. Enough 
publicity, at least to pave their way into 
@ community where they are later to 
appear. 

Some managers vouch that it doesn’t 
pay, because they do not see a direct 
return for the money invested. How- 
ever, a fair trial would convince them 
of its hidden merits. Broadsides and 
handbills, news items and editorials are 
shunned like smallpox. Yet, the man 
with this attitude is the one whose 
cash box could be enriched thru pub- 
licity. Let the public know, in frank, 
honest, sincere copy, what attractions 
are offered. It would pay! It has never 
failed. Mildly putting it, any show can 
spend a few hundred dollars each year 
for advance publicity, yet for some the 
bill for several seasons past could be 
paid with a $20 banknote. 

Abraham Lincoln, if living today, 
would make a good showman because 
he knew the value of publicity, and 
knew that its great duty is the forming 
of public opinion. To the showman at 
heart, there is a real lesson in tnese 
words from the Great Lincoln: “In this 
and like communities, public sentiment 
is everything. With public sentiment, 
nothing can fail; without it nothing 
can succeed; consequently he who molds 
public sentiment goes deeper than he 
who enacts laws or pronounces ae- 
cisions.” 


What Lincoln believed, no man can 
afford to consider lightly. 


Good pwblicity can mold public opin- 
ion to your own patterns.

The doctor who examined him ex- 
plained that all apes and monkeys in 
captivity are especially susceptible to 
tuberculosis, and that most of them die 
of the dread disease. 

As a part of his treatment, Jean was 
recently placed under the X-ray machine 
and some pictures were taken. Altho 
very much frightened he climbed on the 
table at the request of his trainer and 
lay quite still while the picture taking 
was in progress. The work completed, 
Jean jumped up and put his arms 
around his much-beloved master because 
he was afraid of the X-ray machine and 
the strange nurses and doctors. 


Altho Jean is a very sick chimpanzee, 
he finds time to laugh a lot. One reason, 
perhaps, is because prohibition doesn’t 
affect his habits; he gets his drinks just 
the same and just has to have them. 


A few months ago Jean's trainer gave 
him a pretty stiff snort of prescription 
whisky with the idea of pepping him up 
a bit, since he seemed to be more in- 
disposed than usual. The results were 
wonderful, says the trainer. Jean is just 
crazy about the “stuff” and will drink 
nearly a pint at one upturning of the 
bottle, showmen declare. 

It is often said that things people 
don’t know won't hurt them. Perhaps 
the same applies to chimpanzees. 


Jean doesn't know he has but a few 
months to live and with his drinks com- 
ing regularly, death for him may not be 
so awfully bad.—Beaumont (Tex.) En- 
terprise.

ing the water, go very deep under the 
surface, due to lack of speed and little 
or no concussion of air at the striking 
point. So, in diving from any height, 
the body falls 16 feet the first second, 
82 feet the second second and keeps 
doubling each second thereafter. In 
other words, the greater the height a 
person dives from, the faster the body 
falls, and the greater the concussion at 
the time of striking the water; therefore 
requiring less and less water as height 
is added to the dive. I hope that some 
day this theory can be brought to a 
climax by myself. I will attempt to go 
higher and higher, using less water each 
time, until I will have attained such a 
great height as to enable me to dive 
onto a wet blanket.”

important prizes are awarded for the 
Winning floats, groups and individuals in 
the various categories comprised in the 
spectacie, Official programs filled with 
ads and sold at a fairly high price and 
the rental of confetti and serpentine con- 
cessions along the line of march are two 
important income producers. 


Another moneymaker is the sale ot 
Seats along the route of the pageants. 
Aix-en-Provence is fortunate in possess- 
ing a “circle’’ at the terminus of its 
main street. Around a huge fountain in 
its center is erected a circular tribune en- 
circled by another tribune erected on the 
outer edge of the circle. All along the 
main street rows of numbered chairs are 
arranged and roped off. Prices for seats 
vary according to their location and the 
importance of the day—the fete usually 
lasting 10 days with the main pageants 
on the Sunday of Carnival and Tuesday 
of Mardi Gras, with lesser parades on 
Thursday and the following Sunday. 


I have cited the example of the VUarni- 
val at Aix-en-Provence because it offers 


_ conditions that can be duplicated thruout 


America, but the same methods are used 
for the Carnival at Nice, the Battle of 
Flowers at Cannes and Saint Raphael, 
or the tiny town of Draguignan. It is 
worth ‘noting that a real co-operation 
exists between all these towns in that 
these fetes are so timed as not to con- 
flict or compete to any great extent. The 
Carnival and Mardi Gras of Nice and of 
Aix-en-Provence do take place on the 
same days, but these two towns are so 
far apart that there is no real conflict. 


From the showman’'s standpoint all 
these fetes are interesting in that outdoor 
attractions, shows and concessions are in- 
vited to take part. America has an ad- 
vantage in that outdoor shows are better 
organized and grouped and _ therefore 
easier dealt with. In France it is a 
case of every man for himself. No such 
thing as a street carnival company or 
group of outdoor shows and attractions 
under a single management exists. 


HIS naturally lessens the drawing 
T power of the outdoor amusement 

part of the fetes, as rides and 
shows are duplicated and there is a lack 
of variety as well as a haphazard placing 
of the concessions that makes for poor 
business. Neither do the showmen of 
France boast of any bands or real mu- 
sic—barring a few circuses. This, of 
course, forces the local committees to fur. 
nish all their own bands and music. Usu- 
ally political pull brings them one or 
more military bands and the offering of 
attractive prizes draws out the musical 
organizations from the surrounding towns. 


There is no doubt but what the pag- 
eants and fetes thruout France are a 
great drawing card for the communities 
producing them as well—as a rule—as 
being revenue producers for the mer- 
chants, theaters and other amusement 
establishments. Care must be taken to 
keep these outdoor celebrations on a high 
level or trouble may ensue. At a recent 
fete in Paris the Grand Boulevards were 
invaded by a veritable horde of toughs, 
masked and costumed, who started In to 
annoy the women and, no doubt, would 
have done a lively pocket-picking and 
purse-snatching business had not the 
plain-clothes police been on the alert and 
nipped the worst of the band in time. 
Paris is looking after the artistic part of 
its fetes this year by putting Firmin 
Gemier, the theatrica! director, at the 
head of its committee and the intention 
is to raise the level of the celebrations 
and appeal to the jntellectual elements 
as well as to the casual amusement seek- 
ers. 

To be successful any pageant should be 
made an annual affair and based on some 
local historical event or tradition. To 
reap the maximum of benefit and the 
minimum of conflict the ideal solution in 
America would be a committee composed 
of public-spirited men, from all the larger 
towns in the various sections of the coun- 
try, city officials and delegates represent- 
ing the various carnival companies and 
outdoor show groups operating in those 
particular sections, who would study the 
situation and map out a series of fetes 
and pageants suitable to the communities 
and allowing profitable co-operation be- 
tween the show groups and the towns. 

Co-operation is the keyword of success. 
Last year several of the smaller cafe and 
restaurant owners of Aix-en-Provence de- 
cided to reap their profits from the Car- 
nival without paying their assessments or 
taking any active part in its promotion. 
The result was that the Carnival was a 
financial failure and the Battle of 
Flowers, which was slated to follow two 
months later, was dropped. Unless these 
recaleitrants decide to share in the pro- 
motion expenses this coming spring, Aix- 
en-Provence will probably go without its 
Carnival and the whole town will suffer 
a serious loss.

Interesting alike to fair officials and 
concession men, was the paper prepared 
by Mr. Lee, for the convention of Minne- 
sota fair men held at Minneapolis in 
January. The writer is a member of 
the board of governors of the fair. ‘he 
paper deals clearly with the subject and 
follows in full: 

The concession man holds the reputa- 
tien of the fair at his counter. His place 
of business being one of the principal 
points of contact between a large per- 
centage of fair visitors and its official 
organization, the public will rate the 
administration: by the kind and quauity 
of service received at his hand. It is 
therefore imperative that the fair have 
hard and fast rules governing the con- 
duct of concessions and when these rules 
have passed the tests of justice and 
fairness they must be vigorously enforced 
Temporizing, compromising or fa.ling to 
apply the rules impartially is suicidal. 

At State and county fair meetings tnere 
is always considerable discussion of the 
problems and plans of various concession 
departments, but unfortunately very Ht- 
tle of the meat of such discussions is of 
record. There seems to be no special rea- 
son for this partiality towards the ac- 
tivities of other departments of fairs, but 
it is nevertheless a lamentable fact 
that there is not more data upon wnich 
to base deductions when comparing the 
merits and achievements of the conces- 
sion deartment of this or that fair with 
the idea of bringing about improved meth- 
ods and conditions, or with the scheme of 
passing along a word of advice or as- 
sistance to workers coming anew into the 
field from other lines of business. 

It indeed would be a mutual benefit 
and helpfulness to more diligently cuiti- 
vate the spirit of co-operation among the 
members of State and county fair ore 
ganizations to the end that each can 
profit by experiences of others in their 
respective dealings with the concession- 
aire and in supervising the conduct of his 
business. Hence, in this paper, 1 will 
try and confine my remarks within the 
scope of my subject, which is not a gene 


eral one, and if any statements herein 
provoke discussion we will all profit 
thereby. 


Every concessionaire doing business on 
the Minnesota State fairgrounds is 
obliged to execute a contract jin which is 
incorporated the general rules of the de- 
partment and the conditions under which 
he may operate. Reference to some of 
these regulations might be of interest. 
The name, address and nature of the con- 
cessionaire’s business is definitely stated. 
In the concession office is an official 
known as “historian’’. During the period 
of the fair the historian interviews eacn 
concessionaire and inspects his premises. 
Information is thus obtained of value to 
the department in deciding upon future 
relations with the concessionaire. This 
questionnaire covers such items as sani- 
tation of the surroundings, cleanliness of 
attendants, complaints of public or fair 
officials and in general whether or not 
he is a desirable concessionaire to have 
on the grounds. Also, if there are any 
complaints registered against him at other 
fairs where he has operatea. Thus, when 
an application for concession space ia 
received, this record is consulted, and if 
it is found that the applicant is a former 
concessionaire with a good record and 
clean bill of health, he is given a con- 
tract, but if his card suggests he or his 
business is undesirable he is refused 
concessionary privileges. 

The concession contract states that the 
assigning of contracts or the subletting 
of space is not permitted; also “mer- 
chandising concessions must be well sup- 
plied with and sell onty guod, wholesome 
food and pure and honest goods at rea- 
sonable prices. The sale of alcoholic 
liquor, cigarets, the operation of games 
of chance are strictly prohibited. Con- 
cessionaires and their help and their 
places of business must be neat and 
tidy in their dress and appearance.” 

Church organizations now form a large 
part of the operators of dining halls and

lunch stands. Owners and employees of 
reputable stores and places of business 
are becoming more and more interested 
in fair concessions, hence the death knell 
of the short-change artist, the acid lemon- 
ade, the tainted hamburger and the faker 
in general has been tolled and the per- 
centage of honest, conscientious men and 
women engaged in the concession work is 
as high as it is in any other department 
of the fair. 


With further reference to the conces- 
sion contract I give a few of the princi- 
pal and pertinent points: “Any extortion 
practiced by a concessionaire will cause 
the forfeiture of contract money paid or 
expulsion from the grounds, or both, as 
the management may direct. Under no 
circumstances will concessions of a ques- 
tionable nature or a é demoralizing 
tendency be let or in any manner pe 
tolerated upon the grounds or in any of 
the buildings; nor will any concession be 
permitted where the business !s conductea 
in other than a legitimate manner. All 
concessionaires shall cause to be posted 
in a conspicuous manner at the front ot 
or entrance to his place of business a 
neatly printed or painted sign, plainly 
readable at a distance of 30 feet, showing 
prices of meals, lunches and all articles 
of food or drink to be sold and for serve 
ice performed under this contract. The 
practice of posting up the price of meals 
and charging extra for dessert, etc., will 
not be tolerated. The concessionaire 
shall keep constantly on display in plain 
view of the public his concession contract 


number. No officer or 
department of the fair shall have any 
concession or any interest or connection, 
directly or indirectly, with any concession 
pertaining to the fair.” 

Wherever practical, the concession 
must be housed in a State fair standard 
Stand. It is strictly against the rules 
to erect a stand out of old lumber and 
advertising signs whereby their appear- 
ance might become unsightly. The fair 
owns 82 of these standard stands. These 
are portable and uniform in construction 
and appearance. They are rented to the 
concessionaires at a reasonable charge, 
than the cost of puuding a srana 
of the same size and character. The fair 
has 28 permanent stands, which with the 
82 portable stands makes 110 well built, 
modern and uniform concession stands. 
it is hoped, in the near future, to pe 
able to place every refreshment and din- 
ing concession in this kind of a build- 
ing. The fair owns eight large buildings 
equipped for dining halls. In 1923 there 
were 14 large dining halls operating in 
tents; in 1926 there were but eight. Bet- 
ter management suggests additional 
permanent dining halls may be provided 
in the future so that tent occupancies 
will be entirely eliminated. This would 
minimize to a large measure the hazard 
of fire and inclement weather. It would 
likewise be advisable to incorporate in 
this concession contract a clause making 
it compulsory for the concessionaire who 
brings equipment or merchandise stock 
on the grounds in excess of $100 in value

to protect the investment by fire in- 
surance. Such protection to a victim of 
fire would tend to relfeve the personal 
equation at the time of settlement under 
‘his concession contract. 

As a general rule, applying to the 
arger fairs, there are four distinct 
sources of revenue from the concession 
department, and I will mention these in 
the order of their impurtance as revenue 
producers. 

First, the carnival, and by this term 
I mean the traveling organization which 
brings shows and riding devices to your 
fair, usually an organization of partially 
independent attractions and partially 
owned by the carnival management, 
booked by one organization and carried 
from place to place by the carnival 
owner or manager. 

There are good and poor carnivals. 
Some might state it “bad and worse”, but 
my experience with the carnivals puts 
them under the classification of “good 
and oor’. No fair oficial, and scarcely 
any layman, will dispute the fact that 
there has been a wonderful change in 
these organizations in the past few years. 
This has been accomplished by the action 
of the carnival managers themselves, tuo 
the efforts of right-thinking fair of- 
ficials, to the help of women's organiza- 
tions and to the good Influences of news- 


papers and legislative bodies generally. 
The ‘49 camp, the gypsy palmist, the 
Phrenologist, the blow-off show, the 


added attraction for men only, and many 
other lewd and obscene features have 
passed on out of the picture and in their 
places have come better attractions with 
a correspondingly better class of show- 
men in charge. I heard a carnival man 
Say recently that he passed upon the 
merit or demerit of a show or attraction 
by determining what opinion his motner 
would form of the exhibition under con- 
sideration. 

Let me read a clause in our carnival 
contract: “The Minnesota State Fair 
hereby prohibits the within named car- 
nival company or any one else from 
bringing into the Minnesota State fair- 
grounds or operating thereon any snow, 
riding device or attraction which may by 
the officials of the Minnesota State Fair 
be deemed objectionable or unsafe, it 
being distinctly understood by all parties 


concerned that all such shows, ries, 
freaks of nature, fortune tellers, palm- 
ists, phrenologists, wheels, games of 


chance or skill and every simitar enter- 
prise are strictly prohibited from operat- 
ing upon the Minnesota State fair- 
grounds, That the officers of the fair 
shall at all times have free access to all 
shows and rides and attractions operated 
under this contract and are hereby 
clothed with the power to immediately 
close any exhibition that may be deemed 
objectionable.” 

Along with the general improvesment in 
the carnival has come the demand vy 
the rising generation for thrills, which 
has been answered by the carnival man in 
the form of new riding devices, so that 
the carnival that carried, 10 years ago, 
as its complete and up-to-date equipment 
of riding devices, a merry-go-round, 4 
ferris wheel and possibly a whip, now 
carries in addition a heydey, a scooter, @ 
caterpillar, a seaplane, a dangiler, over 
the jumps, Noah's Ark, Jegg'’s bungalow, 
magic carpet, all innocent amusement 
features for the young, with the thrill 
thrown in, and increasing in number each 
year. 

The organization of the carnival being 
formed of two divisions, the shows and 
rides, and necessarily able to carry only 
a certain amount of equipment on its 
trains, has naturally been forced to re- 
duce the number of shows in order to 
accommodate the increasing numper ot 
rides, so that now the average carnival 
carries only about a dozen attractions 
which can be strictly classed as shows, 
the water circus, the Wild West, the 
midget theater, the monkey speeaway, 
the circus side show, Napoleon, the bic 
chimpanzee, etc., being or the class of 
attractions that are now carried and none 
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of which are very much different from 
the big feature acts exhibited by the 
circus or Which can be seen at any high- 
class vaudeville or burlesque theater in 
pur cities. 

Th alert fair official who feels the 
pulse of his patronage knows that the 
properly conducted carnival is, in addl- 
tion to the revenue received, of consider- 
able pulling power to his fair. It is 
necessary to the entertainment of his 


patrons ; adds music, light and life to 
the picture and furnishes innocent amuse- 
ment jo at least two-thirds of those who 


pass thru the front gate. That the car- 
nival is popular, there is no doubt. In 
the year 1923, at the Minnesota State 
Fair, 256,000 tickets were collected for 
admission to the various carnival at- 
tractions This is 61 per cent of the 
total who were admitted at the outside 
yates. In 1924 there were 78 per cent, 
in 1925 there were 66 per cent and in 
1926 there were 68 per cent. In the 
corresponding period the number of rid- 
ing devices and purely mechanical fun- 
makers increased from 9 to 17 and the 
number of shows decreased from 13 to 11. 
In the light of these facts and figures 
no fair official needs to apologize for his 
carnival, and if properly conducted and 
wisely supervised should have no imme- 
diate fear of the withdrawal of this im- 
portant source of envertainment and 
revenue. 

Second—The next revenue-proaucing 
classification in the concession depart- 
ment is the refreshment concession. This 
class includes dining halls, refreshment 
stands for lunches ana soft drinks, Ice 
cream, candy, ete. These are located 
usually in buildings, one concession to 
each of the larger buildings and in out- 
side stands in prominent locations on the 
grounds, and bring considerable revenue, 
the fee being based on the location, the 
nature of the business to be transacted 
and to the amount of space occupied. 
The charges for these concessions range 
at the Minnesota State Fair from $50 
for small stands in the outskirts of the 
grounds to $1,100 for the largest dining 
hall. As in the carnival, much has been 
done by the fair management to change 
the general appearance of the grounds, 
is related to the concession stands and 
their business and to assist the conces- 
sionaire to better methods of conducting 
his business and to improvement in the 
service rendered the public. The policy 
of the concession management has long 
since sought to reduce rather than 1in- 
crease the number of concessions. In 
1920 there were 683 cqntracts written, 
in 1923 there were 362, in 1926 there 
were 297. In spite of the reduction in 
the number of contracts in the last four 
years the total revenue from the con- 
cession department has remained about 
stationary, with the exception of revenue 
received from concessions operated on a 
percentage basis, which revenue is large- 
ly controlled by weather conditions. 

The Minnesota State fairgrounds has 
a nation-wide reputation for its beauey. 
Our shaded streets and boulevards, pitc- 
turesque parks, flowers and shrubbery 
immediately mold an impression of 
thrift and enterprise. Knowing that the 
good effect of such btmpression can we 
quickly nullified by the ugliness of un- 
desirable and misplaced concessions, tne 
department has used great care in plac- 
ing them. Decreasing the number of 
competitive concessionaires has been the 
means of inereasing the net profit to 
the individual concessionaire. ‘nis te- 
sults beneficially to the customer at his 
counter, improves his deportment and 
causes him to respond more agreeably 
to the rules of the department. 

Third—Under this classification come 
the riding devices The three staple, 
permanent rides, merry-go-round, roller 
coaster and old mill, have operated on 
the Minnesota State fairgrounds for 20 
years or more. They are privately owned 
and the fair plays them on a percentage 
basis. The weather is a determining 
factor in the amount of income from 
these rides. Even tho these rides have 
4a crow’s nest appearance, the average 
revenue to the fair from their operation 
warrants a limited investment by the so- 
ciety in three new rides of the same Nna- 
ture It should not be the purpose of 
le fair to compete with the thrillers 
carried by the carnival, but merely to 
accommodate the people who desire the 
happy medium of entertainment. The per- 
rentage of patrons who patronized these 
permanent rides, merry-go-round, roller 
couster and old mill, as comparea to the 
idmissions at the outside gates, is 39 
per cent in 1923, 22 per cent in 1924, 
‘4 per cent in 1925 and 32 per cent in 
1926. These percentages are much below 
the ratio of patronage of the carnival 
rides, but enough to assure a satisfactory 
revenue from a_ limited investment in 
uch devices,

of entertainment more deeply. That it 
should purchase or build its own riding 
devices, operate them and zealously keep 
apace with all of the new thrills and 
features that periodically come into the 
spotlight of fashion. Such a program 
would eventually eliminate the traveling 
carnival entirely. There are many rea- 
sons, however, why this would not be 
satisfactory. First, the amount of the 
initial investment would be large, the 
average ride costing from $6,000 to $20,- 
000, a poor investment when operated 
only one week in the year. Secondly, 
there would be many hazards in opera- 
tion by unskilled help and no provision 
could be made under the present laws 
for adequate liability insurance, and 
thirdly, the styles and models of these 
riding devices are changing so rapidly 
and the public is demanding new fea- 
tures, so that the fair would be unable, 
financially, to keep up with the styles 
and improvements. 

At the recent meeting of park man- 
agers in Chicago, at least 10 new riding 
devices were offered for sale, many of 
which will be a part or the traveling 
carnival during the coming year. It is 
a significant fact, in this connection, that 
at the 1926 fair, the heydey, a carnival 
ride located in the midst of the other 
rides and shows, did the largest gross 
business of any ride on the grounds, 
simply because it was a new ride and 
had never been seen here before. For 
these reasons the revenue from the so- 
called permanent rides does not show a 
substantial gain from year to year. It 
will continue to be of a limited amount 
as long aS more modern rides of the 
same kind are installed in adjacent sum- 
mer parks, and the carnival companies 
continue to keep up to the minute in 
furnishing riding devices. 

Fourth—The fourth class of conces- 
sions, arranged on a revenue-proaucing 
scale, is the miscellaneous class, inciud- 
ing novelties, seuvenirs, pop corn ma- 
chines, jewelry, glassware, auto acces- 
sories, etc. The multiplicity of applica- 
tions for concessions of this character 
makes it possible for the management 
to sift them very carefully and only give 
contracts to those who have a clean rec- 
ord on our books or come well recom- 
mended by responsible parties or by 
other fairs. 


It is absolutely necessary for the con- 
cessionaire to prosper. It argues for the 
good of himself, for the benefit of his 
customers and for the welfare of the 
society that he make a reasonable profit. 
It is likewise important that _he be treat- 
ed fairly and in a business-like manner. 
Naturally he will pass on to the public 
the same kind of treatment he received 
from the fair. A prosperous concession- 
aire, like a thrifty merchant, assures 
to the public good service and good 
merchandise and to the fair management 
a lessee who satisfactorily liquidates his 
contracts and conforms cheerfully to the 
rules and regulations of the department. 

It is estimated that eight per cent of 
the people of the State of Minnesota 
patronize the State fair. All of the peo- 
ple of the State receive, directly or in- 
directly, some benefit from one or more 
of the several departments of the institu- 
tion. The live stock, agricultural, norti- 
cultural, public health, women's activities, 
boys and girls’ club work and the many 
other projects carried on or fostered by 
the State fair spread their good in- 
fluences Statewide. These enterprises 
are financed, in part, by the eight per 
cent of the people who pay admission 
to see the fair. They are not penalized, 
because they see a show well worth $2 
for an admission charge of 75 cents. We 
should not lose sight of the fact that a 
part of this 75 cents paid by eight per 
cent of the citizens who ‘patronize the 
fair is used for the benefit of the 92 per 
cent of the people who are nonattendants. 

Attendance at the fair is, of course, 
of vital importance to the concessionaire. 
Concessionary rights on any fairgrounds 
are valued in direct proportion to the 
number of people who pass the operator's 
Place of business. It is mathematics 
that as the admission bars are raised, 
the procession at the concessionaireg’ 
counter becomes less congested and vice 
versa. In the past six years, with the 
attendance about stationary, the number 
of concessionaires has been reduced one- 
half until the present ratio ts understood 
to be consistent with good management. 
From the standpoint or the concession- 
aire, a reduction in the a@mission charge 
to the fair is worthy of consideration 
Concessionaire and exhibitor alike would 
no doubt see more people at his count 
and booth. The fair visitor, with h 
family, would repeat his attendance, amg 
the more popular price of ad: mission 
would tend to bring men, women and 
children to the fair who heretofore 
have been strangers to the many enter-

Carnivals at Fairs 


C. C. Day, Circus Fan No. 99, Atlan- 
tic, Ia., sends the following: “As r 
your request for opinions in regard to 
carnivals at fairs, would like to offer 
my suggestions. From observations, I 
have always contended that a fair can- 
not be successfully run without a car- 
nival. Therefore, if that is the case, it 
would only be fair and reasonable that 
the fair association should pay the car- 
nival for coming to its fair and help- 
ing the fair. A county fair usually only 
lasts four or five days a week and the 
carnival usually loses one or two days 
a week also. 

“At county fairs where shows are 
booked independently, I believe if a car- 
nival would set up on a lot close to the 
town in opposition to the fair, the car- 
nival would do more business, at least in 
proportion if not in gross, lot being 
near the business district. 

Carnivals also, I believe, could run

Tho its title suggests the theme of

We would hesitate to do business with 
a bank that permitted persons to enter 
its safety deposit vault room without 
scrutiny or proper identification. If tnese 
conditions existed we would have a natu- 
ral feeling that there was a laxity and 
indifference to the security of its pa- 
trons. 

The fair which permits a weak and 
vacillating policy in the handling of tts 
outside gates impresses the visitor with 
a general idea of loose management, and 
after the visitor is inside the grounds, 
however attractive the features of the 
fair may be, there is still that feeling 
that a proper safezuard for its finances 
has been disregarded. 

The historic story of the French 
private created a corporal on spot for 


refusing Napoleon to pass without the 
countersign is a glowing example of 
proper organization. We all remember 


the lesson learned in the army, wnether 
we knew Marshal foch, General Persh- 
ing, any supreme commander or superior 
officer when on guard duty—none should 
,;ass without proper identification. Much 
of the trouble in handling outside gates 
is occasioned by the fair officials them- 
selves. Many believe that rules and 
regulations are made for others but not 
for themselves. The fair official who 
brings in a group of his friends without 
proper tickets and tells the gate man 
“that’s all right, they’re my frienas”, 
weakens the confidence the gate man has 
in’ protecting the interests of his asso- 
ciation. 

In the proper handling of outside gates 
there should be five responsible persons: 
First, the person responsible for selling 
the tickets and collecting the money. 
Second, the person responsible for couect- 
ing the tickets and checking them against 
tickets sold. Third, the person respune- 
sible for supervising the gates, assisting 
and advising the ticket takers, detecting 
and reporting irregularities and misuses, 
Fourth, the person responsible for issuing 
passes, emergency permits ana xround 
deliveries. Fifth, a plain-clothes privute 
Getective, responsible directly to the sec- 
retary or some other fair official, work- 
ing both in and outside of the gates, de- 
tecting and reporting frauds or irregu- 
larities against all persons directly or 
indirectly concerned with admissions. 

The duties of those persons are rater 
obvious and need little elaboration. Suf- 
fice to say they should be picked for 
their reputation for honesty, integrity 
and irreproachable character in positions 
of trust. 

In this connection it may be of inter- 
est to some of you, while the statements 
may in no way be applicable to your 
conditions, for me to reproduce the letter 
of instructions presented to each ticket 
taker at outside gates at the 1926 East- 
ern States Exposition: 

Eastern States Exposition—Instructions 
to Ticket Takers—Outside Gates. 

Organization: To this department is 
delegated the supervision of admission to 
the grounds thru the outside gates. It 
is organized with four captains in direct 
charge of the ticket takers, all respon- 
sible to the superintendent of outside gate 
admissions. Report for instructions 
Saturday, September 18, 2 p.m., to M. A. 
Belmer, superintendent, at the front en- 


trance to the Coliseum. 
Duties: Report each day for duty at 
the hour designated by the’ superin- 


tendent. Become familiar with the sam- 
ple tickets, sets of which the captains 
have. Admit no person over five years 
of age who does not present a correct 

ket pass (except children on Sunday 


and Monday). Children five years and 
under admitted free and are to pass 
under the turnstiles so they will not 
register. This is very important. Chil- 
dren 6 to 14 years inclusive are admitted 
on half-rate tickets except Sunday and 
Monday, when they are admitted free. 
No persons, except exposition police in 


uniform, are to be a@mitted on badges, 
ribbons, buttons, auto markers or any- 
thing else but regulation tickets or passes

Permit no variation from this rule. 
Every pass holder must show his pass 
each time before being admitted. The 


mere know:edze that a man has a pass 
is not sufficient. Admit pass holders 
thru pass gates only. 

On Sunday and Monday some persons 
entitled to special tickets or passes, but 
not having received them, may seek ad- 
mission. Captains only are to have such 
Persons sign the sheets provided with 
name, department and reason for being 
entitled to a pass before admitting them. 
Those sheets are to be collected each 
time the tickets are collected by the 
ticket audit clerks. After Monday no 
admissions are to be permitted in this 
manner. Do not tear or mutilate tickets, 
as they have to be counted after col- 
lection. Work chopper boxes carefully so 
that they will not become choked or 
blocked, mutilating the tickets. Do not 
turn the stiles unless persons are being 
admitted. Remember that there must be 
a ticket dropped in the box for each 
tarn of the stile. All tickets are counted 
and you will be held responsible for a 
correct agreement between tickets in 


box and turnstile reading. Always 
leave stile and chopper tn proper cone 
dition when going off duty. Do not give 
out tickets permitting persons to leave 
the grounds and return. Report urgent 
requests of this nature to your captain. 
Admit no trucks carrying supplies ex- 
cept at auto gate 9 and then before 
10 a.m., unless emergency tickets nave 
been issued by the police department. 

Conduct: Perform your duties with ac- 
curacy and dispatch. Be business-like 
and alert. No fooling or loud talk. Be 
quiet, courteous and gentlemanly at all 
times. The opinion people gain of the 
exposition is influenced largely by the 
character and actions of its employees. 
Handle the job in a manner to reflect 
credit upon both the exposition and your- 
self. Keep your eyes open to prevent 
fraudulent admissions. All kinds of 
games will be worked on you. In case 
of trouble or doubt report immediately 
to your captain or in his absence to the 
superintendent. 

Uniform: Wear the uniform prescribed, 
consisting of dark, full-length trousers, 
white shirt (white sweater in co-l weatae

on duty. This is imperative; if ; ju are 
not willing to do this do not take the 
job. Neatness of appearance is impor- 
tant and must be insisted on. 


Tipping: Tipping is positively forbid- 
den, Accept no money or other gratui- 
ties upon the grounds. It may lead to 
serious trouble. 


One problem which concerns itself con- 
siderably with the efficient handling of 
outside gate admissions is the proper con- 
trol of vehicular traffic. There should 
be the utmost co-ordination between the 
ticket and traffic departments. If auto 
traffic is unnecessarily delayed in get- 
ting into the grounds a sales resistance 
is immediately created to the other fea- 
tures which you wish to offer after the 
patron is on the grounds. This traffic 
Problem also concerns itself as to the 
efficient handling of the vehicles leaving 
the grounds. Handling the tickets may 
be divided in two divisions, paid admis- 
sions and non-paid admissions. 

Paid Admissions: The common form of 
Paid admissions is the roll ticket, num- 
bered and a color designated for adults, 
children and autos. The colors should be 
distinctive and printed at a source where 
duplication is unlikely. While patroniz- 
ing the home printer is desirable, tt ts 
not always safe from the fair’s stand- 
point, where tickets are concerned, where 
extra runs can be made and duplications 
printed sufficiently in advance of the 
fair. A thoro checking of the numbers 
of the tickets is essential and should 
be done in advance of the fair to per- 
mit detection of discrepancies. 

The outside gate superintendent snould 
insist that the tickets be dropped in the 
chopper or box and it is unwise to per- 
mit the ticket taker to stuff them in 
his pockets or hold them in his hands 
until he has a “batch”. Where several 
Outside gates are used it may sometimes 
be found desirable to shift ticket takers 
so there may be no collusion between 
ticket takers and ticket sellers. 

All tickets should be collected daily 
and if convenient several times during 
the day and checked against the number 
of tickets sold. In this way it !{s poss!- 
ble to detect irregularities before the 
fair is over. 

Non-Paid Admissions: These represent 
a more difficult problem. Because % 
fair is supposed to be a non-profit in- 
stitution, a generous portion of the pub- 
lic wish to make this “nonprofit'’ more 
pronounced by desiring to be an honored 
or unhonored guest of the association. 
Naturally officials, employees, legitimate 
exhibitors and concessionaires and others 
should be entitled to proper credentials. 
One of the difficulties of the smaller 
fair is an overextension of passes issued 
in connection with its premium list. 
Where a person exhibits a plate of beans 
or three beets in the horticultural de- 
partment and secures an admission ticket

after the exposition made it possible to 
forestall! a similar request for the fortn- 
coming exposition, so in 1926 with ap- 
proximately the same number of jars 
there was issued only one ticket for every 
70 jars displayed for the same exnuibit. 

Abuses can be corrected by emphasis 
that every person must have a proper 
admission ticket. All non-paid tcxets 
should be numbered and a record of the 
name and official capacity of the pere 
son to whom issued recorded in a perma- 
nent record book. It will facilitate 
handling outside admissions if a special 
gate be used for non-paid admissions, 
permitting more careful scrutiny by the 
ticket taker. 

At the 1926 exposition we changed our 
tickets somewhat by requiring every woii- 
paid ticket holder whether with a sea- 
son ticket or single admission ticket to 
sign his or her name on the face of the 
ticket. This had the psychological value 
that a person is more hesitant to sign 
his name or some other name to a ticket 
improperly issued knowing that the ticket 
was recorded. While we do not claim 
this eliminated abuses entirely, we do 
know this, that in previous years sev- 
eral hundred tickets would be picked up 
for improper use, while in 1926 less 
than 40 were turned in. 

Another factor which assisted the out- 
side gates materially was to place none 
paid tickets in an envelope when handed 
out which contained printed instructions 
thereon as follows: 

Read Conditions Carefully and Avoid 
Delay at Outside Gates: 

1—Season passes or non-paid single 
admission tickets are not transferable 
and must be used only by person to wnom 
issued; is forfeited if any alteration, ad- 
dition or erasure is made thereon. 

2—Season passes are not good unless 
Signed in ink or indelible pencil by per- 
Son whose name appears on face as 
Written in by our ticket department. 
Other forms of non-paid admission tick- 
ets must be signed ana the name of 
holder to agree with the record furnished 
by the superintendent of each depart- 
ment issuing same. 

3—If presented by any other than the 
Person named thereon, gateman will take 
up ticket and same will be canceled.

5—All tickets are numbered, counted 
and checked three times a day by our 
audit department ana verified with the 
records of our ticket department. Save 
yourself and the management any em- 
barrassment by adhering to a strict com- 
pliance of these conditions. Your co-opera- 
tion is invited. 

One problem which causes considerable 
annoyance at the outside gates is created 
by the individual who believes he should 
have received a ticket, but for some 
unknown reason failed to do so. Such 
a person believes that the best way is 
to “talk his way thru”. Some have de- 
veloped this method as a fine art and 
yet in a number of cases there is con- 
siderable truth in the individual's state- 
ments who hesitates to pay his admission 
thinking it is unlikely it will be refund- 
ed. <A corrective method which has been 
used to some degree of satisfaction is 
to have the ticket superintendent or cap- 
tain have the individual sign a form giv- 
ing his name and address and nature of 
business entitling his admission. This 
form is counted the same as an admission 
and when the form reaches the secre- 
tary’s office he can review it for proper 
action or in many cases be amused at 
its contents. As in other businesses, 
many of these forms may be considered 


uncollectable debts or just plain business 
losses. 

When a statistical check is used in 
connection with season passes this not 
only gives a more accurate count of 
your outside gate admissions, but sup- 
plies Some valuable information as weil. 
For example, the natural supposition is 
that there is much abuse of the season 
pass. At the 1926 exposition we found 
in connection with the season pass tnat 
the average time each ticket issued was 
used for the week was 6.5 times, or less 
than one admission per day for each sea- 
son ticket issued. By taking specific 
kinds of season tickets we find their 
uses varied: 

Official, 6.6; guest, 3.9 
exhibitor, 7.5; employee, 7.0; boys and 
girls, 3.7; amusement, 8.7; owner or 
driver, 4.7; concession, 7.1; vehicle and 
driver, 10.4; groom, 8.0. 

Taking the average over a four-year 
period for all tickets used it looks like 
this: 1926, 6.5; 1925, 6.1; 1924, 5.7; 
1923, 6.5. 

The abuses at outside gates can be 
partially corrected by determination of 
the fair management to give this part 
of its fair operation its constant thought, 
consistent attention and eternal vigilance.
